VANCOUVER (CPi 
Fifty-five per cent of 4,000 
striking longshoremen have 
voted to reject a tentative 
agreement with the B.C. Mar¬ 
itime Employers Association, 
prolonging a three-week 
strike at 11 B.C. ports. 

The rejection was an¬ 
nounced Saturday by Interna¬ 
tional Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union repre¬ 
sentatives shortly after more 
than 300 longshore foremen 
voted to go on strike after 
breaking off their negotiations 
with tlie employers’ associa¬ 
tion. 

Tlie foremen were to begin 
picketing the 11 ports at 6 
a.m. today. 

Members of the general 
labor and trades component 
of the Public Service Alliance 
voted Friday on an offer from 
the federal treasury board. 
B& a PS AC spokesman had 
said the weighmen and sam¬ 
pler would return to work 
Monday if the disputes with 
the longshoremen and the 
f remen were settled. Re¬ 
sults of the nation - wide 
tradesmen vote are not ex¬ 
pected until later in the week. 

Longshore spokesman Don 
Garcia wouldn’t say what the 
next step in the contract dis¬ 
pute would be. The agreement 
rejected Saturday was worked 
out with the help of mediator 
Bill Kelly. 
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JERUSALEM (UPI) — U.S. State Secretary 
Henry Kissinger’s Middle East peace mission failed 
Saturday. He is returning home today to report to 
President Ford and U.S. Congress. 

After 17 days during which Kissinger shuttled 
back-and-forth four times between Egypt and Israel, 
U.S. spokesman Robert Anderson admitted, “Unfor¬ 
tunately, the differences on a number of key issues 
have proved irreconcilable.” 

The chief stumbling block was Israel’s demand 
— and Egypt’s refusal — that Egypt “renounce the 
state of war” in return for a proposed Israeli with¬ 
drawal from the key Midi and Gitla passes and the 
Abu Rudeis oilfield in the Sinai Desert. 

‘Reassessment period ’ 


Anderson left a ray of hope 
by talking of “suspending’’ 
the negotiations and stated 
the need for “a period of 
reassessment,” but Egypt de¬ 
clared bluntly that Kissinger’s 
step-by-step approach to a 
peace settlement “is dead.” 

Egypt called for an immedi¬ 
ate reconvening of the full- 
scale peace conference at 
Geneva. Switzerland, where 
the Soviet Union would have a 
say as co-chairman of the 
conference with the United 
States. 


Egypt said Israel’s demand 
for a renunciation of the stale 
of war was out of line for a 
purely “military” agreement 
and Israel's bringing it up 
was bargaining “In bad 
faith.” 

An Israeli spokesman said. 
“From the early stages of the 
negotiations Isbael stated its 
readiness to evacuate the 
passes and oilfields in return 
for a renunciation of the state 
of war by Egypt. Egypt re¬ 
fused to renounce the state of 
war and insisted it continue.”

LONDON — Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson has threatened 
to resign unless seven left- 
wing cabinet members change 
their stand and support the 
majority cabinet decision ap¬ 
proving Britain’s continued 
membership in the European 
Economic Community, a Lon¬ 
don Sunday newspaper said. 

A press spokesman at Wil¬ 
son’s official residence said, 
The story in the (Sunday) 
Observer is very garbled and 
inaccurate.” 

Asked if the response was a 
denial of the report, the 
spokesmyi said, “thal (the 
report) is very garbled.” 

The Sunday Observer said, 
“the threat was made at a 
very disputatious cabinel 
meeting last Thursday morn¬ 
ing. It followed Mr. Wilson's 
realization that, all three of 
the Labor party’s decision- 
malting bodies — the parlia¬ 


mentary Lafr>r party, the na¬ 
tional executive committee 
and party conference — might 
reject his recommendation to 
stay in the common market.” 

Britons will vote in a refer¬ 
endum in June —Jhe first in 
their history — to decide if* 
the country will stay in the 
common market. 

Wilson’s cabinet voted 16-7 


Tuesday in favor of continued 
common market membership, 
but the prime minister said 
the seven "rebel” ministers 
would be allowed to campaign 
against membership in the 
referendum battle.

And in Paris the Viet 
Cong’s Provisional Revolu¬ 
tionary Government said it 
would return to the suspended 
Paris peace talks if South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu were ousted. 

Sihanouk spoke at 3 recep¬ 
tion in Peking to celebrate the 
fifth anniversary of the Na¬ 
tional United Front of Cam¬ 
bodia, which he heads. The 
speech was reported in Hong 
Kong by the Chinese news 
media. 

“The national independence 
which we defend in the name 
of Cambodian people is not 
negotiable with any person,” 
Sihanouk said. 

"The patriots shall never 
negotiate or associate with 
the traitors, especially not on 
a government level. The pa¬ 
triots shall never accept a 
compromise with imperialism 
and neo-colonialism, who are 
patrons of these traitors,” he 
said, referring to the regime 
of President Lon Nol. 

The prince said his move¬ 
ment “is and remains the sole 
legal government of Cam¬ 
bodia as a whole. There is 
not, nor will there ever be, a 
question of coalition govern¬ 
ment, a poisoned dish cooked 
up by imperialist, neo¬ 
colonialist devils to serve the 
neeHs oT~tfieTr igrTbble 
he said.

tidal wave — crashed up onto the 
beach.

Frost and one other woman under 
logs. 

The other woman escaped. Mrs. 
Frost was dead on arrival at hospital. 


Veteran transport ministry official 

Body lashed to capsized Nanaimo cruiser 


The body of Capt. Alfred 
James Trail Hailey. 63/ a 
transport ministry official at 
Nanaimo, was found Saturday 
morning lashed to the bow of 
his capsized '0-foot cruiser 
adrift near Nelson Island in 
Georgia Strait. 

The veteran deepsea mari¬ 
ner is believed to have run 
inlo rough weather in at¬ 
tempting to cross to Nanaimo 


from Thormanby Island, 25 
miles to the northeast. Fri¬ 
day. and to have lashed him¬ 
self lo his vessel when it over¬ 
turned. 

He was the only person 
aboard the boat, which has a 
small cabin, and had spent 
several days working on his 
summer cottage on Thor¬ 
manby betore setting out for 
home. 


A search for the transport 
ministry official began at 
dawn Saturday after Pacific 
Rescue Centre had received 
word from Hailey’s sons that 
he was missing. 

Two RCMP aircraft, the 
coast guard cutter Ready and 
a Buffalo aircraft from CFB 
Oomox, searched for four 
hours before locating Hailey’s 
boat near Nelson Island, 


about 13 miles north of his 
departure point. 

He was found at 10:30 a.m. 
lashed securely to the bow of 
his’boat. RCMP in Nanaimo 
said the stern of the capsized 
craft was submerged and it 
was not clear if Hailey had 
drowned or died of exposure. 

An inquest has been or¬ 
dered. 

• A Pacific Rescue Centre 


spokesman said southeast 
gale-force winds and strong 
tides probably caused the 
warden’s boa! to drift north. 

Hailey, who lived on Ham¬ 
mond Bay Road, had been in 
Nanaimo for aboul eighl 
years with the transport 
ministry as a marine survey¬ 
or and poll warden, inspect¬ 
ing vessels, examining for 
masters and mates certifi¬ 
cates. and In charge of 


marine safety procedure. He 
had .joined the department 
after the Second'World War, 
and had been with the 
ministry in Vancouver before 
moving to Nanairiu).

he is survived by his wife, two 
sons, Joe in West Vancouver 
and Alfred in Vancouver, and 
a daughter.

‘Bandits ’ killed 
in Eritrea 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI) - 
Residents of Omhajer, a town 
in the western lowlands of 
Eritrea where separatist 
guerrillas are fighting govern¬ 
ment. troops, killed 30 "ban¬ 
dits’’ and captured two 
others, the official Ethiopian 
news agency said Saturday. 

"Bandits" is the term used 
by the military regime for 
Eritrean separatists who have 
fought a 13-year war for in¬ 
dependence from Ethiopia. 


The agency said the bandits 
had been causing trouble in 
the area for some time, 
prompting local residents to 
take up arms against them. 
Twelve Omhajer residents 
were reported wounded. 

The military government 
has advised all large land 
owners to remain on their 
farms until March 29, when 
they are to turn over their 
property to a government- 
designated agency.

CIA no longer 
to be trusted

the CIA by former agents, the 
London Times said today.

WE ARE WORKING less for more. The 
point is inescapable, the figures do not be 
and through this less-for-more we are all con¬ 
tributing to the decline and fall of Canadian 
market strength. 

During the past cduple of decades, manu¬ 
facturing wages have doubled relative to the 
increase in the consumer price index. In 1974 
wages' went up by 14.2 per cent, whereas 
there was but a 12 per cent rise in the index 
and, the most important figure of all, show 
that worker production dropped 0.8 per cent 
below the level of tlv.' previous year. 

Take it in terms of our trade with other 
countries. We have gone from a trade deficit 
nf $2.3 billion in 1963 to a whopping $10 billion 
in 1974. 

IT DOESN’T TAKE any economic genius 
to digest the results of such a staggering 
increase in our trade deficit. It means we are 
not only pricing ourselves out of the world 
trade market, but our own trade market as 
well. Last season our imports rose by nearly 
35 per cent to a $32 bHion figure, proving, ob¬ 
viously, that other countries can make go<xls 
cheaper than we can make them. It's'simple 

if Canadian manufacturers cannot control 
their costs, competitors from other countries 
will do the job for us by making our dollar 
worth less on the world market. 

In case you hadn't noticed, our dollar has 
been falling for the past eight months. 

C OMPARED with the Swiss franc we are 
down 24 per cent. We arc down 15 per cent to 
the French franc and even five per cent 
against the British pound. 

These figures, however, seem to be lost on 
both union and management In their never- 
ending confrontations. Wage packages in the 
United States have been on the order of cighi 
to nine per cent, while here in Canada they 
have been, in some instances, as high as 40 
and 50 per cent and anything less, than 15 per 
. rent is a miracle. And there has been talk 
of certain unions demanding 71 per cent. This 
is not only rampant inflation, it is rampant 
idiocy. 

IT BEC OMES the old story of what* good 
is two-fifths of # nothing. It's'all well and good 
for Canadians to be running ahead of the rest 
of the world in wage settlements, but it 
doesn’t mean a thing if those wage settle¬ 
ments bring about. layoffs, closures and loss 
of foreign market trading. 

ft becomes even more tragic when the 
government of our land aids and abets the 
whole race to the moon with it’s own un¬ 


checked spending, indeed, by the govern¬ 
ment’s vast increase in spending. 

Tt is shocking enough that government has 
allowed countless bureacracies to grow and 
grow, but doubly shocking that government 
can’t even get work out of those bureaucra¬ 
cies. 

THE GOVERNMENT has admitted (and 
not shame-facedly either) that this year it 
will spend one biltton dollars on consultant 
work by agencies outside government — the 
private sector. 

This Is 18.3 per cent *bove such spending 
Iasi year and 35.9 per cent greater than in 
1973.’ 

And, mind you. all this AFTER the gov¬ 
ernment work force had increased 10 per 
cent from 231,000 to 255,000. Literally thou¬ 
sands of them actually find it extremely dif¬ 
ficult to even look busy. They have long since 
given up on tiding things to* do and now they 
.^dtjn't even bother with the pretense of look¬ 
ing busy. 

AND WHAT DO these outside consulting 
people do for that $1 billion? 

Oh they perform many imperative duties 
such as’counting trees, such as finding new 
ways to keep hands warm up there in the 
Arctic, of testing army boots for traction. 

And, heaven help us, for analysing the 
contents of government garbage cans! Put¬ 
ting it bluntly, who-gives-a-damn jobs, jobs 
that could be conveniently scrapped without 
any noticeable difference in our way of life. 

But do we hear more than the initial howl 
from a scattered gaggle of opposiion 
members? No sir. they make with the origi¬ 
nal bombast and then sit back and watch the 
money filter away. 

KAV LINES of our town has a petition 
circulating asking government to do away 
with strikes by forcing labor-management 
antagonists to stay at. the bargaining table 
until a contract is hammered out. 1 prefer 
the final offer system, but no matter, some 
such system must be introduced. 

It is. somewhat farcial, you must admit, 
that citizens should be foroed into such peti¬ 
tioning positions. Surely those paid to govern 
should be leading the charge to more mean¬ 
ingful. peaceful negotiations, hut there is noi 
one single piece of legislation on our books 
today dealing with the subject. Thousands of 
laws, regulations, by-laws, but nothing to 
bring harmony to labor-management proce¬ 
dures. 

Kay Lines, I wish you well in a task that 
should he the domain of others. 


I/nils Heren said the con¬ 
fidence question was one of 
two points of friction between 
the CIA and its British equi¬ 
valent. the Secret Intelligence 
Service.

Agee are both former CIA 
employees who have pub¬ 
lished books on the American 
agency. 

"There is also some appre¬ 
hension that they (the se¬ 
crets) could he revealed dur¬ 
ing the course of impending 
congressional investigations 
into the CIA," the Times said.

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CHOUMAN, Iraq (R^uteri 
In an atmosphere of de¬ 
spair, the Kurdish rebellion in 
the mountains of northern 
Iraq has effectively col¬ 
lapsed. 

Thousands of Kurdish irreg¬ 
ulars are surrendering their 
Czechoslovak-made rifles and 
Soviet sub-machine-guns at 
the frontier town of Hp.j 
Omran before crossing into 
Iran. 

"The fighting is over," Kur¬ 
dish leader Mullah Mustafa 
Barzani has told the par¬ 
tisans. 

At his rapidly-emptying 
headquarters region in Chou- 
mao Valley, the 72-year-old 
general told reporters: "We 
are alone with no friends. The 
Americans have not. proved of 
any help or protection. I think 
dark times arc coming.” 

As he spoke, tens nf thou¬ 
sands of refugees streamed 
northward by truck and jeep 
and on foot across rain- 
swollen rivers and through 


the 6,000-foot snow-covered 
border passes. 

The Kurds have been strug¬ 
gling against Baghdad for 
more regional autonomy for 
the last 13 years. The latest 
bout of major fighting began 
a year ago this month, after a 
four-year truce, when the 
Kurds rejected a government 
offer of limited self-rule. 

Kurdish hopes of winning 
more concessions on the bat¬ 
tlefield were suddenly shat¬ 
tered March 6, when Iraq and 
Iran reached a surprise agree¬ 
ment in Algiers to settle their 
border differences by negotia¬ 
tion. 

The Iranians had been giv¬ 
ing the Kurds weapons and 
heavy artillery support from 
across the border. The Bagh¬ 
dad government then offered 
an amnesty to all rebels who 
surrendered before April 1. 
pledging that those who held 
out would be crushed. 

Flighting continued despite a 
ceasefire declared by Bagh¬ 
dad on March 13. 


But the rebellion’s final col¬ 
lapse came last week when 
rumors swept the Chounian 
Valley thal the Iranians had 
threatened to help the Iraq 
authorities put down the re¬ 
volt. The decision to end fron¬ 
tal resistance against the 
Iraqi armed forces appeared 
to have been made Wednes¬ 
day. 

After the meeting of the 
Kurdistan Democratic Party 
leadership at Barzani’s moun¬ 
tain headquarters, the Kur¬ 
dish 2nd Army commander, 


Rashid Sindi. told reporters! 
"AI the Pesli Merga (parti¬ 
sans) are going to Iran. 

"If we go to the mountains, 
we can only fight for two or 
three months. Then we have to 
finish. Then it would be worse 
for our people.”

Following a cabinet shuffle 
in Phnom Penh on F'riday, 
Cambodian government lead¬ 
ers said their first priority 
was to seek negotiations with 
the rebels who have the capi¬ 
tal surrounded. 

Sihanouk rejected that offer 
and boasted : "The day will 
come when the royal govern¬ 
ment of national union of 
Cambodia, with Samech Penn 
Nouth as prime minister and 
Khieu Samphan as deputy 
prime minister, will be in¬ 
stalled in Phnom Penh, but 
not at the invitation of these 
traitors.” 

Sihanouk also condemned 
the United States for interfer¬ 
ence in Cambodian affairs 
and said the U.S. government, 
is trying to turn Cambodia 
into a U.S. colony.

Wage ‘lunacy’ end sought 

Schreyer demands national legislation

WINNIPEG (CP) — No one 
Is more aware than Manitoba 
Premier Ed Schreyer of the 
limited ability of any one 
province to put an end to in¬ 
flation. 

Yet that fact has not de¬ 
terred him from using a vari¬ 
ety of platforms political 
conventions, news confer¬ 
ences, and the Legislature 
to appeal for sanity against 
what he calls "a lunacy that 
seems to have been let loose 
upon the land.” 

Schreyer’s deep concern 
about double-digit inflation in 
recent months has assumed 
the proportions of a public ed¬ 
ucation campaign designed to 
counter wage demands that 
have reached as high as 80 
per cent in the Winnipeg area. 

In an interview with The 
Canadian Press, however, he 
made it. clear that he has 
much more than “jawboning” 
in mind. 

“I think that the time for 
jawboning is when inflation is 
running at 7. £ or 9 per cent.” 
he says. “When it goes 
beyond that, it’s time for leg¬ 
islation on a national scale 
with provincial co-operation.” 

Schreyer has in mind a 
temporary freeze on wages, 
prices and profits of at least 
12 months duration, a position 
that has put him at odds with 
some fellcsv New Democrats 
and embarrassed the party 
during the last federal elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

The premier say* such a 
call is likely to be part of file

Crash victims

QUIIjCENK, Wash. (API

S OMETIMES IT TAKES more than a littlp com¬ 
mon sense not to believe in the so-called con¬ 
spiracy theory — the suggestion that there is plot¬ 
ting in high and seemingly unlikely places to control 
the course of world events. 

The story about the American recovery of a 
pari of a Soviet nuclear-armed submarine from (he 
ocean floor in the North Pacific is a good example. 
It fits the conspiratorial pattern exactly, far better 
for instance than the supposed connections between 
the killings of I he Kennedy brothers and Martin 
Luther King and I he shooting of George Wallace. 

The accounts of the recovery of the Soviet sub¬ 
marine wreckage vary. But they have some points 
more or less in common. The submarine exploded 
and sank in 1968. The U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency had a highly complicated salvage vessel, 
the Glomar Explorer, built for a company belong¬ 
ing to the eccentric billionaire Howard Hughes, 
and also a huge, submersible barge, capable of 
holding and concealing something as large as a sub¬ 
marine. The barge was built in secrecy, and bolh 
vessels al the U.S. taxpayer’ expense. The Glomar 
Explorer, with or without the barge, subsequently 
was successful in raising about a third of the sulr- 
marine from the depths and found — or didn’t find 
evidence of the nature of its nuclear weapons 
and of military coding. 

Headers with a long memory may recall that 
the Glomar Explorer and its trarge were the xuIv¬ 
ied of an article on this page in 1973. It began: 

"Howard Hughes is beginning to mino the 
oroan off the coast of Nicaragua to harvest the 
rich mineral nodules that He, strewn like pebbles, 
on the seabed 19,000 to 16,000 feet down. 

"The ledusive multi-millionaire has sent to 
sea the most advanced marine mining vessel in the 
world, the Glomar Explorer, which was designed in 
secrecy in Los Angeles by Global Marine Inc. Join¬ 


ing it off l his Central American republic will be an 
elephantine submersible barge, which was also 
built behind the barriers by the Ocean Systems 
Division of Lockheed.’’ 

The London Observer story by Charles Foley 
went on to describe how these vessels could lead 
t he way in deep-sea mining, or gathering up of nod¬ 
ules, al phenomenal profits and with a great effect 
on world mineral prices — an effect which could 
alter the economies of countries with land-based 
mineral industries. 

And it quoted Lord Rit chie-Calder, a UN con¬ 
sultant on ocean resources concerned about shar¬ 
ing thp high seas wealth among all countries and 
particularly the poor, as saying: 

“The Law of the Sea Conference is our one \ 
hope. Hughes may have found a new place to hide 
— the bottom of the sea — but he won’t long be 
there alone. These industrial privateers are going 
in for a system much like opencast mining .. 

The reference was to a session of the Law of 
the Sea Conference which was to try to advance 
the idea of an international ocean regime, govern¬ 
ing operations such as this. The session that fol¬ 
lowed failed lo make much progress. 

But a new session opened only a few days ago 
in Geneva. It too is making little progress. The 
thought that there is less urgency because the 
Glomar Explorer and its bar ge were built at enor¬ 
mous public expense only to pick up a submarine 
and ate now lying idle is in tune with the conspiracy 
theory. But there is something to spoil the har¬ 
mony. 

If the Glomar Explorer was not built to mine 
the ocean floor, that will he good news no! only to 
underdeveloped countries. It. will be good news also 
lo companies and nations seeking to beat Howard 
Hughes to the richest claims. There is no shortage 
of aspirants. 


YV7HILE CANADIANS PONDER the conse- 
** quences of having granted to pubiir employees 
the righl to strike and the conviction grows that in 
some sectors al least the option has been misused, 
the United Slates is debating Ihe merits of similar 
privilege. 

In California the right to strike by state and 
local government workers, including school teach¬ 
ers, is facing a legislative test. 

It is proposed to give 1.2 million stale and local 
government employees broad collective bargaining 
powers. Bui legislators shrink from the granting of 
complementary powers inherent in the right to 
strike. 

Supporters of the legislation say it Is the most 
comprehensive of its sort in the country. The 
Washington, DC.-based Coalition of American 
Public Employees heaililv agrees. It contends pas¬ 
sage of collective bargaining laws and the right to 
strike lo support negotiation if they were passed in 
Califmnia might encourage similar congressional 
action. 

As a matter of fart, Representative William D. 
Ford of Michigan has already introduced such a 


bill lo cover more lhan three million federal work¬ 
ers and other's are contemplating wider legislation 
which win give to ten million civil servants rights 
never before enjoyed by any of them. 

The proposed California law would set firm 
guidelines for' public service workers to he followed 
in any negotiation with governments. Among them 
is the stipulation that no strike will be permitled if 
il would “imminently imperil the health or safely 
of the community.” 

Such a safeguard, as Canadians have found, 
can be circumvented by interpretation. 

Californiansywould he wise lo make It. the duty 
of an impartiltl third party — as totally impartial 
as unprejudiced courts — to rule on what consti¬ 
tutes imminent peril. 

Canadiaas have l he same problem in determin¬ 
ing who are "essential workers” who have not the 
righl lo strike. 

While Caliornia contenfplates ils “advanced” 
legislation, Canadians ought lo be looking for safe¬ 
guards in the law lo protect themselves from privi¬ 
leges granted too hastily with too little protection 
against the unscrupulous and irresponsible.

Thp second volume of Alex¬ 
ander Solzhenitsyn's Gulag 
Archipelago is due to be pub¬ 
lished this spring. 

After ihe massive, slat-fling 
publicity Ihe first volume 
achieved, it'is hard to imag¬ 
ine the second one matching 
il. Public interest is a fragile, 
tenuous thing that is hard to 
predict and harder to sustain. 

Il is extraordinary that 
after some 57 years of Soviet 
power, revelations of Soviet 
slave labor camps could !>e 
considered newsworthy. Yet 
they made headlines when 
Solzhenitsyn wrote about 
them. 

The public has a way of 
•tiddeidy,-collectively turning 
off, of getting bored, becom¬ 
ing satiated. 

l/>ok at Riafra at the 
height of the tragedy Ihe pub¬ 
lic began losing interest. (The 
prime minister “where’s 
Riafra?” was bored first 
but: the public wasn't far lie- 
hind.)

Solzhenitsyn s greatest tal¬ 
ent is not as a story-teller so 
much as a historian, philoim- 
.plicr and sociologist. He is in¬ 
capable of not seeing Ihe 
roots and the essence ot a sit¬ 
uation or system. He doesn’t, 
get distracted by the frills or 
camouflage that. in the 
IJ.S.S.R. s casfc. have dazzled 
a succession of western liber¬ 
al intellectuals and politicians 
for a half-century. 

Solzhenitsyn spp& I.enin 
not Stalin as the architect 
of rule by terror-and thp con 
eentration camps. (In the 
summer of ISIS, !,enin or¬ 
dered that “duhioua persons

The technique of Ihe camps, 
later emulated by Hitler, was 
devised by Naftali Frenkel, 
one of the more terrifying fig¬ 
ures of this century. Frenkel 
made a fortune Out of lumber 
in Tsarist, times and later 
wound up in camps - until 
released by Stalin to become 
thp mastermind of them. 
Frenkel “invented’’ the sys¬ 
tem whereby payment for 
slave la nor was food “he 
who does not work shall not 
eat.” 

Frenkel’s system was tested 
Jl). the constru ction of the 
White Sea Canal, built in 
1931-32 at terrible cost of 
human life. As Solzhenitsyn 
says, the construction meth¬ 
ods were Ihe same as those 
lor Ihe pyramids of Egypt 
by hand, without machinery. 

■'Rut: the pyramids were 


built using the mof\t modern 
technology of the day, 
whereas we used thg techno¬ 
logy of 40 centuries ago . . . 
that was our machine of 
death. We had no gas for the 
gas chambers.’’ 

An estimated 100,000 died in 
three winter months of 
1931-32; 250,000 died before 
the year was out. 

Since the camps were basi¬ 
cally designed to work people 
to death, the food-for-labor 
method was effective. Even 
during the Second World War 
an estimated 1 per cent of the 
prison camp population died 

every day.,_The _Soviets 

punished more of their own 
people than the Germans 
killed. 

Solzhenitsyn notes .it was 
fatal to work hard for extra 
food. 

“It’s the big ration, not the 
small <ine that, kills you,” he 
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"That goes for you and everything within your 

ruddy parameters.** 


says, because the energy ex¬ 
pended to gpt extra rations 
isn’t replenished by the added 
food. Thus the person goes 
downhill faster: the harder 
you work, ihe more you eat, 
the quicker you die. 

Compared to Soviet labor 
camps, prisoners and serfs in 
Tsarist times lived in luxury. 
Tsarist prisoners were fed 10 
times as well as the Soviet 
counterparts. Even serfs had 
holidays, homes, property, 
families — and did not live 
under the threat that 12-year- 
old children were liable to be 
shot if parents offended the 
state. 

Solzhenitsyn defines political 
prisoners as “one who* * holds 
convictions, the renunciation 
of which would gain Him his 
freedom.” Thus the thousands 
of loyal Communists who died 
in camps were more “comic” 
than tragic. Even those who 
suffered unjust imprisonment 
often returned to inflict the 
same on others men like 
Kadar in Hungary, Gomulka 
in Poland, Husak in Czechos¬ 
lovakia. 

It s the evil of man towards 
man that Solzhenitsyn de¬ 
plores. His terms are univer¬ 
sal, his philosophy applicable 
to any system that perpe¬ 
trates misery. 

Solzhenitsyn claims that Ihe 
spirit of extermination camps 
still prevails in the U.S.S.R. 
despite official “detente.” Ev¬ 
idence of this can he found in 
a study just rejpased in the 
t’nited States by Vancouver 
psychiatrist Dr. Norman Hirt, 
that shows how Soviets per¬ 
form "chemical lobotomies” 
on intellectural disasters, 

Some 7,000 people who chal¬ 
lenged the system have been 
given massive overdoses of 
the blood pressure drug Re- 
serpine. which causes “por¬ 
tions of the brain to collapse 
on themselves.” Dr. Hirt has 
called this “mind murder.’’ 
worse than Hitler’s physical 
murder. ^ 

With his Gulag hooks. Solz¬ 
henitsyn has transcended his¬ 
tory and literature and is per¬ 
haps the world’s outstanding 
candidate for a Nobel Peace 
Prize.

vice. 


Government makes a mess 
of any business it operates 
largely because it is not sub¬ 
ject to the discipline of profit 
and loss accounts and because 
it hesitates, for political rea¬ 
sons, to fire lazy or incompe¬ 
tent civil servants. There is 
no imperative reason why a 
government should undertake 
the task of delivering letters 
and parcels. 

Private couriers were first 
employed in the seventh cen- 
‘tury by Persian merchants 
who needed to communicate 
with customers in Europe. 
The system expanded in pri¬ 
vate hands to carry letters be¬ 
tween heads of state through¬ 
out the civilized world. It was 
( nol. until 1657 that the British 
government expropriated pri¬ 
vate courier services and es¬ 
tablished the first national 
post office. 

The Canadian and U.S. gov¬ 
ernment systems grew out of 
the British colonial system" 
•Because the U.S. service was 
incapable of operating in fron¬ 
tier country, during thp open¬ 
ing of the West the privately 


owned Pony Express under¬ 
took ihe task. 

After the British govern¬ 
ment established “the penny 
post" in 1839, its system was 
copied by government* 
throughout: the world. That 
system depended on the labor 
of honest, dedicated men with 
high ideals of public service. 
Ever since the beginning of 
die Permissive Age in the 
1950s this type of man has 
been diminishing in number* 
and postal services every¬ 
where have deteriorated. De.- i 
spite improvements to trucks, 
aircraft and sorting machin¬ 
ery, the elapsed average limp 
of a trans-Allantic air mail 
letter has increased from 
three days to eight days. 


So let’s close Ihe post office 
down and auction off its 
equipment to private en¬ 
terprises. We shall suffer a 
Jill le confusion al first but 
this will be no worse than last 
mbhth's inconvenience. The 
more private companies that 
leap into the breach the bet¬ 
ter. Some of them may have 
ihe guts to operate without 
union labor and-so protect the 
mails from future strikes. 

When we see five or six dif¬ 
ferently colored, mail boxes on 
every street corner, each 
belonging to a company that 
sells Its own stamps and com¬ 
petes for our business, we 
shall cease In suffer from the 
intolerable consequences of 
government monopoly in an

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Portugal exchanges one repression for another

What has happened to the “Lisbon Spring” of 
1974 — those April days when flowers adorned the 
muzzles of the guns' of the Portuguese army and a 
people suddenly liberated from 50 years of police state 
fascism flowed into the city streets alive with freedom 
and happiness and pride? 


One year later, with the 
revolutionary military regime 
sliding under communist dom¬ 
ination, the old fears and ten¬ 
sions and repressions are 
back in new slogans and up- 
to-date modem leftist garb. 

Free elections, which were 
supposed to crown tjie revolu¬ 
tion with the establishment of 
constitutional democracy in 
Portugal, have been rendered 
meaningless. 

Not only is there suppres¬ 
sion, harassment and intimi¬ 
dation of political parties by 
the disciplined and high-riding 
leftists, the Armed Forces* 
Movement (AFM) has voted 
down its. own moderates and 
passed a decree making its 
military rule of the country 
permanent no matter what 
the outcome of the voting. 

★ ★ ★ 

Tf and when elections are 
now held In Portugal, it will 
simply l>e a last-gasp chance 
for the Portuguese to express 
themselves and show the mili¬ 
tary regime where the 
country stands . politically 
while a new dictatorship 
again closes down this time 
4, in the name of the people.” 

What has gone wrong? Has 
this mild and peaceful revolu¬ 
tion which began so positively 
in 1974 and brought such re¬ 
lief and ho|Mi and lift to the 
land merely been a concealed 
communist take - over opera¬ 
tion from the outset — a re¬ 
run directed from Moscow of 
the well-rehearsed and sin¬ 
ister “salami tactics” which 
the Stalinists used to slice 
away democracy in eastern 
Europe SO years ago? 


Sadly and tragically, the an¬ 
swer is that this demise has 
been brought about at least as 
much by the political blunders 
of the moderates and the 
right as it has by the well- 
known political thunder on the 
left. 

Political moderation and 
constitutional democracy had 
a very good chance in Por¬ 
tugal. even as late as early 
March. The Communist Party 
was not and is not.the major 
political force in the land. 

Rut Ihe communists have 
had the advantage of knowing 
what they wanted from the 
start, knowing how to go for 
the levers of power and above 
all how to apply pressure 
• against the leadership of the 
AFM. 


Above all, they have been 
able to advance their cause 
through the mistakes, inepti¬ 
tude. misjudgments, political 
naivete and inexperience and 
often just plain stupidity of 
the moderates in the military 
and political leadership. 

The final blunder of all 
came when Gen. Antonio de 
Spinola was trapped or duped 
into staging the wrong/ coup 
in the wTong place at the 
wrong time. He has followed 
the old fascist leadership into 
exile in Brazil, and left be¬ 
hind a democratic disaster 
area. 

★ ★ ★ 

Yet even at this late stagf 
in the game, none of the top 
officers who run the AFM is a 
card-carrying communist, 
leftists they are, and oppor¬ 
tunists also, and certainly 
they are susceptible to com¬ 
munist influence. 

Undoubtedly they are con¬ 
vinced that the only danger to 
their rule is from the right, 
and that security for the re¬ 
gime lies entirely on the left. 

But there is only one officer 
in the movement who is defin¬ 
itely identified by outsiders as 
“probably a communist,” a 
major who is not even a 
member of the top inner- 
circle. 

★ ★ ★ 

Rul outside the movement 
and outside the government, 
the communists and their 
direct supporters moved from 
the earliest days of the revo¬ 
lution to grab editorial control 
of the state radio and televi¬ 
sion and virtually the entire 
Portuguese press with the ex¬ 
ception of a couple of subdued 
and careful, but still impor¬ 
tant, exceptions. 

The trade union movement 
has fallen to communist domi¬ 
nation by coercion, intimida¬ 
tion and phony elections. 
Bands of paramilitary leftist 
vigilantes can apparently he 
called out by the Communist 
Party at any time to set up 
road blocks or break up 
democratic political meetings. 

Thus, without going for ac¬ 
tual govenmental power, the 
Communist Party has out¬ 
flanked the military regime 
by gaining dominance and 
control of many of the in¬ 
struments of power. 

All the while it has, of 
course, proclaimed itself at 
the same time as the true de¬ 
fender, supporter, protector

and follower of’ the Armed 
Forces Movement. 

Eleven months after the 
revolution, the AFM may not 
he communist hut it. has 
pretty well found itself locked 
in with the communists. 

★ ★ ★ 

If the top officers of the 
AFM have any model or ideo¬ 
logical ideas about where they 
are going, they probably now 
envisage Portugal developing 
on the lines of the Algerian 
model rather than Castro’s 
Cuba - that is. a military- 
run. strongly socialist state, 
hut not a communist state 
with direct links to Moscow. 

The Communist Party Is ap¬ 
parently perfectly content to 
go along, for either way It has 
everything to gain and noth¬ 
ing to lose. But either way the, 
internal political outlook for 
Portugal is poignantly sad 
and tragic after the hopes of 
last spring, and the effects on 
Western Europe and the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi¬ 
zation may turn nut to he lit¬ 
tle short of devastating. 

★ ★ ★ 

The events which have 
brought Portugal to this state 
of affairs began with Gen. 
Spinola. the hero, and ended 
with Gen. Spinola in abject 
and blundering exile. 

Spinola's step-by-step de¬ 
cline has been matched in 11 
months by a step-by-step as¬ 
cendancy of the left. He was 
an honorable soldier, but even 
by his own admission he was 
a political fool. 

He was never part of thp 
AFM. and was not even taken 


into the 1974 revoluUpnary 
plot until the last moment. 
The younger officers who plot¬ 
ted the revolution needed a 
senior man of national stature 
to give the movement stabili¬ 
ty. popularity and legitimacy. 

Spinola, who had been dis¬ 
missed from high command 
by the old regime for his op¬ 
position to the African colo¬ 
nial wars, was indeed an in¬ 
stant popular choice. 

★ ★ * 

In those first balmy days 
everything jvas off to a prom¬ 
ising start. The AFM stayed 
relatively in the background 
with the aim of holding a kind 
of “watching brief” over the 
development of a fledgling 
democratic system. 

Spinola named a liberal and 
respected non-political lawyer 
as his prime minister, Palma 
Carlos. Civilians outnumbered 
military officers in the first 
post-revolutionary cabinet. 

Socialist Party leader Mario 
Soares returned from exile in 
Paris to become foreign min¬ 
ister, and Communist Party 
leader Alvaro Cunhal re¬ 
turned from exile in Moscow 
and Prague to become min¬ 
ister without portfolio. * 

It was tin more |K>ssible to 1 
keep Cunlml out of the gov¬ 
ernment than Gen. Charles lie 
Gaulle could have kept Mau¬ 
rice Thorer. out of the French 
government after the, libera¬ 
tion of Paris in 1944. 

But within three months, 
tensions began to increase be¬ 
tween Spinola and the officers 
of the revolutionary move¬ 
ment. Things came to a head 


when Spinola injudiciously 
proposed that before the 
country voted for a constitu¬ 
ent assembly to draft a con¬ 
stitution. it should first elect a 
president — presumbably 
himself. 

This would c learly have put 
Spinola on top of the AFM, 
and so the military officers 
moved to cut the figurehead 
general down to size. 

They forced cabinet 
changes on Spinola. and Pre¬ 
mier Palma Carlos was re¬ 
placed by an officer of the 
movement, Brig. Gen. Vasco 
Goncalves. The political bal¬ 
ance now shifted markedly 
from moderates and rightist 
forces into the hands of the 
AFM. 

Spinola continued to fret 
and argue with the AFM, and 
now made another major tac¬ 
tical error of encouraging 
rightist support to emerge on 
his behalf in the country 
through a movement calling 
itself “The Silent Majority.” 

The AFM leaders bec ame 
increasingly alarmed at 
danger from the right, and at 
the same time the commu¬ 
nists, with six months’ work 
in open daylight under 
Cunhal’s energetic and dis¬ 
ciplined direction, were ready 
and organized tn take in the 
streets in support of the AFM 
with counter-demonstrations 


against ‘‘neo-fascists’’ of the 
Silent Majority. 

This culminated in late Sep¬ 
tember when, under commu¬ 
nist threats of major violence, 
the AFM forced Spinola to 
call off a massive rally of his 
followers which was supposed 
to be staged in Lisbon's 
biggest stadium. Spinola had 
dearly overplayed his hand, 
and four days later he was 
out as prqpidenl. 

_ ★ -<★ ★ 

The communists thus 
emerged from this round with 
a tactical political victory 
having asserted their power 
in the streets with apparent 
immunity, and increased their 
influence over the AFM. 

Nevertheless, Spinola’s re¬ 
placement as president, Gen. 
Francisco Costa Gomes, 

seemed to be an admirable 
choice to keep harmony and 
moderation and steer the 
country safely toward the pro¬ 
mised constitutional elections. 

But the communists, riding 
high outside the government, 
now stepped up their tactics 
of political intimidation and 
violence against the other .po¬ 
litical parties, calling out 
their goon squads to break up 
meetings, labelling anybody 
who fought back as reaction¬ 
aries or neo-fascists or 
rou nter-revolution ari es. 

★ V ★ 

Inside the government, a 
major showdown between the 
Soares-led socialists and the 
communists took place in 
mid-January over approval of 
a new trade union law. 

Soares fought hard for an 
open trade union system, but 
the communists were man¬ 
oeuvring for a single, closed 
trade union movement, which 
they could instantly control 
and dominate. 

After weeks of manoeuver 
and argument in the Armed 
Forces Movement, the com¬ 
munists won — and how they 
won offers a neat piece of is- 
truction in communist tac¬ 
tics. 

★ ★ ★ 

On the final vote a motion 
was proposed “unanimoucly 
approving” the single trade 
union system. After an all- 
night dehair, hotly contested 
to the end, it passed reported¬ 
ly hy a very close margin. 
Rut since Ihe term? of the mo¬ 
tion stated that the trade 
union law was “unanimously 
approved” hy the AFM, the 


communist press was able to 
trumpet a unanimous victory 
on a very close vote. 

★ ★ * 

By late January, therefore, 
Soares and two socialists had 
suffered a major defeat inside 
ihe government, even if it 
w as on a very close vote. 

Even so, public opinion 
polls forecasting the electoral 
strength for the election 
which had now hepn fixed for 


Thus, a plot at this point, 
with the popular tides running 
against the leftist officers and 
the Communist Party, could 
only wind up as a set-back for 
the moderates and the 
country’s democratic forces. 

This was certainly realized 
by some of the plotters—for 
word began to be passed in 
the first week of March that a 
new coup was off, that the po¬ 
litical outlook for the elections 
was hetter all the time, and

April VI . were showing that 
the communists had barely 10 
per cent of the vote in the 
country and that the outcome 
was likely to be a 75 per cent 
to 80 per cent victory for par¬ 
ties of the right, centre and 
non-communist left. 

At tliis point, Spinola broke 
self-imposed silence and blun¬ 
dered again. He gave an in¬ 
terview to the one publication 
in Lisbon which still retains a 
certain independence, the 
Weekly Expresso which is the 
organ of the Popular Demo 
era tic Party (PPD), the 
strongest of the centre-right 
parties. 

Spinola criticized young of¬ 
ficers who he contended were 
falling under ihe influence of 
forces outside the Armed 
Forces Movement.” by which 
he clearly meant the commu¬ 
nists, and went on to say: 

”1 consider the armed 
forces an instrument for de¬ 
fending the nation, and as such 
an instrument for defending 
democracy. On that basis, 
when power becomes autocra¬ 
tic and the country’s liberty is 
threatened, intervention by 
the armed forces is an implic¬ 
it duty.” 

★ ★ * 

It did not take much for the 
leftist-leaning officers of the 
AFM to read into SpinWa s 
words a dear call for a 
counter-coup. 

By February, l.ihson was 
alive with plot rumora. At the 
aame time, the conmiuuifttM 
needed Nome major new 
disruption to throw the whole 
election off balance, maybe 
even get it cancelled com¬ 
pletely before a maaNive pop¬ 
ular vote could expose how- 
weak they really are in the. 
country. 


the moderates would instead 
do their work at the polls to 
curb tiie left. 


Spinola now says from huK 
exile in Brazil that at this * 
point he was secretly in- ’ 
formed that under communist - 
pressure the AFM was about * 
to order a round-up of some-’ 
thing like 1,500 rightists, in¬ 
cluding himself and his sym¬ 
pathizers, who were then to 
be summarily shot. 

Accordingly, he says, he 
moved on March 11 to fore¬ 
stall this supposed program,/ 
and evidently was totally baf¬ 
fled when it all went off half- 
cocked with practically no-i 
body in the armed forces or 
among the moderates coming 
to his military or political 
support. 


Almost certainly. Spinola 
had been duped by somebody, 
probably from the Armed 
Forces Movement, into preci- 
paling his last blunder. 

Two days later, after an¬ 
other all night debate and 
struggle between the moder¬ 
ates of the AFM and its lef¬ 
tists. the military officers 
voted to make themselves the 
country’s permanent ruling 
body.' 

And two days after this, 
they followed to the jubilation 
of the communists hy nation¬ 
alizing the country’s banks 
and insurance companies. 
Then came the hanning of 
three more political parties, 
and now a further postpone¬ 
ment of the elections for a, 
constitutional assembly. 

Democracy for the Por¬ 
tuguese is again fading into n 
political dream.

THESE ARE MY SISTERS, by Lara Jefferson; 

Doubleday: 196 pp: $2.75 paperback.

‘•Because I am I. an odd piece of Egotism who 
could not make the riffle of living according to the 
precepts and standards society demands of itself. I find 
myself locked up with others of my kind in a hospital’ 
for the insane.” 

With these words simple, matter-of-fact words 
that carry the burden of their import with dignity 
the narrative entitled These Are My Sister* begins. 

We are told in a brief introduction that the original 
manuscript was written in the v iolent ward of a Stale 
mental hospital Lara Jefferson’ is the pseudonym for 
a woman who died in the late 1940 s. According to the 
frontpiece, the manusc ript was the only record she left; 
she is supposed to have lived somewhere in the 
Midwest, and to have had no family. 

The narrative itself is extraordinary. Never losing 
the tone of dignity with which it opened, it proceeds to 
probe gently and perceptively into every c orner of the 
circumscribed world of madness. 


Humanity adjusts itself to the space it occupies. 
Just as in Anne Frank's ‘Diary’ the whole spectrum of 
human emotion unfolded within the walls which shut off 
two families in hiding, so in this book the Hydro, one 
ward of a mental hospital, becomes a stage for the en¬ 
tire range of human drama. The human quest for 
beauty, for truth, for goodness, for love, does not stop 
because the usual order of things is shockingly altered; 
it merely adjusts itself to its new reality. 

And so Lara Jffferson finds beauty in the evening 
light that comes in through the asylum windows - - ip 
the fierce naked dancing of a fellow inmate — and even 
in a strait-jacket* brought when it is desperately need¬ 
ed: "At such a time, a strait-jacket looks like God’* 
• angel sent to protect you. The very loveliest thing ever 
made.” 

She finds love and tenderness in the touch of a 
hand, the mute meeting of eyes"; in the help that comes, 
unasked for. now from a doctor or nurse, now from 
another patient. 

She finds also fear and revulsion, pain, anger, and 
cruelty - but these exist cm the outside as well, she 
knows. It is the soul of her madness that tells her 
“thal. it does not matter at all whether life is lived'in¬ 


side an insane asylum or out of it . . . That life is the 
important thing, not the classification of it. Life. To live 
it — and not fear it.” 

Some may question the authenticity of this book. 
How did it come into the publisher’s hands, and how is 
it that so little is known about its author? What is the 
story behind the story told? 

But only a student of psychiatry could fault the 
book for the facts that aren’t there. In the face of the 
manuscript, the facts do not matter. If the book was 
indeed written in an insane asylum, we should thank 
fate that it came to light. If by chance it was not, it is a 
powerful and compassionate piece of writing in its own 
right. 

There are passages in this book of such poetic in¬ 
tensity that one can’t help wondering if the author was 
indeed deluded in fancying herself the reincarnation of 
Shakespeare . . . And there are words which come so 
close to the bone that one must stop and ask, “If this is 
madness speaking, who is not mad?" 

Anybody who cares about the human situation, who 
looks for the meaning of the universal madness which 
we call living on this earth, could do worse than to read 
this book.

Reputation-reversers 
have a go at Chekov 


One of the problems with a world de¬ 
voted to instantly disseminating opinions 
is that they become obsolete practically 
as instantly. The specialists in the grand 
game of staying-one-step-ahead have 
worked out a kind of formula for buying 
themselves extra time. They take the 
foredoomed notion already withering 
the moment it is born and stand it on 
its head. Presto, the instant paradox. 
The real coup is to .reverse a reputation. 
Thus there are those who say lago was 
really a rather nice man. 

Among the reputation-reversers. the 
roup of coups is to demonstrate that 
a man thought to be reasonably cheer¬ 
ful was. in fact, inconsolably gloomy, or 
vice versa. Robert Frost was in trouble 
the moment he was embraced as a popu¬ 
lar papr- -a 'man -who wrote atiocrrsub¬ 
jects ordinary people could understand, 
with a moderate optimism they might 
appreciate. A total misreading, the 
av ant - gardistes cried, setting out to 
prove that Frost is a complex, dark 
artist vvho makes T. S. Eliot seem like 
Edgar Guest by comparison.

Charles Dickens a comic writer? With 
a book called Bleak House? Read your 
Edmund Wilson. And If you think Jerry 
Lewis is just spastic slapstick, check 
things out with Pauline Kael. A cross be¬ 
tween Marcel Marceau and Moliere Is 
more like it. Since happiness nowadays 
is equated to seriousness, reputations 
are reversed less often in the opposite di¬ 
rection. But it happens. For instance, 
there seems to be an impetus to sell 
Anton Chekhov as a barrel of laughs.’ 

Chekhov. the prevailing opinion used 
to go. was the quintessence of something 
known as Russian melancholy, than 
which there was nothing more melan¬ 
choly. Even a picture was available to 
prove it: an 1898 portraii by Josif Bra/ 
showing a weary, disillusioned old man 

with stop-the-world-I-want-to-get-off 

eyes Chekhov at 38! "That ghastly pic¬ 
ture,’’ Chekhov called the work. “It 
smells of horseradish". 

Then there was the lextual evidence. 
For example. The Cherry Orchard with 
its classical listlessness — its feckless, 
sighing, bredout people, sipping luke¬ 
warm tea and waiting for the end. 

Now the fashion is to play Chekhov 
scripts for comedy, and here are people 
like Simon Karlinsky. editor of letters of 
Anton Chekhov (Harper/Fitzhenry and 
Whiteside), prepared to sponsor Cheklvn

Far from being a grey brooder, the 
Karlinsky-Payne Chekhov is a practical 
joker, given to false beards and mous¬ 
taches and hotel-lobby pranks: a mimic, 
a clown, even a buffoon. A tireless party- 
thrower, he is reported to have a liking 
for circus folk and petty criminals, for 
pretty young women and homely old 
priests. 

The Karlinsky-Payne Chekhov is a 
handsome, strapping fellow^ who had the 
energy to travel across Russia and 
Europe, to Hong Kong and Ceylon, while 
producing marvelously finished short 
stories in extraordinary quantities. Once 
when an editor asked him how he did it. 
Chekhov’s"’eyes are said to have roved 
until they rested upon an ash tray. 
"I^ook!” he said. "There’s the story. To¬ 
morrow shall I bring you a story called 
The Ash Tray’?” 

* Not only is the Karlinsky Chekhov an 
nverachiever arid the life of the party, he 
is an ecologist and a women’s libera- 
lionist, too. 

Doubtless compensation is due. But 
Chekhov’s superb letters — another edi¬ 
tion. The Jitters of Anton Chekhov, edit¬ 
ed by Avrahm Yarmolinsky (Viking- 
MaemiUdn), appeared two years ago 
do not always substantiate this portrait 
of ebullience. Chekhov confesses that he 
has "very little passion,” that he burns 
with an “even lethargic flame.”

There’s hardly a page in the 
hook without its nugget of 
knowledge about the in¬ 
genious but unseen ways 
hanks protect themselves. 

I learned for the first time 
from Hailey that the banks 
use "bait” money to be hand¬ 
ed over only in a holdup be¬ 
cause it is marked and be¬ 
cause the very act of removal 
actuates an overhead camera. 
Tellers are permitted a cer¬ 
tain number of minor errors 
each year as normal: those 
who exceed that number lose 
their jobs. 

This is the kind of colorful 
research that makes Hailey 
so readable, his narrative 
being otherwise unadorned by 
elegance or artifice. It is a 
wise writer who knows his 
strengths and recognizes his 
limitations.

Hailey builds his story 
round a big, successful bank 
in America’s Midwest built by 
old man Rosselli, who will re¬ 
mind you of the Bank of 
America’s old man Giannini. 

The founder is dead, and 
the novel opens with his son 
announcing to his executives 
his own impending death from 
lung cancer. This immediate¬ 
ly precipitates a struggle he¬ 
lween two strong contenders 
to succeed him as president. 

The narrative is peppered 
with sub-plots involving a 
Urge cast of characters, all of 
whom demonstrate in one 
- way another- the inner 
workings of a bank and the 
consequences when executives 
make mistakes at various 
levels of responsibility. 

★ ★ ★ 

(The status symbol of a 
bank officer, incidentally, is 
the amount of loan he or she 
is authorized to sanction wnth- 
out further consultation.) You 
will learn, too, of interlocking 
directorships, of the counter¬ 
feiting of bills, of the way 
banks (and their depositors) 
can be plundered. 

As we know from the head¬ 
lines, a number of American 
hanks have been in difficulties 
recently. Hailey, without per¬ 
haps intending to do so, 
throws light on how their 
problems occurred or could 
have been avoided. 

His bank, for example, be¬ 
comes deeply involved with a 
slippery tycoon who winds up 
in Costa Rica. That remind 
you of anyone? The credit- 
card business, together with 
t h £ criminality it has 
spawned, is explored here in 
eye-opening detail.

The Moneychangers is. in 
short, a documentary novel in

GEORGE DAWSON. THE

The story of George Daw¬ 
son, pioneering Canadian ge¬ 
ologist, biologist, ’and eth¬ 
nographer, should dispel once 
and for all the notion that 
Canadian history lacks color, 
interest, and real heroes.

I^ter, he carried out exten¬ 
sive field studies in the Yukon 
where the city of Dawson w”as 
named after him. His work 
also carried him to the west 
coast, particularly the Queen 
Charlotte Islands. 

He eventually became the 
director of the Geological 
Survey of Canada. 

This biography also pro¬ 
vides some Interesting details 
on the life of George Demv- 
son’s father. Sir John William 
Dawson who figured promin¬ 
ently in the establishment of 
McGill University as an out¬ 
standing institution.

Hustler of the knowledge industry 

Historic corner of Britain 
a ‘supermarket’ of books

from Hay-on-Wye, Wales 

Like a scene from a Gothic thriller, l he 
crumbling Norman castle rises from the 
mists creeping over the Black Hills in this 
remote corner of the Welsh-English border. 

All around are reminders of a long dead 
past, set amid dark green fields, thickets of 
trees now stripped of their leaves, and cold, 
silent streams that at times carry giant 
perch and salmon. There are medieval ruins 
of the Norman conquest, and the even older 
relics of stone structures built by Roman 
legions. 

There see tales of bloodshed, ranging 



from an account of how King John slew a 
witch in the castle in the 13th century to a re¬ 
telling of the region’s most famous murder of 
the 20th century- -the solicitor who poisoned 
his wife in 1938. *_ C 

"And over there.” said the tall, dark¬ 
haired man in the hayed pullover, pointing 
to a distant hill, "is where they last saw the 
fairies.” 

But Richard Booth is not really interested 
in fairies, relics and tales of murder. He is a 
hustler of the knowledge industry who has 
turned this Unlikely spot, 60 miles southwest 
of Birmingham, into an enormous “super¬ 
market” of used books. There are. Booth 
said, more than one million used books in 
this town of 2,000 inhabitants, with an annual 
turnover of about 750,000 volumes. 

There are more books per capita in Hay- 
on-Wye than any place in the world, he 
claims. Gleaned from libraries throughout 
the world, especially from along the eastern 
seaboard of the United States, Booth s collec¬ 
tion ranges from 16th century tones of reli¬ 
gion and philosophy to'Harold Robbins paper¬ 
backs. 


Booth's books can be expensive. He said he 
sold a 17th century atlas for about 510,000. 

The castle, dating from the 12th century, 
is also filled with books, at lgast in those por¬ 
tions that haven’t crumbled into rubble. The 
castle is also Booth’s headquarters for the 
firm that bears his name, where clerical 
workers among his 50 employees administer 
ihe company’s business on German-made 
typewriters and a Telex line to the rest of the 
world. 

Booth sees nothing odd about having this 
village as the huh of his activities. The town 
in accessible only by car over narrow, twist¬ 
ing two-lane roads. Its railroad line was 
closed years ago. "But if you look at a map.” 
he said, "you will see we are rigid in the 
centre of great population centres. Within * 
120-mile drive over some of the loveliest 
country in Britain, there are 10 million peo¬ 
ple in southern Britain and another 10 million 
in the Midlands." 

Then, too, he added, die town is centrally 
located between North America and conti¬ 
nental Europe. The used hook business, 
Booth believes, is neither local nor regional. 
It is international or at least he is making 
it so — so Hay-on-Wye is as good a place as 
any. 

Besides, he added, he doesn’t have to con¬ 
tend with the high cost of property and other 
expenses he would have to hear if he located 
in Inndon or New York. The extra cost of 
shipping books to and from the town, he said, 
is "marginal.” 

In the process of selling used books on a 
massive scale, the 36-year-old bachelor has 
revived this old market town which had lost 
one-third of its population since the turn of 


V 



the century. Booth's "supermarket” has 
drawn university librarians, scholars and 
bibliophiles from many parts of the world. 
The librarian of a newly founded university 
in Australia recently travelled all the way to 
Hay-on-Wye to look at Booth’s wares. 


The books are stashed in a huge ware¬ 
house on the grounds of the Victorian man¬ 
sion Booth inherited .from a great unde, 
where he lives alone with an enormous, hut 
friendly, Alasatian dog. Other hooks are 
stacked in seemingly endless rows in what 
had been the town’s movie theatre and fire 
station and in four other shops in other parts 

of Hay-on-Wye. There is even a branch—in-shops, arts-and crafts centre s.' — 

Toronto, Canada, which Booth opened, "be¬ 
cause a friend lives there.” 


Tourists on a Sunday outing in the lovely 
countryside also coipe to browse and buy. 
The influx of visitors, as many as several 
thousand a week in the summer months, has 
spanned other activities - cafes, antique 


One of his outlets here is hilled ”Jhe 
Cheapest Bookshop in the World.” Every 
hook there costs less than 25 cents.

One reviewer has predicted 
that the book is doomed be¬ 
cause pastern readers always 
ignore the western writer, li 
is to he hoped thal the hook is 
doomed to failure, not be¬ 
cause of eastern chauvinism, 
but rather because . most 
readers will not t-pspond to 
this narrow, overworked non¬ 
sense.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -

A 29-ypar-old real eslatp marketing consultant 
will sit on Esquimau council fm - the next nine 
months. 

Roberl Peden. of 676 (Ircnville, was elected to 
the council seal after 2.003 of the municipality’s 
7,703 eligible voters — 26 per rent — cast ballots 
in a byelection called after Aid. George McCreadie 
resigned. 

Peden got 36.6 per cent of the votes casl (73.il 
at the polling station in the recreation centre on 
Fraser Street. 

It was his second hid for a council seat. 

He first ran last November, when he lost by 
54 votes. 

His victory Saturday came with a large plur¬ 
ality of the votes cast. His closest opponent, Harley 
Robertson, of 463 Fraser, managed only 532 votes. 
26.5 per cent of those cast. 

Robertson was the unofficial candidate of the 
Esquimau NDP machine, having been endorsed by 
the party constituency membership. 

The other NDP candidate, Education Minister 


Eileen Daill.v's husband .lames, polled only 13 votes, 
for a meagre .9 per cent of the vote, fewer than any 
other candidate. 

Dailly tried to withdraw from the byelection 
two weeks ago. for "personal reasons", but was too 
late — his name stood. 

But the Esquimau NDP constituency annual 
dinner was told last week that Dailly had with¬ 
drawn as an active campaigner “for the welfare of 
our party and our cause.” 

The only other candidate who claimed party 
support — Stanley Loeppky, of 3883 Rowland in 
Saanich, and who claimed Liberal backing — also 
fared poorly, placing seventh. 

Loeppky managed 25 votes, for 1.3 per cent of 
those cast.

Former ghost house 
can’t fetch $79,000

Real estate prices may have skyrocketed 
in the Victoria area since last June, but at 
least one Oak Ray homeowner has found he 
ran i get as muc h for his house now as he 
could then. 

Of course, his house isn’t an ordinary one. 

In fact. Fred Massie's house at 2564 Heron 
\< reputed to be the first private dwelling 
ever built ip Victoria and the oldest private 
residence still standing west of the ('.real 
l^akes. 

And that history, MAssie told the Colonist 
Saturday, has forced him to drop his asking 
price for Tod House from $79,000 last June to 
$75,000. 

Massie was advertising the house at 
$79,000 in mid-1974, when Oak Bay council 
and the provincial government designated it 
a heritage site after he asked for permission 
to demolish it. 

The designation means the lv»use cannot 
he tom down and major alterations cannot 
he made. 

Massie was so disturbed by the designa-

As the house gets older, it becomes neces¬ 
sary to do mure and mere maintenance 
none of which, because of the restrictions of 
the heritage designation, can seriously alter 
the nature and mood of the house. 

The owner. Massie said, has to pay for 
this maintenance, much of it necessitated hy 
the designation as a heritage site. 

Rut the government won't compensate 
the owner for it, even to the extent of tax 
breaks. 

For tax purposes, the value of the house 
keeps going up, he said, while the market 
value goes down. 

Faced with increasing maintenance costs. 
Massie has decided to sell, but those casts 
have meant he has had to cut back his ask¬ 
ing price. 

Massie bought the house in 1971, exactly 
100 years after il was built by John Tod. a 
former Hudson's Bay Company fac tor. 

Tod House was. for years, reputed to be 
the home of one of Victoria’s most famous 
ghosts, that of an Indian woman in chains 
who opened jam pots and biscuit tins and 


where they also own land, arid took the house 
off the market. 

He returned earlier this year and again 
offered the house for sale, for $89,000. 

Now he's cut back his asking price to 
$75,000, less than lie “could have sold the 
place for" in June 1974. 

He is selling the house (or the same rea¬ 
son he has had to cut hack his price, he said 
Saturday; government interference, without 
compensation. 

The heritage designation means the owner 
lias to maintain the 124-year-old house in 
good condition, he said, and maintenance 
costs have gone up and are going up. 


Rut the ghost disappeared in the early 
1950s, after workmen excavating for an oil 
furnace found a skeleton buried under Tod 
House’s foundation. 

The skull of the skeleton was never found, 
hut an anatomist who examined the bone* 
said they belonged to either an Oriental male 
or an Indian female and were about 50 years 
old. 

When an attempt was made In remove the 
bones, they turned to dust, disintegrating 
completely. 

So. according to the then-owners of the 
house, did the ghost, which never reappeared 
after the hones had been unearthed

Bui fisherman disagrees 

Stevens cites firms 
in rash of sinkings 


Working across Canada 


The president of the United 
Fishermen and Allied 
Workers' Union has blamed 
the federal government and 
fishing companies for the di¬ 
sasters which have struck 
B.C. fishing boats since the 
herring season opened a week 
ago. 

Homer Stevens said Satur¬ 
day that for 20 years fishing 
companies have fought the 
union's attempts to gel legis¬ 
lation providing more strin¬ 
gent safety regulations for 
fishing vessels. He also said 
there is inadequate enforce¬ 
ment of existing regulations 
and too many exemptions for 
fishing boats under the Cana¬ 
da Shipping Act. 

Stevens suggested one way 
to make fishing vessels more 
seaworthy is to install more 
bulkheads. He said many re¬ 
cent capsizing* and sinkings 
were caused by the load of 
herring shifting, and addi¬ 
tional bulkheads would pre¬ 
vent this. 

A Vancouver fisherman, 
who said he did not want to 
lie identified, said in a tele¬ 
phone interview- Saturday that 
the blame for recent sinkings 
and capsizings cannot be pul 
on the govemmeni or fishing 
companies. 

"We have some damn fine 
fishermen on this roast hut 
accidents sometimes hap¬ 
pen." 

He added that an exception¬ 
al number of mishaps have 
occurred this season, proba¬ 
bly because fisherman are 
trying to make up for time 
lost during the strike by 
members of the United Fi¬ 
shermen’s and Allied Workers 
Union. 

Fishermen’s “eyes are big¬ 
ger than their boats.” he said, 
claiming that it is when boats 
are overloaded or loads poor¬ 
ly stored that fish loads shift. 

There arc always a certain 
- number-of- «inking»--in -cv e ry 
fishing season, he said and 
this year's weather has been 
particularly poor, adding to 
the risk of accidents. 

At least nine fishing boats 
have sunk or capsized since 
the herring season opened be¬ 
latedly Sunday. 

The most recent sinking 
was the 129-foot Pacific Ven¬ 
ture. a converted Canadian 
war vessel owned by Don 
Dawson of Vancouver. The 
fish boat was loaded with a 


250-ton catch, well below its 
509-ton capacity, when it cap¬ 
sized and sank Friday 10 
miles southeast of Kstcvan 
Point. 


The vessel's crew of seven, 
all Vancouver men, were res¬ 
cued unharmed by a nearby 
fishing boat, the Windsong 
Eight. 


"The amount of knowledge 
we have about the disease has 
probably quadrupled in thai 
period of time,” he said. 

Research really started in 
Canada around 1967, but some 
of it was somewhat "Mickey 
Mouse.” 

"But in the last few years 
we have some of the best 
ncuro-scaence researchers in 
Canada directing their atten¬ 
tion to this, and the present 
projects'* are first class.” 
Mcllroy said. 

Researchers are working 
across Canada, for the most 


pari in university medical 
schools. 

‘ We have some nl the best 
researchers in the world, arid

However, he added, scien¬ 
tists are co-operating to en¬ 
sure there is no duplication of 
effort in universities or in 
other countries. 

Now that research is mov¬ 
ing to patient care, massive 
sums are needed to continue 
the work, Canadian president 
Pete Lowry said.

A coroner's inquest into the 
drowning death Saturday of a 
22-vear-old Victoria man is 
"almos t ce rtain. ” according 
to a Victoria police spokes¬ 
man. 

The spokesman identified 
the dead man as Thomas 
Wayne Brown. of 2923 
Quadra, and said he drowned 
while scuba diving with a 
friend • »ff Clover Poini at 
about noon Saturday. 

Brown's body was reco¬ 
vered from ihe chilly waters 
about half an hour after his 
death hy a team of navy 
divers from CFR Esquimalt. 


Unlike other professionals, 
these bad teachers appear im¬ 
mune from repercussions re¬ 
sulting from their poor teach¬ 
ing methods.

"We are now dealing with 
people, not animals, but there 
is an optimistic attitude 
around the world that was not 
there two or three years ago. 
that we can beat MS, and we 
are going to do so. 

"Canadians cannot solve 
the problem hy themselves, 
but we are playing a major 
role. We have the research 
centres and the researchers, 
and the money is here in this 
country to fund a great deal 
of research, and we are going 
to make it happen.” 


Researchers have conecn 
trated on immunology, viro¬ 
logy and genetics. said 
Mcllroy. and it may be lhai 
the disease occurs when all 
three factors come together in 
one person. 

There are benign and ma¬ 
lignant forms of the disease, 
he said. 

Some people, within six 
months rtf the onset of ihe 
disease, are v Qry severely dis¬ 
abled. while others will hp 
only slightly disabled after .in 
or 40 years. 

TJ:S. research has shown 
that 70 per cent of multiple 
sclerosis patients are still em¬ 
ployed after 20 years. 

When il comes to caring tor 
the patient, Lowry said, the 
emphasis is on seeing that he 
does not gel separated from 
society. 

"We try to see that he ha« 
every opportunity in remain a 
productive member nf soci¬ 
ety.*’

Public confusion reported 
as RHOSP offer ending

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OTTAWA (CP> - The April 
l deadline for 1974 registered 
home ownership savings plans 
(RHOSP) is only days away 
but government officials say 
there still seems to be much 
public confusion about the 
new plan. 

However, spokesmen for Fi¬ 
nance Minister John Turner 
and Revenue Minister Ron 
Basford said Friday there are 
no plans to extend the dead¬ 
line again. The original dead¬ 
line was Feb. 28 but was 
pushed back to April 1 as the 
tax legislation had not yet 
taken effect. 

The plan is designed to en¬ 
courage people who do not 
own a home to save for a 
house or furniture for the 
home. People with RHOSP 
plans are able to save up to 
$1,000 a year tax-free with a 
maximum of $10,000 in a life¬ 
time. 

When it was originally in¬ 
troduced in the ill-fated May 
budget last year, Ron Bas¬ 
ford, then urban affairs min¬ 
ister, said one purpose was to 
reduce demand for the time 
being. 

Demand for homes was 
then high and the government 
hoped to convince people to 
save money for a period of 
years before jumping into the 
housing market. Since then, 
demand has declined largely 
because of high mortgage 
rates and house prices. 

Many people now appear in¬ 
terested in RHOSPs as a way 
of saving money and reducing 
personal income taxes. 

Many trust companies now 
are offering RHOSs and 
some banks are also involved, 
using Morguard Trust Co. as 
an agent. 

Finance and revenue de¬ 
partment officials, who are 
asked about RHOSPs, say 
many people wrongly think 
they can only qualify for a 
RHOSP if they have never 
before owned a house. 

Anyone who is a Canadian 
and over the age of 18 can 
qualify for a RHOSP as long 
as he does not own a house 
when he begins the plan, 
these officials say. t 

But no person may have 
more than one" RHOSP in his 
lifetime, even if he ac¬ 
cumulates less than $10,000 
before ending his original sav¬ 
ings plan. 

The accumulated savings 
under the plan can be trans¬ 
ferred without taxation to a 
registered retirement savings 
plan, another new govern¬ 
ment measure this year. The 
retirement program allows in¬ 
dividuals to contribute a cer¬ 
tain amount each year tax 
free to their own retirement 
plans. 

The ceiling varies between 
$2,500 and $4,000 a year de¬ 
pending on whether the indi¬ 


vidual is self-employed or an 
employee. 

Revenue department of¬ 
ficials say that if you shift 
your RHOSP savings — say 
$10,000 — to the retirement 
plan, you can still make your 
normal annual contribution to 
the retirement program. The 
RHOSP money would not dis¬ 
place your retirement con¬ 
tribution for that year. 

Both husband and wife may 
have RHOSPs so that a fami¬ 


ly could accumulate as much 
as $20,000 towards buying a 
home. 

If you own your house now, 
you can still benefit from the 
RHOSP prpgram, revenue de¬ 
partment officials say. 

For example, you could ei¬ 
ther sell or transfer the house 
to your spouse. If the house is 
transferred, your spouse may 
have to pay gift taxes, de¬ 
pending on which province 
you live in. 


The year after you have dis¬ 
posed of your home you can 
launch an RHOSP. 

Officials say the same pro¬ 
cedure could be followed if 
you now have joint ownership 
of a home with your spouse. 

Home may mean a house, 
summer cottage, con¬ 
dominium or an interest in a 
co-operative housing develop¬ 
ment. 

If you wish, you can even 
buy an apartment building 
provided you live in it.

Kuwait 
selects

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) 
Kuwait has temporarily tied 
its currency, the dinar, to a 
basket of six Western curren¬ 
cies excluding the United 
States dollar, a high level Ku¬ 
waiti official announced. 

The official told the Arab 
press service that Kuwait’s 
"basket” of currencies in¬ 
cludes the British pound, 
Dutch guilder, French and 
Swiss francs, West German 
mark and Japanese yen. 

He said the move is tempo-, 
rary as were the actions of 
Iran and Saudi Arabia in 
tying their currencies to the 
16-currency basket making up 
the Special Drawing Rights — 
SDRs — of the International

The U.S. dollar is heavily 
weighted in the IMF basket. 
Kuwait’s action would insu¬ 
late it almost completely from 
fluctuations of the dollar on 
world markets.

"The best we 
have obtained has been a 10- 
to-20-per-cent improvement 
and that was only on selected 
test cars with special experi¬ 
mental components." 

Even if Detroit wasn’t all 
that impressed with Samoff’s 
announcement, the RCA re¬ 
port sparked a rally on the 
New York Stock Exchange 
and trading in RCA stock was 
suspended because of a heavy 
influx of orders.

BOSTON - George "Red” 
Sullivan, who took over as 
coach of Washington Capitals 
only about six weeks ago, has 
had enough. 

The 46-year-old Sullivan, 
who moved from being head 
scout to take over behind the 
bench for Jim Anderson, 
handed in his resignation on 
Saturday, citing “bad health” 
as his reason. 

"As far as I’m concerned," 
he said, "I can’t hack it any 


more. The old stomach is all 
fouled up.” 

There was universal agree¬ 
ment that the Capitals are 
bad enough to turn any stom¬ 
ach bad. They are a National 
League horror story which is 
getting worse with each ap¬ 
pearance. 

Sullivan got a victory out of 
his charges in his second 
game. But they lost the other 
16 and they certainly set a 
record likely never to be 


matched by equalling the 
NHL record of 15 consecutive 
defeats during the 17 games 
that Sullivan was their coach. 

The 15th in that string came 
Saturday night when Boston 
Bruins, led by Bobby Orr with 
three goals and an assist, 
handed out an 8-2 thumping. 
The record of 15 straight 
losses was set during the 
1930-31 season by the long- 
defunct Philadelphia Quakers. 

But that’s not all the first- 


season Caps have to their 
record. They've lost more 
games in one season than any 
club before them ever did — 
the number is 62 and there 
seven games left in which to 
add to that. 

They also have seven 
games to add to their record 
of allowing the most goals in 
one season. It stands at 403, 
and the closest to that was the 
347 goals New York Islanders 
allowed in their first season. 


And then there’s that record 
away from home. If anyone 
should think 6-26-5 on home 
ice isn’t much of a showing, 
it’s spectacular to what the 
Capitals have done away from 
home. They’ve played 36 
games on the road, and in a 
record-setting performance 
have lost every one of them, 
allowing 229 goals and scoring 
only 72. 

There could he other 


records, too. The Capitals 
have allowed 86 power-play 
g>als and have scored only 
15 times while on a power 
play. 

Sullivan is going back to 
scouting because, general 
manager Milt Schmidt says, 
it’s important to make good 
use of the first draft choice 
iheir play has given the Capi¬ 
tals. It might have been easi¬ 
er to stay behind the bench.

Punch Imlach is closing in 
on the thing he wants most, 
and there is a delicious irony 
in the development that the 
team giving him the biggest 
helping hand is the Toronto 
Maple Leafs. 

Summarily fired from the

With a division cham¬ 
pionship locked up, Imlach, 
who relinquished coaching 
duties three seasons ago to 
concentrate' on managing, 
wants nothing more than to 
finish the season with the most 
points.

Similarities between Joyce 
Yakubowich and Dehbie Brill 
are quite easy to find.

A high-school sprint star 
when she was Joyce Sadf>- 
wich, she married Victoria, 
sprinter Brad Yakubowich in 
September of 1973. 

“I was running for Burnaby 
Central and Brad was the big 
enemy' from ML Doug," she 
laughed. 

They lived in Burnaby for a 
year and Joyce curtailed all 
her running in 1974, foregoing 
a chance to compete in the 
Commonwealth Games in 
New Zealand. 

"Brad got. me started 
again." Joyce continued. “I 
almost didn’t want to." 

Both the Yakubowichs have 
resumed training under 
Brad’s high-school coach, 
Stan Gill of Mt. Douglas. 
Joyce gets help from national 
and sprinting and hurdling 
coach Gerard Mach of Van¬ 
couver, who maps out train¬ 
ing programs which Joyce 
and Gill follow. 

“There aren’t too many

Where Joyce was largely 
aiming at the federal govern¬ 
ment for their lack of support. 
Debbie felt the provincial gov¬ 
ernment could lend more as¬ 
sistance. 

‘The B.C. government 
could really do something to 
help athletes." Debbie said, 
pointing out that this province 
produces the majority of Can¬ 
ada’s track and field stars. 

Incomprehensible as it may 
seem, an athlete of Miss 
Brill’s stature (in the top 10 


of the world) finds making 
ends meet difficult. 

She has a job in May at the 
Langley recreation depart¬ 
ment. But. after that, things 
look bleak. 

In June, July and August 
she needs employment which 
still offers her a chance to 
train and compete in the 
many meets she has to attend 
to stay competitive. So far. 
there's nothing in sight and 
she just shrugs her shoulders 
when asked what is going to 
happen. 

"I’d like to be able to do 
training and do it without 
worrying about it (finances),” 
she admitted. 

Where travelling, accommo¬ 
dations and meal expenses 


are usually taken care of for 
the various meets, both Joyce 
and Debbie said that there 
was no way anyone could get 
away from spending money 
out of their own pockets. In 
the last month, for instance. 
Joyce said she’s spent about 
$150 at various meets. 

The money situation will 
probably be the determining 
factor in Miss Brill’s return to 
the mainland. Her boyfriend, 
a musician, finds it difficult 
getting W'ork on the Island 
and a move towards the Van¬ 
couver area, the entertain¬ 
ment hub of B.C., looks immi¬ 
nent. 

That, and a number of 
minor irritations concerning 
training facilities, has Debbie 
looking for a scholarship, pos¬ 
sible at Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity. 

Miss Brill, who said she 
enjoys her studies at UVic far 
more than the six months she 
spent at University of British 
Columbia, felt that the Vic¬ 
toria school seemed to lack 
interest in track and field. 
The weight room, for in¬ 
stance. wasn’t very good and 
she couldn't understand why 
Centennial Stadium was bar¬ 
red at nights. 

And, despite her desire to 
get away from the "track 
centre.” she found there was 
a lark of track contac ts here. 

"If I needed anything. I’d 
he able to get it right away 
over there.” she said. 

On the subject of the 1976 i 
Olympics. Debbie says it 
wasn’t her goal when she re- ! 
sumed jumping last May. 

"When I started again. I j 
wasn’t.” Debbie confessed^ | 
when asked about aiming for 


Montreal. “But now . . . yeah, 
I am.” 

Both said they have not set 
a concrete goal as far as 
track is concerned. 

"It’s not a heighl.” said 
Debbie. "It’s a feeling." 

“I may not be a world 
record holder.” Joyce began 
“But I’m going to be in it 
until I’m satisfied." 

That feeling and satisfac¬ 
tion may come before they 
get the government support 
they are pleading for.

Miami Beach known as Waiki¬ 
ki. 

The other islands beckon. 

You can fly to this, the 
main town of Kauai, pro¬ 
nounced ka-why-ee, In just 20 
minutes from Honolulu. 

Two airlines make the shut- 
tle, Aloha Air Lines and Ha¬ 
waiian Air Lines. The flights 
are practically the same and 
rarely on time. 

Kauai is called the “Garden 
Island” because of Its lush 
vegetation. 

Of Hawaii’s major islands, 
it is the westernmost. Within 
its sight is Niihau, a privately 
owned island, where tourists 
are unwelcome. 

Niihau is something of a Po¬ 
lynesian reserve where some 
.100 pure-blooded Hawaiians 
live much in the ways of their 
ancestors. There are no 
roads, television or other ac¬ 
coutrements of modem life. 
To get there you have to be 
invited, and unless you go 
there you won’t meet anyone 
to invite you. 

On Kauai, however, you and 
your money are most wel¬ 
come. 

Though much of the island 
can be seen in a single day. it 
is not advisable. It should be 
seen leisurely; its awesome 
scenery and inspiring Mai 
Tais sampled intermittently. 

No one gave me such ad¬ 
vice. however, and barely was 
1 off the plane than I was L»n a 
sight-seeing bus that groaned 
through scores of curves lead¬ 
ing to the Waimea Canyon 
lookout site. 

The bus stopped at the pri¬ 
vately owned Ona Pua Gar¬ 
dens where after being 
shown flowers and plants of 
nearly every hue and variety, 
we were invited to sample 
some starfruit, named for its 
shape. 

On one particular curve, the 
bus stalled and to our dismay 
began rolling backward. After 
n lew minutes of suspense, 
the driver got the bus started 
again and we were on our 
way. 

“Don’t worry,” he said, 
“I’ve been able to complete 
this tour nine out of 10 
times.” 

The grand finale the Wai¬ 
mea Canyon — I’m afraid 
was a disappointment. Gar¬ 
den islands get that way be¬ 
cause it rains a lot. and as 
our bus pulled up to the look¬ 
out site, the wind whipped the 
coldest, clammiest rain I 
have ever experienced. 

We all galloped out of the 
bus. took an obligatory look 
over the canyon, saw nothing 
but rain blowing in our face, 
and got back into the bus. 

I held a camera over my 
head, hoping it would see 
something I hadn’t. It didn't. 

In fairness, though, it 
doesn’t always rain, and the 
Waimea Canyon is Hawaii’s 
equivalent to the Grand Can¬ 
yon of Arizona. I’ve seen 
other people’s photographs of 
the lush canyon here and if 
the weather is right, it’s well 
worth the visit. 

The ride back was a lot eas-

History’s legacies to modern resorts

BARCELONA. Spain (CSMi 
- Spain's extremeties are a 
tourist’s opportunities. Galicia 
to the northwest, Catalonia to 
the east — both offer every¬ 
thing from history’s legacies 
to modern resorts, with art. 
scenery, and picturesque , 
campsites included. 

Add the fact that a firsf- 
class double room with bath 
often costs under $10, and you 
have one of the outstanding 
tourist temptations of Europe. 

Santiago de Campostela. in 
Galician Spain, magnificently 
iuma up the Middle Ages in a 
modern setting. So. in a dif¬ 
ferent way, does Gerona, lo- 
rated about two hours north 
of here in Catalonia. As for 
the Costa Brava, the seaside 
stretching between here and 
France, many (including my¬ 
self) think its star is Tossa de 
Mar. 

You can easily reach these 
regions by train or car. 

Leaving Paris by Trans- 
European Express’s swift 
train called “L’Etaydard.” 
you get to the SpanislWorder 
early in the afternoon. Chang¬ 
ing trains, you can get to 
Burgos that night, have the 
following morning to see that 
its Flemish recollections and 
its memorial to the Cid, and 


then he on your way to San¬ 
tiago. 

Or, taking the TEE from 
Geneva to Barcelona (the 
train is called the "Catalan- 
Talgo”) you’ll reach Gerona 
about 7 p.m. You won’t have 
to change trains at the 
border. This one glides slowly 
onto Spain’s wide-gauged 
tracks between French Cer- 
bere and Spanish Port Bob. 

Across from Gerona's rail¬ 
way station, the new Hotel In- 
mortel offers first-class dou¬ 
ble room with bath for about 
$9. Here’s a clue to the prices 
you’ll pay in Spain. 

Sometimes they're even 
lower. At Burgos, the Londre 
y Norte, old but comfortable, 
charges about half as much. 
In Santiago, at the Hostal de 
los Reyes Catalicos, perhaps 
the most luxurious of Spain’s 
national luxury hotels (or 
city’s splendid cathedral with 
maybe it’s the San Marcos 
Hostal at Leon), you won’t 
pay much more than at 
Gerona. But meals may cost 
as much as the room. 

Santiago’s fame grows out 
of the Middle Ages when it 
ranked with Jerusalem and 
Rome as one of the three 
greatest goals of Christian pil¬ 
grimage. The cathedral is as 
readable as a history book.

The cpnturies shine through 
it. As much can be said of the 
Hostal, also, which was built, 
for pilgrims by Isabel and 
Ferdinand arri has been 
adapted in our time, by the 
Spanish government, to mod¬ 
ern tourist needs. 

The train trip from Burgos 
to Santiago, after leaving 
Leon (another treasure city, if 
you have the time) winds 
ihrough country that will re¬ 
mind Americans of scenic Co¬ 
lorado. The highway is slow' 
for driving, but the scenery is 


beautiful. One useful guide to 
exploring this fascinating re¬ 
gion is the final chapter of 
James A. Michener’s 
“Iberia,” available in paper¬ 
back and hardcover. 

Gerona, in the East, is 
worth seeing for itself — a 
fine, prosperous city with 
Roman, Moorish, and Gothic 
monuments. The treasury of 
the cathedral' is outstanding. 
From Gerona. buses take 
travelers to Tossa and other 
Costa Brava resorts. (They 
can. also be reached by bus 
from Barcelona. The train 
takes a roundabout route and 
is not recommended. High¬ 
ways, again, are good.) 

Tossa. an ancient coastal 
port, is backed by tree- 
covered hills and rimmed by 
sky-blue bay. Its battlements 
are beautiful, its beaches ex¬ 
cellent for sunning and swim¬ 
ming. Its narrow streets wind

between white-washed houses 
with flower-decked balconies; 

‘ its shops display merchandise 
often worth considering for 
souvenirs. 

Swiss and Dutch vaca¬ 
tioners favor its hotels, which 
means they’re keyed to good 
food and service. A pleasant 
small hotel, the Neptune, 
gives a double room with 
bath, balcony, and three 
agreeable meals for about $16 
a day for two. Other hotels 
charge about the same. 

Among expensive hotels, 
many Americans enjoy the 
Hotel de la Gavina at S’Agro, 
a charming resort. slightly 
beyond Tossa. Tire resorts 
nearer Barcelona are famed 
mostly for their beaches and 
attract huge crowds of north 
Europeans, eager for Spain's 
sun.

But for background 
reading, see the opening 
chapters of Rose Macauley’s 
Fabled Shore, an entrancing 
book, and such advice as may 
be found in Fodor’s guide to 
Spain and other handbooks.

COCHIN. India Religion 
has always played a large 
role in the life of India’* peo¬ 
ple. . 

Practically all the country’s 
monuments. temples and 
other historic sites — which 
attract nearly one-half million 
visitors per year — were built 
with regard to religious be¬ 
liefs. 

When visitors think in terms 
of religion in India, exotic 
sounding names such as Hin¬ 
duism, Buddhism, Islam and 
Sikhism come to mind. And 
well they should, because 
these and other eastern be¬ 
liefs obviously predominate. 

However. Cochin, located in 
India’s Kerala State, holds a 
startling surprise for the 
average visitor. For located 
here is one of the most, 
impressive Jewish syna¬ 
gogues in the world, and a 
small community of people 
known as the white Jews of 
Cochin. 

The first emigration of Jews 
to Kerala is reputed to have 
occurred in 6 BC. although a 
much larger movemenl took 
place in 1 AD as the Jews fled 
Roman persecution in Jerusa¬ 
lem. This group settled in 
Oranganore, near Cochin, 
where they stayed until the 
city was destroyed by the 
Portuguese in the 15th centu- 
I ry. 

'Die synagogue was built In 
I 1568 in Cochin's Mattancheri 
Town, where today's Jews 
still reside. One of the mosi 
impressive sights in the syna¬ 
gogue are the copper plates 
presented to the Jewish com¬ 
munity by King Bhaskara 
Ravi Varma in 4 AD. On 
these plates was writing 
awarding the Jews the village 
of Anjuvannam. meaning five 
castes — as the Jews were 
believed to be the lords of five 
castes of artisans. The plates 
stated that “Anjuvannam 
shall be the hereditary posses¬ 
sion of Joseph Rabban and his 
descendents so long as the 
world and moon exist." 

The king was a man of his 
word, with the Jewish com¬ 
munity flourishing and serv¬ 
ing as a haven for Jews from 
the Middle Fast and Europe. 

Then came the Portuguese 
under Albuquerque, who re¬ 
quested permission from the

King of Portugal to extermi¬ 
nate the Jews one by one, des¬ 
troying Cranganore. Also dur¬ 
ing this period, the Moslems 
started giving the Jews trou¬ 
ble, and it wasn't until the 
Dutch arrived that the Jews 
of Cochin were able to live 
without fear of death once 
more. 

The synagogue in Mat¬ 
tancheri was embellished con¬ 
siderably in the mid-18th cen¬ 
tury by Ezekiel Rahabi, who 
constructed a clock tower and 
paved the iioor with hand- 
painted tiles of willow pat¬ 
tern, each one different. They 
were brought In all the way 
from China. 

Today, however, the congre¬ 
gation has diminished in si/p. 
There are only a few hundred 
of the pale, blond White Jews 
of Chochin left. Many of them 
emigrated to Holland and 
England, although only a few 
have gone hack to Israel. 
Most of the remaining Jews 
now reside on one street 
called Jew Town, in Mat¬ 
tancheri. However, they re¬ 
main a fascinating facet of 
Cochin’s life. 

In addition to Its Jewish 
community. Cochin offers a 
number of other attractions 
for the visitor. The city is one 
of the three biggest ports on 
the west coast of lnma. and 
the largest in Kerale State, 
handling close to two million 
tons of cargo per year. It is 
also a centre for the coir in¬ 
dustry. but hardly has the ap¬ 
pearance of an industrial city. 
Cochin has a setting of shady 
lagoons, wooded islands and 
r-anals winding past houses on 
stills. It has beerf dubbed 
variously as Venice of the 
Fast or Queen of the Arabian 
Sea whichever happens to 
catch your fancy. The city 
has always displayed a varied 
blend of pedples and architec¬ 
ture which is well worth a 
visit There are Jewish syna¬ 
gogues. Portuguese churches, 
Dutch architecture, mosques. 
Hindu temples and the ever 
eye appealing Chinese fishing 
nets — a unique way of com¬ 
mercially catching fish. These 


nets can be seen via back¬ 
water boat lours of the area 
surrounding Cochin. 

Cochin is actually Uie name 
for a cluster of islands and 
towns. On the mainland, some 
three miles from the harbor 
of Cochin i the two are linked 
hy bridges i is Emakulam. 
once the capital of the former 
state of Cochin. The hack- 
waters around this area form 
an especially attractive and 
economically valuable feature 
of this section of Kerala State. 

A backwater trip provides 
glimpses of the aforemention¬ 
ed Chinese fishing nets, plus 
in intimate look into the lives 
of the people living here. Also 
visible are « multitude of 
palm trees (Kerala moans 
land and palms i, giving one 
the" feeling of being in the 
heart of the tropics. 

The residential quarter of 
Fort Cochin provides a 
glimpse of old Kngland. tro¬ 
pical style. An English village 
green, tudor houses, lawns, 
a club and other similarities 
<ould fool the visitor-excepi 
for those palm trees. Bol- 
gliatty Island is the home of a 
tourist bungalow which was a 
former colonial mansion used 
by the Dutch governor and 
later by the British Resident. 

Fort Cochin is believed to 
he the oldest European set¬ 
tlement in India. The Portu¬ 
guese first arrived in 1500, 
followed by Albuquerque a 
few years later. lie brought 
five friars with him. and then 
proceeded to build the first 
European church in India in

1510. It still stands in Cochin 
as Si. Francis Church. 

Vasco da Gama, the world 
famous explorer, called at Co¬ 
chin for the first time in 1502 
and later returned in 1524 as 
Portuguese Viceroy of the 
Indies. He died in Cochin, and 
was buried in St. Francis 
Church. His gravestone is still 
there for visitors to see, al¬ 
though his remains were 
taken hack to Portugal in 
1538.

Radical views her major handicap

Price index 
rises most 
in Winnipeg 


OTTAWA (CP) The 
sharpest rise in consumer 
price indexes among 14 major 
cities last month was in Win¬ 
nipeg and the smallest in¬ 
crease in Edmonton, statistics 
Canada reports. 

In the last 12 months the 
Index for Winnipeg has gone 
up 13.7 per cent, the highest 
among the cities. Higher food, 
housing and transport costs 
were the main factors. 

A drop of three-tenths of 
one per cent in the food price 
index in Edmonton the only 
cbty where there was a de¬ 
cline — was the main reason 
that city had the best over-all 
price performance in Febru¬ 
ary. 

The lowest 12-month rise in 
thp over-all index was in Otta¬ 
wa — up 10.1 per cent. 

The food price index in Ot¬ 
tawa was up 2.1 per cent in 
February, the highest among 
the cities, but it still had the 
lowest 12-month rise at 12.9 
per cent. Last year, the food 
prices review board surveyed 
supermarket prices and pub¬ 
lished results. 

The smallest 12-month in¬ 
crease in a housing index 
was 4.6 per cent in Halifax 
and for February the smallest 
increase was three-tenths of 
one per cent in Ottawa. The 
sharpest February increase 
was 1.1 per cent in Regina 
and for the 12 months 13 per 
cent in Winnipeg. 

Toronto had a one-per-cent 


drop in its clothing index last 
month while Quebec City had 
ihe largest increase at 2.2 per 
cent. 

For the 12 months the 
smallest increase in a cloth¬ 
ing index was 2.8 per cent in 
Saint John, N.B., and the 
largest 11.9 per cent in St. 
John’s, Nfld. 

February over-all increases 
in indexes for other cities 
were: St. John’s, Halifax, 
Saint John and Ottawa, nine- 
lent hs of one per cent ; Mon¬ 
treal, one per cent; Toronto 
and Quebec City, eight-tenths 
of one per cent; Saskatoon, 
Regina and Calgary, seven- 
tenths of one per cent; Van¬ 
couver, four-tenths of one per 
cent; and Thunder Bay, five- 
tenths of one per cent. 

Increases in the 12 months 
in other cities were: St. 
John’s, 12.3 per cent: Halifax, 

10.5 per cent; Saint John, 11.4 
per cent; Montreal, 11.9 per 
cent: Toronto, 11.8 per cent; 
Saskatoon, 12.1 per cent; Re¬ 
gina, 11.4 per cent; Edmon¬ 
ton, 11.4 per cent; Calgary, 
11.9 per cent; Vancouver, 12.4 
per cent; d Quebec. City, * 11.3 
per cent; and Thunder Bay, 

12.6 per cent.

Rosemary Brown’s sooialist 
views.ni ay well prove more of 
a handicap in her fight for the 
federal NDP leadership than 
the fact that she is black and 
female. 

The NDP MLA for Van¬ 
couver Burrard is convinced 
that the only answer to eco¬ 
nomic ills is radical change. 

“We cannot just patch up or 
modify a crumbling capitalist 
system,” she said in an inter¬ 
view. 

"We have always had un¬ 
employment and economic 
problems everywhere this 
system has been in existence 
around the world.” 

Won't make deals 

Such straight-from-the- 
shoulder. talk, allied with an 
undertaking that her leader¬ 
ship campaign will not in¬ 
clude any deals or backroom 
politicking, is likely to make 
most NDP delegates a bit ap¬ 
prehensive. 

After all, they reason, the 
Canadian public is not ready 
for radical socialism yet, and 
even if that is their ultimate 
objective, which it isn’t for 
most of them, they don’t want 
it espoused from the public 
platform. 

So, for Ms. Brown, the first 
objective as federal leader 
would be to concentrate on 
party organization and educa¬ 
tion in older to build a strong 
socialist base for later action. 

Good leadership 

“I wouldn’t expect anyone 
to give up a seat so that I 
could sit in the house.” she 
said. 

“We have good leadership 
in the house now, and I would 
hope to see that, continue. 

“The crucial thing is In 
build a party that could pro¬ 
vide a clear socialist alterna¬ 
tive to the two free enterprise 
parties. 

“What I want to see happen 
is that, we recognize a clear 
commitment to the working 
people, as well as the de¬ 
prived and disadvantaged, 
and those who are simple de¬ 
dicated socialists.

of the people who work rather 
than the people who own." 

Gradual change 

Not that she's impatient, 
and wanting to see sudden 
changes. 

She said she is happy to 
work for gradual change, 
such as she sees the NDP 
government bringing about in 
this province, where new con¬ 
tracts for government em¬ 
ployees have been “bottom 
weighted” — that is, lower- 
paid workers received a 
greater wage Increase than 
those at the top of the scale, 
thus lessening the gap be¬ 
tween high and low paid 
workers. 

And she was reluctant to 
talk about nationalization. 

“That kind of thing would 
he up to the party mem¬ 
bership,” she said. “And it 
would .need to be based clear¬ 
ly on an understanding of 
what we were about.” 

But she docs have some 
ideas on how any government 
takeovers should be ac¬ 
complished. 

Examine accounts 

First, there should be an ex¬ 
amination of accounts to find 
the true financial position of a 
co.mpany, and then publicity 
about the results should be 
allied with an accounting of 
government funds given in the 
forms of grants and tax re¬ 
bates to the company. 

“At the end of that I’m sure 
we would find any industry in 
this country owes the people 
money,” she said. 

“On this basis we could 
then arrive at a fair price, 
with the public satisfied thal 
we had done what was righl.” 

Suffrage fight 

Ms. Brown comes by her so¬ 
cialist principles as a matter 
of inheritence and environ¬ 
ment. 

She was bom into) a family 
In Jamaica that had been ac¬ 
tive in the fight for suffrage 
in that country. 

“At one time only landown¬ 
ers could vote, but though I 
come from a landowning fam¬ 
ily, my grandmother had been 
active in the fight to extend 
the right to vote to everyone.” 


Both her father and mother 
were socialists, and family 
lile revolved around the so¬ 
cialist ideal. 

Black eqaality 

“1 suppose socialism was 
bred into me, and then edu¬ 
cated into me .in . discussions 
and in seeing the world 
around me.” 

At university, while gra¬ 
duating in social work, Ms. 
Brown joined groups striving 
for equality for black people. 

Later, married to a psychia¬ 
trist in Canada and raising 
three children, she became 
active in the women’s rights 
movement, and until her elec¬ 
tion to the legislature was om¬ 
budsperson for the Status of 
Women Group in Vancouver. 

But it is hard to get her to 
lalk about herself her inter¬ 
ests lie in other people, par¬ 
ticularly other people in need. 

Always elegant

She would much rather talk 
about her leadership cam¬ 
paign than personal affairs. 

“I’m getting more support 
every day from little 
grassroots groups across the 
country,” she said. "As soon 
as the session is over I shall 
spend more time travelling, to 
get to know ]>eople, but right 
now I have to do my travell¬ 
ing at weekends. 

“I think it important that I 
not take time out from my 
work in this house — I have a 
resj>onsibility to represent the 
people who elected me.” 

Bit disappointed 

She is disappointed that 
Premier Barrett, who has 
dubbed her “’B.C.’s favorite 
daughter” in the leadership 
race, has refused to endorse 
her candidacy. 

But she won’t discuss the 
subject. 

“Let’s just say it would 
have been easier for me if he 
had given me the endorse¬ 
ment.” 

Then it was back to national 
problems and economic, 
crises, unemployment, and 


what happens to Canada's na¬ 
tional I'esources. along with 
the problems of her own 
party. 

Strong policies 

“We have strong policies, 
but we don’t have a strong 
federal party. We must make 
the federal party as strong as 
the organizations we have in 
one or two parties. Federal 
politics must become full 
time, not just something to 
think about at election time.” 

She is struggling to free 
herself from an image of 
being a “one issue" can¬ 
didate, with that issue being 
human rights. 

“I’ve become an expert In 
that field, I suppose, but what 
is wrong with that? 

“If someone specializes in 
agriculture, or mining, they 
are considered experts and 
that is good, because we con¬ 
sider mining and agriculture 
important. 

“But if someone specializes 
in human rights that seems to 
'he bad, perhaps because we 
do not consider human rights 
important."

However, she insisted, that 
specialization has not been to 
the exclusion of other mat¬ 
ters, and she cited her ojjposi- 
tion to the Syncrude deal over 
ihe Alberta tar sands. 

“Our natural resources 
have to be developed by the 
public sector on behalf of all 
the people,” said Ms. Brown. 

“The interest of the private 
developers in the tar sands 
was not whether the country 
or the people needed that re¬ 
source, but what kind of profit 
could be extracted." 

People's voice 

Along \*4th redistribution of 
incomes, goods and services, 
she wants to develop a way ot 
.enabling people themselves to 
make decisions about the dev¬ 
elopment of industry and re¬ 
sources. 

And she is incensed by the 
Liberal government’s green 
paper on immigration, which 
she sees as an attempt by the 
government to focus attention 
on immigrants and take at¬ 
tention away from the prob¬ 
lems of housing, -unemploy¬ 
ment, development of secon¬ 
dary industries and resource 
management. 

“Instead of dealing with 
these things they decided to 
look for a scapegoat, and the 
immigrant is it. 

Guarantee poverty 

“At the same time they are 
focusing on the Third Would 
immigrant, and giving federal 
sanction to increasing racism 
in the community, meanwhile 
sending immigration officers 
out of the country to recruit 
more cheap immigrant labor 
for the country.” 

She is opposed to guaran¬ 
teed income plans, which she 
thinks guarantee poverty for 
ihe recipients. 

She wants heavy infusions 
of money into co-o[jerative 
housing, more job training so 
that Canadians can move into 
skilled jobs now filled by im¬ 
ported labor, and over-all 
planning of development to 
cope with, local pockets of un¬ 
employment.

Tsitika-Sclioen ivnlerslied: 
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Controlled logging answer 


Heated controversy has 
raged at severed public hear¬ 
ings since the Tsitika-Sehoen 
Resource Study was released 
for public discussion. 

Two facts have become in¬ 
creasingly obvious: 

• Neither complete logging 
of the Tsitika and Schoen 
Lake watershed nor the com¬ 
plete reservation of those 
areas as an ecological reserve 

two of the four plans out¬ 
lined — will be acceptable. 

• There is much evidence 
of fear of and distrust in the 
promises and performance of 
the big logging companies. 

This writer doesn’t go along 
completely with any of the 
four alternatives offered in 
the report and believes care¬ 
fully controlled logging must 
inevitably be the answer. 

If huge amounts of timber 
are withdrawn from cutting li¬ 
cences in one area the danger 
is there must be more inten¬ 
sive cutting in other areas lo 
maintain the economy of our 
Island, and to feed already es¬ 
tablished mills. 

Whether or not we like it 
our economy is primarily 
based on timber industry ami 
we must find ways and means 
to live with logging and still 
protect our other resource in¬ 
terests recreation, game, 
fish habitat, environment and 
esthetic values. 

I am not in favor of the 
preservation of one select 
area at the expense of other 
areas. I want lo see all areas 
developed in the interests of 
all users ... as difficult as 
this may be. 

It means a new look at 
logging methods towards a 
system of landscape logging. 

I would rather see many 
park-like areas than one or 
two huge park areas . . . and I 
think it can be done. 

Conservationists who are 
fairly new on the scene have 
good reason to be wary of the 
logging companies. Their per¬ 
formance in the past has been 
deplorable. It is no wonder 
that conservationists, environ¬ 
mentalists and plain outdoors- 
men who get on the logging 
roads and see the miles of 
h a r r e n slashlands. the 
clogged rivers, the parched nr 
flooding streams with no veg¬ 
etation to control the flows, 
the erosion of stream hanks 
and the wanton waste of the 
pasl. are concerned about the 
future. 

Logging practices of the 
past have been deplorable. 

We never again want to see 
logging as it has been carried 
out in past years. 

We certainly don't want to 
see our few remaining stands 
of virgin timber thoughtlessly 
desecrated. 

For previously-logged areas 
a second chance is coming 
with rapidly growing second 
growth stands, we don’t want 
to see the areas of the past 
repeated. 

It is natural for recrea- 
tionists who drive to the end 
of logging roads and see 
stands of virgin timber, to 
start up a cry for preserva¬ 
tion of those stands 
To newcomers to the woods 
It does look like the logging 
companies simply don’t care 
about other resource users 
and are only concerned with 
profits. 

Obviously profit and jobs 
are still big concerns. 

But things have changed in 
the woods. There is a new 
outlook and in many cases it 
has been led by the timber 
companies ... no doubt 
spurred along by public pres- 
*ures. 

When you visit the woods 
today note the ravages of the 
past, but don’t necessarily at¬ 
tribute them to present-day 
practices. 

Things haven’t changed as 
fast as some of us would likp 
to see them chanced, but they 
have changed and I would he 
ready to opt for trusting the 
companies, just so long as 
controls are rigidly enforced

and that we keep a careful 
monitor on activities. 

I have been actively in¬ 
volved in conservation for 30 
years. 

Roderick Haig-Brown and I 
were the first writers to fight 
actively for the protection of 
Buttle Lake, way hack in thp 
194Us when damming of 
Buttle was proposed. We 
didn't stop ttie damming, but 
we saved the lake from utter 


to cover consistently the 
meetings. 

I .wrote stories so bitter 
about the logging companies 
attitudes that tlipv brought 
company executives from 
deep in the U.S. scurrying to 
British Columbia to defend 
themselves. 

Those were knock-’e in-down 
and drag-'em-out days. 

At one legislative hearing a 
MacMillan Bloedel rejrresent- 
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I was the first newspaper¬ 
man in the 1940s to visit To- 
fino and meet with the 
chamber of commerce and or¬ 
ganize a campaign to protect. 
I»ng Beach and get an access 
road pushed through. 

Sometimes I am sorry that 
road ever did go through, be¬ 
cause I knew I»ng Beach 
when I had it completely to 
myself. But thousands now 
enjoy it each year. But I 
haven’t the heart to go hack. 

I, alone, fought and lost 
the battle to save the 
timber alongside the Kennedy 
River and I told about the log- 
dogged rivers in the Tofino 
area. 

When I started writing an 
■outdoors column in 19H0, pub¬ 
lic access to logging areas 
was not allowed except for 
Crown Zellerbach’s Nanaimo 
I^akes on a limited permit 
basis, and some areas dur¬ 
ing hunting season when fish 
and gamp clubs secured K 
a.m. to 3 p.m. access on 
weekends, provided they un¬ 
dertook to police the gates. 

The fish and game clubs 
had these logging areas as 
their own private preserves. 
Their memberships swelled 
because of that concession. 

But the fish and game clubs 
ignored their own obvious 
gains and conduc ted an all-out 
fight to gain full public 
access to all logging roads 
... for everyone fisher¬ 
men. hikers, rockhounds. gen¬ 
eral nutdoorsmen. road tra¬ 
vellers, nature lovers and 
others. 

The fish and game clubs 
alone fought I he issue of pub¬ 
lic access . . . and won. They 
carried the hall lor all users. 
They also were first in the 
battle for conservation f — 
more parks, preservation of 
habitat and protection of the 
environment # 

When legislative jogging 
road access hearings were 
heard 1 was the only reporter 


■ person who had sought access 
into the Nitinat area was Alec 
Merriman. 

Now thousands travel the 
Nitinat area every year and 
without the use of the logging 
roads there wouldn’t l»e any 
access to the West Coast 
Trail. 

It was a tough battle and 
we won. Thousands of miles 
of logging roads are now open 
for recreation travel. 

For years relationships 
were strained. I have attend¬ 
ed many meetings with the 
logging companies to discuss 
the access problems . 
sometimes the only recrea¬ 
tionist being hammered by 
representatives of half a 
dozen of the biggest compa¬ 
nies. 

Gradually the altitude of 
the hig companies has 
changed . . . under pressure. 

Does it really matter why it 
changed? It has changed. 

lagging companies are now- 
cognizant. of their responsi¬ 
bilities to the public and other 
resource users. 

At first, public access was 
minimal and only on main 
roads on weekends. Now it' is 
almost wide open ... in some 
cases seven days a week. 
Companies have built camp¬ 
sites. picnic grounds, lw>at 
launching ramps. 

As access became more 
open Ihe public got into the 


logging areas and were 
shocked at what they saw. 

Naturalist.** hikers, ecolo- 
lists, the Sierra Club and 
others became concerned. At 
the same time the entire 
world became ecology-mind¬ 
ed. 

In the past, logging com¬ 
panies didn't realize, or 
didn’t care just what they 
little of both — just what they 
were doing to the other re¬ 
sources by their haphazard 
logging practices . . . get the 
logs out the easiest and 
cheapest way and don’t worry 
about the consequences. 

But ns others saw the re¬ 
sults and were able to relate 
them to fish and game habi¬ 
tat. esthetic values, and rec¬ 
reation values they lost no 
time in pressuring the logging 
companies. 

By this time the logging 
companies had mellowed 
somewhat. They listened. And 
they started to react. 

They hired biologists, ecolo¬ 
gists and recreation officers 
to help them plan their opera¬ 
tions. They have even led the 
way in planning for shared 
resource use. Probably be¬ 
cause they have realized it is 
better to lead In their own 
wav than to be led or told 
what to do. 

The logging companies are 
co-operating with fish and 
wild life officials on experi¬ 
mental projects within log¬ 
ging areas. 

Then, suddenly, other re¬ 
source users realized ^n anti¬ 
quated B.C\ Forest Service 
was a stumbling block, lag¬ 
ging companies would-be pre¬ 
pared to leave certain stands 
of timber, especially along 
river hanks, and the forest, 
service would order them to 
he cut, whether or not the log¬ 
ging companies wished to do 
so. 

The forest service was a 
tough nut to crack, and I have 
been involved in some bitter 
battles in that direction. 

But, now the forest service 
has changed its thinking, al¬ 
though in both the companies 
and the forest service there 
are still some hard-line old- 


time employees who are not 
too eager to go along with the 
now look. 

But, that is changing. The 
forest service now issues rigid 
cutting guidelines even reg¬ 
ulations now' and no log¬ 
ging plans are approved with¬ 
out full consultation with 
other resource users. 

Times have changed. Be¬ 
lieve me I have seen them 
change. Dealing with the 
timber companies nowadays 
is a pleasure compared to the 
bitter battles of the past. 

We have to live with logging 
for the sake of our .jobs and 
our economy, but we must 
have a say — and we are hav¬ 
ing that say in how logging 
will be carried out in the fu¬ 
ture. But the answer isn’t to 
stop all logging in certain 
areas, probably at the ex¬ 
pense of other areas. 

An ecological reserve in the 
Tsitika watershed area would 
mean no logging . . . and no 
rerreational use either. I am 
not for that. 

\\ e do need a good-sized 
park in the Schoen Lake area, 
but not so big that in the 
overall Vancouver Island rec¬ 
reation plan we have to sacri¬ 
fice other park areas else¬ 
where. 

MacMillan Bloedel has stat¬ 
ed it does “not favor or rec¬ 
ommend unrestricted logging 
in the Tsitika-Sehoen.’’ It pro¬ 
poses establishment of recrea¬ 
tion reserves at Schoen Lake. 
Victoria Peak, and ground 
four alpine lakes in the Sutton 
Range. 

Pocket wilderness areas are 
suggested, including locations 
at Stewart I^ake and the 
White River. 

It proposes ecological re¬ 
serves for Tsitika I>ake and 
on Mount Derby and also to 
set aside areas where Roose¬ 
velt elk feed. 

The proposed long ranee 
management plan would 
phase logging over a 55-to-60- 
year period and the harvest¬ 
ing of timber in perpetuity. 

The company says recrea¬ 
tion access, protection of fish 
and wildlifp and the recog-

nition of esthetic attraction 
wotild l>e developed side by 
side with harvesting and re¬ 
forestation conducted by the 
forest industry. 

Major parks would be 
established in the Schoen and 
White River areas. Pocket 
wilderness areas would be 
jumping off spots for the 
higher alpine areas. Mount 
Qgrby is recognized as a po¬ 
tential study area. Pocket 
wilderness areas containing 
unique or unusual features 
have already been located, 
including the Tsitika Falls, 
some basalt pillars, and fos¬ 
sils. 

In some ways rite MB 
study has been much more 
intensive than that made by 
die North Island Study Group 
which is largely academic. 

Serious consideration should 
be given to MB proposals 
an I think a compromise, 
other than the four proposals 
suggested in the official re¬ 
port. should be the answer. 

And the MB proposals are 
also worthwhile studying for 
application to all- other log¬ 
ging areas. I for one won’t be 
satisfied with just the Tsi- 
tika-Schoen aiea. 

And I want to see the envi¬ 


ronment, habitat and esthetic 
values of all other areas pro¬ 
tected. 

A new look for logging ia 
being developed. We must 
look ahead and not keep harp¬ 
ing back to the mistakes of 
the past. They are done, and 


only time, with some help 
from rehabilitation projects, 
can mend those mistakes. 

Conservation is the wise use 
of our natural resources ,, •

"Put about four gallon* of 
water in the barrel, then add 
enough salt to make a brine 
that will float an egg."

These days, like, most 
everything else in the meat 
market, corned beef comes in 
plastic packages. It’s usually 
a very mild product, almost 
guaranteed not to offend any- 
.one with too robust an "old- 
fashioned flavor," and it is 
convenient, i 

It seldom needs to be 
soaked and often can even he 
cooked in the plastic [Touch it 
comes packed in. What more 
could you ask? Well, perhaps 
nothing in the way of conve¬ 
nience but what you might 
want is a bit more flavor-, and 
a bit less cost. 

The only way tr* get coined 
beef that is everying you want 
it to be is to make your own. 
It’s easy, it’s fun and you can 
vary the seasoning to suit 
yourself.

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After 40 years, 
she’s off home 
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MOSCOW (ITPI) - Pitts¬ 
burgh-born Emma Coachman 
is going home to the United 
States on a stretcher today 
after 40 years of hying. 

Now 80. a resident of a Lat¬ 
vian nursing home for the 
past 10 years, and destitute, 
she received emigration per¬ 
mission from Soviet authori¬ 
ties three weks ago. 

"She was just overjoyed 
: with the prospect of returning 
| home," said U.S. consular 
officer Ann Derbyshire. “She ^ 
still has vivid memories of 
her childhood-an-Pittsburgh, ( 
but all her rflaHves are dead I 
now.” 

The frail, blue-eyed, white- 
haired woman came to ihe So* . 
viet Union in 1927 with her 
late husband, a technician j 
who was Ixrm in 1 trivia, They j 
planned to stay two or three 
years. 

A year after arriving, they j 
were divorced. When Miss 
Coachman tried to return j 
home, she learned she was no 
longer a U.S. citizen, accord¬ 
ing to U.S. law then in effect, 
because she had married an 
alien. 

The law was reversed In 
1940. hut by then all her U.S. 
documents were taken, war 
was near, and she was sent to 
Kazakhstan in central Asia.

IK a 
thick • cut of meat, such as 
rum [i or bottom round is 
used, it may take a bit longer. 

The meat should cure until 
the saltpeter has given it a 
nice pink color throughout. 
Cut through a piece after V/ 
days or so to check.. A mold of 
sorts will likely develop on 
the brine. Don’t panic, that’s 
a normal part of the curing 
process. Simply remove it be¬ 
fore cooking. 

TO COOK; Rinse corned 
beef thoroughly. Place in a 
large kettle, cover with cold 
water. Bring to a boil, reduce 
heat and simmer for to 2Mi 
hours. Most recipes for 
"Boiled Comed Beef New 
England Dinner" call for ad¬ 
ding vegetables cabbage, 
carrots, potatoes, etc. the 
last 30 to 45 minutes of look¬ 
ing. I prefer to simmer thp 
vegetables separately, not 
only to maintain more of their 
own distinct individual fla¬ 
vors, but to keep much nicer 
color. 

•Saltpeter: It’s an interest¬ 
ing, if somewhat sad, com¬ 
mentary on our times that 
saltpeter (sodium nitrate or 
potassium nitrate), once 
available in any drugstore in 
the country, is now- a little 
hard to find. Any druggist 
can, and probably will, order 


it for you -- but few are apt 
to have it on hand. "I don’t 
like, to carry H,” -my local 
druggist told me. "It’s one of 
the things people use to make 
explosives." 

In making comed beef, salt- 
jieter is responsible for the 
beautiful pink color most peo¬ 
ple look for. In some parts of 
the country, however, people 
prefer a gray color to their 
comed beef, and more and 
more people these days want 
to avoid the use of nitrates al- 
to'ether. 

It such is the case, the 
saltpeter may be omitted. A 
fairly good cokjr can be 
achieved by substituting 
cream of tartar for the salt¬ 
peter.

A quick glance at this 
year’s ratings confirms what 
I’ve been saying for some 
time B.C. players are head- 
and-shoulders above all others 
in the Northwest. 

Canadian champion Peter 
Biytasas of Vancouver top* 
everyone with a fabulous rat¬ 
ing of 2486, and his Lower 
Mainland colleague Duncan 
Suttles would he at about the 


same level Accept that he 
hadn't played n game during 
the past 12 months in 
Northwest-rated tournaments. 

In second place is Bob Zuk 
of Surrey, rated 2362, and 
only rtwo points behind him, 
Jonathan Berry, also of Van¬ 
couver w h o among other 
things doubles as president of 
the B.C. Chess Federation. 

There's one out-of-B.C. 
player in fourth place, Port¬ 
land’s Dennis Waterman, 
rated 2343. 

But then B.C. takes over 
again, to make it four in the 
top five with Bruce Harper of 
West Vancouver, rated 2322. 
Also among the top 10 are 


yours truly, 2*238, and another 
Victorian, Danny Scoones, 
2212. 

B.C. players’ successes dur¬ 
ing 1974 also support the one¬ 
sided ratings. In all the major 
tournaments played in Wash¬ 
ington and Oregon during the 
year, I cannot recall a single 
event won outright by a 
Washington or Oregon com¬ 
petitor. 

And with many young 
players such as Jeff Reeve of 
VicJoria and Nigel Fullbrook 
of Vancouver on their way up, 
I can only see our province 
continuing its domination of 
the Northwest chess scene,!

VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia scientist is putting the ani¬ 
mals of the sea to work as 
biologists and chemists to 
monitor levels of dangerous, 
cancer-causing pollutants. 

Dr. Hana Stich, co-ordinator 
of an international monitoring 
program involving four Pacif¬ 
ic rim countries — Canada, 
the United States, Korea and 
japan — described the pro¬ 
gram in interviews last week. 

In part of the work, scien¬ 
tist collect species of flatfish 
that live in shallow coastal 
waters and examine them for 
skin cancers which indicate 
the presence of cancer-caus¬ 
ing substances in the water. 

In a second part, they anal¬ 
yse tissue from mussels for 
toxic chemicals. 

“We could start filtering 
and analysing the water but 
that would be very expensive. 

"Mussels are excellent nat¬ 
ural filters and accumulate 
many toxic chemicals,” Stich 
said. 

A big advantage of the flat¬ 
fish checks is that they pro¬ 
vide early warning of un¬ 
suspected cancer hazards. It 
can lake many years for the 
effect of a harmful chemical 
to show up as an increased in¬ 
cidence of human cancer, but 
the fish will reveal dangers in 
about six months — the typi¬ 
cal age at which they are cap¬ 
tured for analysis, he ex¬ 
plained. 

The co-operating interna¬ 
tional scientists are winding 
up two years of feasibility stu¬ 
dies. with the program set to 
go into high gear this sum¬ 
mer. The UBC effort is sup¬ 
ported by a $5,000-a-year 
grant from the National 
Cancer Institute. 

Stich said he wants to get 


the public involved in collect¬ 
ing samples for the monitor¬ 
ing program and suggested 


lhat schools might be interest¬ 
ed in the work for ecology 
projects.

Garden notes 


PERENNIAL SUNFLOWERS 
(L. G., Royal Oak) 

The ordinary sunflower 
commonly grown for its 
meaty seeds is an annual; 
Mammoth Russian and Men- 
nonite. Large Seeded are 
about the best varieties for 
this purpose. 

Another annual sunflower 
called Teddy Bear is more for 
garden decoration, bearing 
fully double, chrysanthemum¬ 
like yellow flowers five inches 
across on a three-foot high 
plants. 

The perennial sunflowers 
are usually listed in the seed 
catalogues under their bo¬ 
tanical name, Helianthus. 

Some good varieties are 
IxxJdon Gold, a five-foot plant 
blooming from early August 
to mid-October with flowers 
which resemble yellow dah¬ 
lias. 

Italian White is an extraor¬ 
dinarily pretty sunflower, 
making four-^foot branching 
plants with long-stemmed 
daisy-like flowers, pure white 
to creamy primrose shades. 

Red and Gold Hybrid is an¬ 
other very good perennial 
hearing many six-inch single 
flowers in bright red tipped 
with gold. 


SHAIXOW TURF (A. *. Vic¬ 
toria) 

Since there is no depth to 
the grass in your lawn, it 
would appear that the soil just 
helow the roots has "panned” 
or formed a hard, impervious 
layer. 

This is a fairly common 
condition, usually leading to 
poor, unthrifty grass which 
turns brown unless watered 
almost constantly in summer. 
Such lawns, too, are very like¬ 
ly to be invaded by moss. 

About the most practicable 
remedy is to aerate the lawn 
with a hollow-tined fork or 
other aerating implement. 

Tbe fork is a special tool 
that punches holes in the sod, 
removing cores of soil, and by 
piercing the panned layer, air 
will be admitted, stimulating 
bacterial activity in the soil 
and allowing water to pene¬ 
trate to some depth. 

Aerating is an arduous and 
time-consuming job if done by 
hand, though, so if your lawn 
is large, it would pay you to 
get a lawn maintenance firm 
to come in and do the work 
with their motorized equip¬ 
ment.

CUT FIX)WKR8 (R. O’M., 
Nanaimo) 


Bulb flowers from the gar¬ 
den should have their stems 
cut cleanly on the slant with a 
very sharp knife or razor 
blade;-dull scissors can crush 
the tissues and block the in¬ 
take of water. 

Flowers from a florist 
should have their stems re-cut 
before arranging them. 

Bulb flowers with blanched 
white stem ends should have 
a vertical cut made through 
the white area up into the 
green portion; this makes for 
better water intake. 

Flowers with hollow stems 
often develop an air bubble in 
the stem ends, blocking the 
uptake of water. 

This can be prevented by 
cutting the stem ends under 
water, or it can be remedied 
by pricking the stem with a 
pin or needle several places 
along its length and near the 
blossom: this allows the air to 
esc ape and water to reach the 
flower head. 

A little salt- — not iodized 
in the water will help flowers 
last a little longer: use about 
half a teaspoonful per pint. It 
is better, though, to use 
Floralife or Vitonex or similar 
florists’ preparation. 

With sprays of blossoms 
from flowering shrubs and 


fruit trees, split the ends of 
the stems, then condition, 
them by standing the sprays 
for four hours in a deep con¬ 
tainer of water with household 
ammonia added, one table- 
spoonful per quart, then ar¬ 
range in plain water.

SELF-SOWN DELPHINIUMS 

(J. F., Victoria) 

I really don’t think it is 
worthwhile to save ihe *'vnl- 
ufweers” that spring up 
around established clumps of 
delphiniums. 

,Our modern delphinium 
varieties are highly bred 
plants, somewhat unstable 
genetically, and their open- 
pollinated offspring usually 
turn out to be poor, weedy 
things in comparison to their 
parents. 

The indiscriminate crossing 
between varieties causes 
them to revert to something 
approaching the wild lark¬ 
spur. 

Seeds of named delphiniums 
are good only when purchased 
from a grower who controls 
their crossings as carefully as 
the breeders of pedigreed cat¬ 
tle, imprisoning the female or 
seed parent plants in sc reened 
harems, secure from ihe at¬ 
tention of any wandering bee.

WASHINGTON — In a Tew days the 
Jewish people will celebrate Passover, 
and they w-ill tell their children the 
story once again of how Moses led his 
people out of Egypt. 

A group of us were speculating the 
other night, on what would have hap¬ 
pened if Henry Kissinger had been in 
charge of the negotiations between 
Moses and the Pharaoh. 

Kissinger, in his private chariot, 
would arrive at the desert headquarters 
of Moses and say, "We hear you have 
plans underfoot which could upset Ihe 
peace in this area and we’re very con¬ 
cerned about it. I’ve come to see if I 
can negotiate a lasting settlement be¬ 
tween you and the Pharaoh.” 

Moses says, ‘‘There is nothing to ne¬ 
gotiate. 1 want to lead my people out of 
Egypt.” 

-w “I will speak to the Pharaoh,” 
Kissinger says, “and get hack to you.” 

Kissinger takes off for Egypt, where 
he is greeted at the chariot port by the 
Pharaoh wtio kisses him on both 
cheeks. They go directly to the palace 
where Henry relates his conversation 
with Moses. 

* * * 

The Pharaoh is adamant. “1 can't let 
the Hebrews go, because if I did there 
would be no one to make my bricks. 
Tell Moses I'm willing to he reasonable, 
but I'm not going to let his people gtrrt~ 


do not wish to go down in history as the 
first Pharaoh to free his slaves.” 

"But,” Kissinger says, "suppose my 
country supplied you with bricks? 
Would you be willing to compromise 
then?” 

"Henry,” the Pharaoh says, patting 
him on the knee. “I trust you, but I 
don't trust the Hebrews.” 

Henry leaves the palacp, where he is 
surrounded by scribes waiting to chisel 
the results of his talk on their stone 
tablets. He tells them, "I had very full, 
and frank talks with the Pharaoh, and I 
am optimistic that a suitable accommo¬ 
dation can be reached.” 

He gets hack in his chariot and 
speeds off to see Moses. When he tells 
Moses what, the Pharaoh said, the Jew¬ 
ish leader becomes angry. "If the 
Pharaoh docs not: lei my peoplp go, I 
shall visit ten plagues on him, the likes 
of which the world has never seen be¬ 
fore.”

"That’s a lot of plagues.” Kissinger 
says. "I don’t think the Pharaoh will 
accept more than five.” 

“Ten,” says Moses ns he throws 
down his shepherd’s staff and it turns 
jnlo a serpent. 

‘ Wow,” says Kissinger. "I’ve never 
seen that miracle before. The next time 
1 come I'm bringing Nancy.” 


That night Kissinger returns #bv 
chariot to the Pharaoh's palace where a 
hig banquet is being given in his honor. 
He tells the Pharaoh of Moses’ propos¬ 
al. “He's threatening ten plagues, but I 
think I can gel him down to seven.” 
Kissinger says. 

VI won’t accept more lhan three 
plagues.” the Pharaoh replies. "If 
Moses insists on holding firm I shall kill 
all the Israelites.” 

As Kissinger leaves the palace lie 
tells Ihe scribes, "The laiks are going 
very well, and I believe the ma jor ob¬ 
stacles have been overcome." 

But. when he reports to Moses, ihe 
Jewish prophet becomes furious. "The 
plagues are not negotiable. If I do n«»* 
stick to the ten, I will never gel my fieo- 
ple out of Egypt.”

"If you gave up locusts, flies, hall 
and fire,” Kissinger says, "you would 
still have plagues of darkness, cattle, 
rivers and frogs, not to mention the hig 
one on the Egyptians’ firstborn. That 
should give you more than enough seen 
rity. By the way, wbat are you going In 
do if you do get the Hebrews out »>f 
Egypt?" 

"We’re going to spend 40 years In 
the Sinai,” Moses says. 

Kissinger says, "Would you consider 
35 years if I can get you guarantees?”

I suppose the most Important thing I 
have learned In my life Is that Aristotle 
was wrong In defining man as a “ratio¬ 
nal animal,” and that Ortega was 
eloser to the mark in calling us “the 
fantastic animal.”

We have just enough Intelligence to 
perceive that something I* wrong; but 
not enough insight to Introjeet the re¬ 
sponsibility — something in u* compels 
iis to project the lilante upon the Other, 
the Rest, the Enemy. 

This is why I have never been able 
to he a fervent devotee of any particu¬ 
lar creed or policy or program or 
dogma — for they all fail, not by what 
they try, but by what they leave out. 

What they leave out I* our disjointed 
ii.tltire (or fallen nnlurc, if you will) 
ami not even the most sublime religious 
concept has been exempt from this dis¬ 
tortion and corruption.

A recent two-mile-long traf¬ 
fic accident involving more 
than 100 cars and trucks on n 
California freeway set me 1 o 
wondering if vve may he over¬ 
looking a potential new source 
of energy. 

We hear a lot of talk about 
harnessing the energy of the 
sun, the wind and the ocean 
tides. But I never heard any 
mention of harnessing the en¬ 
ergy of auto collisions. 

Yet, when you think about it 
you can see that here is a 
tremendous output, of energy 
going lo waste. Two cars 
ramming logether at 50 or so 
miles per hour obviously gen¬ 
erate a tremendous amount, of 
thrust. 

Pro perly channelled, the ki¬ 
netic force of a single crash 
probably would turn an elec¬ 
tric dynamo for hours. And 
when we consider ilia stupen¬ 


dous number of such mishaps 
that occur every day we begin 
to appreciate thp power poten¬ 
tiality. 

The trouble, from an energy 
standpoint, has been lhal car 
wrecks, while dismayingly 


for * week. And that is only a 
fraction of what the future 
may bring. Coasl-lo-coast 
traffic accidents now are 
within our sphprp of capabili¬ 
ty.

Levi tells society: 

B.C. not replacing 
volunteer workers 


'ltie provincial government 
has no intention of trying to 
remove the role of the volun¬ 
teer worker. Human Resource 
Minister Norman Levi told 
members of the Victoria and 
Vancouver Island Multiple 
Sclerosis Society Saturday. 

"A lot of impetus for 
change in human service ef¬ 
fort comes from the volun¬ 
teers,” said Levi. 

"We have no illusions as a 
government that we can take 
over and do the kind of work 
so many of you do. 

"It is not something we 
ever want to see happen. 

“What we do want to see is 
that when you have worked 


and proved out a scheme then 
you can come to us and we 
will fund you, because all of 
these programs become more 
expensive as they become 
more successful.” 

The government, said Levi, 
is committed to the concept 
that people should always be 
able to live within their home 
communities. 

“If they have to live in spe¬ 
cial types of accommodation 
that is fine, but we would like 
to reduce the amount of insti¬ 
tutionalization. 

M We are prepared to change 
rules so we can have people 
live outside the extensive care 
situation. 


UVic blood clinics 
best in 12 years 

Students and staff donors at the University of 
Victoria last week made a three-day campus blood 
donor clinic the best in 12 years. 

G. D. Savage, supervisor of Victoria blood 
donor panels, said 893 units were collected, a record 
exceeded only by a clinic held at the campus in 
1963. Total units'collected for the month are 1,141. 
according to Savage, a safe margin as approximately 
30 units a day are needed by Victoria hospitals. 


"We are prepared to change 
regulations so people can 
function in group home situa¬ 
tions," he said. 

"But this is not based on 
any idea that iliere is some 
cost saving here, because 
there isn’t. 

"It is far more expensive to 
go to ihe community route but 
that is the only route to go if 
we are going to reduce institu¬ 
tionalization In a whole range 
of fields. It is also more reli¬ 
able and more humane and it 
is the way people should have 
an opporunity to live.” 

The government has faced 
opposition to the changes, 
simply because people do not 
like to change their ways, and 
because changes are expen¬ 
sive since the old system has 
to be maintained, while build¬ 
ing the new one. 

Levi defended his depart¬ 
ment’s growing budget, which 
this year is estimated at S516 
million, up from an estimated 
5284 million which grew to 
5384 million actual expendi¬ 
tures last year. 

The bulk of the money, he 
said, is spent on Mineome. 
Pharmacare, day care and 
special services for children, 
chronic care, and special pro¬ 
grams for the handicapi>ed 
and retarded.

SAN DIEGO. Calif. A 
government cancer fighter 
Saturday reported major 
progress in the use of power¬ 
ful chemicals to treat cancer 
and said Ihe problem now is 
in convince skeptical doctors 
so more people will get the 
best care. 

Dr. Vincent Devil a. director 
of The division of cancer treat¬ 
ment at the National Cancer 
institute, said there is a grow¬ 
ing acceptance of anti-cancer

drugs among physicians away 
from ma jor cancer centres. 

Rut he said many cancer 
victims still are not getting 
the chemical therapy that 
could save their lives or at 
least prolong them. 

"It's like any profession, 
When you’ve learned one 
thing one way. it's hard to 
turn it around." Devita said 
at a science writers seminar 
sponsored by the American 
Cancer Society. "It's a slow 
process." 

Thirty years ago maligant 
lumps were considered isolat¬ 
ed and were treated either by 
the surgeon’s knife or a radia¬ 
tion beam, he said. Survival 
figures rose and then levelled 
off. 

"The reason was obvious. 
What appeared to be a region¬ 
al disease often wasn't. 
Tumors recurred and patients 
died w'ith advanced disease." 

Devita said the answer to 
that slate of affairs was to 
treat the whole body system 
with chemicals that kill 
earner cell wherever they 
may be. Such drugs first be¬ 
came available after the Sec¬ 
ond World War and by the 
1960s, it was clear that they

The use of old anti-cancer 
drugs has been improved and 
new ones have been devel¬ 
oped. 

Meanwhile, a Nobel Prize- 
winning researcher is testing 
a new way of killing cancer 
cells by studying their diets, 
then slipping potent anti¬ 
cancer drugs into the foods 
they like best. 

Another scientist investigat¬ 
ing cancer at the cel! level 
reported that sperm cells may 
invade cells in the male pros¬ 
tate and. following sexual in¬ 
tercourse. the female cervix, 
causing them to turn cancer¬ 
ous. 

Although she said she was 
not advocating "a surgeon- 
general's warning against 
sex." the New York scientist 
said sperm cells may be part 
of the reason for such cancer. 

Roth studies were present¬ 
ed at an American Cancer So- 
city seminar for science writ¬ 
ers. About 50 leading cancer 
researchers have gathered 
here to tell the press what's 
new in the fight against the 
killer disease. 

Dr. Christian de Duve, 1974 
Nobel Prize recipient for 
physiology and medicine, said 
his experimental cancer treat¬ 
ment is designed to deliver 
lethal doses of drugs to 
cancer cells without harming 
normal tissues. 

He said he and a group of 
Belgian scientists are testing 
a method analagous to poison¬ 
ing someone at a party 
"You find out what he likes to 
drink and put the poison in 
the olive for his martini." 

Since some kinds of cancer 
cells are ‘‘greedy" for nu¬ 
trients. said de Duve. addinc 
these can bp knocked off hy 
attaching the anti-cancer drug 
to an innocous suhstancp 
which the cell would devour. 
In the Relgian research, leu¬ 
kemia.cells were attacked hv 
attaching drugs called daun- 
oruhicin and adrianycin to 
DNA. The genetic substance 
present in all cells. 

lie said the hungry cancer 
cells gobble up the DNA along 
with the poisonous drugs and 
are killed off. Normal cells 
have pickier appetites and 
aren't harmed, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Jacqueline Onassis may move 
into a higher tax bracket as 
the result, of her inheritance 
from her late husband, but 
she won’t have to pay any tax 
on the inheritance itself. 

The U.S. government does 
not have an inheritance tax. 
although it has an estate tax 
w hich would apply to property 
in the United States owned by 
her late husband. Greek ship¬ 
ping magnate Aristotle Onas¬ 
sis. 

Bui whatever the estate tax 
due. it will be paid by the 
Onassis estate, from the 
wealth of the estate. Mrs. 
Onasis will pay no tax on her 
inheritance. And Athens of¬ 
ficials said she will be free 
from Greek inheritance taxes 
since she is not a Greek citi¬ 
zen or resident. 

The inheritance Mrs. Onas 
sis may receive from the es 
tale may be close to $120 mil¬ 
lion. family sources say. 
which would make her one of 
the richest women in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

A trust fund of $13 million 
each has been arranged for 
the two children of Mrs. Onas¬ 
sis. John Kennedy Jr. and 
Caroline, whom she had by 
her first husband, the late 
president John Kennedy. 

The main inheritor of the 
Onassis fortune, estimated at 
$600 million, apparently will 
he Onassis' daughter. Chris¬ 
tina. 24. wltich would make 
her one of the world’s wealth¬ 
iest women. The wealth is pri¬ 
marily in throe shipping com¬ 
panies and substantial real es¬ 
tate. including the Greek is¬ 
land of Scorpios. 

Mrs. Onassis will not be re¬ 
quired ti pay any tax on the 
$120 million she receives from 
the estate, if that is the true 
amount. 

However, if some of that in¬ 
heritance is in the lorm of in¬ 
come-producing property, she 
will have to pay faxes on the 
income she receives. For ex¬ 
ample. if she inherits stock 
that pays dividends, she will 
be taxed al normal rates on 
the dividends. 

Similarly, trusts received 
by the Kennedy children prob¬ 
ably will not be subject to tax. 
but income received from the 
trusts will be.

This Shampoo washes well 


Unlike the heavy newspaper 
advertising promotion that 
heralded it. Shampoo (res¬ 
tricted, at the Haida) is a 
light bubbly movie that is dif¬ 
ficult to read. 

That is. if you’re looking for 
morals, meanings or mes¬ 
sages. 

It’s stylish, spirited nostal¬ 
gia for the late 60s when Bev¬ 
erly Hills still hummed to 
Beatles’ tunes and dolls were 
“ just great” with little more 
than men and beauty on their 
minds. 

The film does |>ose some 
wavering questions about 
frenetic bedding, human cou¬ 
pling and even pre-Watergate 
morality 

But director Hal Ashby, 
perhaps mercifully, opts to 
give his audience a fast, fra¬ 
grant shampoo rather than 
any measured cut, set or 
shape. 

The questions remain un¬ 
answered and we are left at 
the end with a couple of 
doubtful pairings and a du¬ 
biously desolate hero. 

Shampoo is die story of 
George (played by the nifty 
Warren Beatty, who produced 
it and wrote much of it), the 
motorbike-riding Don Juan of 
the select local beauty salon. 

Predictably, he spends a 
minimum amount of his time 
shaping heads and a max¬ 
imum amount bedding bodies. 

George’s more or less regu-.

A&W girl role) but he’s also 
conducting a voracious <on 
her part, at any rate) liai¬ 
son with Felicia <Lee Grant), 
the wife of the myopic hut 
loveable I/ > sier (Jack War¬ 
den). 


lister's mistress is Jackie* 
(Julie Christie) who, in the 
pas(, has also had the beauty 
treatment from George and 
who now has great difficulty 
in keeping him out of her bou¬ 
doir. 

George tries initially with 
the help of Felicia to get 
some of Lester's money to 
help him open his own beairfy 
salon. 

And as a quid pro quo. 
lister, who thinks hair¬ 
stylists must be homosexual, 
patronizingly enlists George's 
help to escort Jackie. 

The movie is set on the Par¬ 
tying evening of the 1968 U.S.

Watergate story

A few years ago Mark Fre¬ 
chette was the star of the film 
Zabriskie Point. Now he is a 
prisoner at the stale correc¬ 
tional institute here serving a 
term for armed robbery of a 
Boston bank on April L’9. 1973. 

'litat was the day former 
president Richard Nixon re¬ 
fused to turn over the Water¬ 
gate tapes to Judge John Siri-

On Saturday night, rie-v 
rhette and a fellow inmate 
who took part in the hank rob¬ 
bery take up the Watergate 
tapes then they put on the 
second performance of a 90- 
minute production by prison¬ 
ers.

Its debut Friday nighl before 
200 prisoners and correction 
officers, re-creates Watergate 
conversations of Nixon and 
some of his top aides. 

Having the prisoners do the 
show was the idea of Thomas 
McCann of Transcripts Film 
Co, of Boston, co-producer of 
the same show performed by 
professional actors and 
shown on television in the 
United States and Cana<yf. 

McCann donated the script 
and the set of his television 
production for the production 
and spent one day a week at 
the institution as a technical 
advisor.

VANCOUVER ICP) 
Fifty-five per cent of 4,000 
striking longshoremen have 
voted to reject a tentative 
agreement with the B.C. Mar¬ 
itime Employers Association, 
prolonging a three-week 
strike at 11 B.C. ports. 

The rejection was an¬ 
nounced Saturday by Interna¬ 
tional Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union repre¬ 
sentatives shortly after more , 
than 300 longshore foremen 
voted to go on strike after 
breaking off their negotiations 
with the employers’ associa¬ 
tion. 

The foremen were to begin 
picketing the 11 ports at 6 
a.in. today. 

Members of the general 
labor and trades component 
of the Public Service Alliance 
voted Friday too reject an 
offer from the federal trea¬ 
sury board. But a PSAC 
spokesman had said the 
weighmen and samplers 
would return to work Monday _ 
if the disputes with the long¬ 
shoremen and the foremen 
were settled. Results or the 
nation-wide tradesmen vote 
are not expected until later in 
the week. 

Longshore spokesman Don 
Garcia wouldn’t say what the 
next step in the contract dis¬ 
pute would be. The agreement 
rejected Saturday was worked 
out with the help of mediator 
Bill Kelly.

JERUSALEM (UPI) — U.S. State Secretary 
Henry Kissinger’s Middle East peace mission failed 
Saturday. He is returning home today to report to 
President Ford and U.S. Congress. 

After 17 days during which Kissinger shuttled 
back-and-forth four times between Egypt and Israel, 
U.S. spokesman Robert Anderson admitted, “Unfor¬ 
tunately, the differences on a number of key issues 
have proved irreconcilable.” 

The chief stumbling block was Israel’s demand 
— and Egypt’s refusal — that Egypt “renounce the 
state of war" in return for a proposed Israeli with¬ 
drawal from the key Midi and Gitla passes and the 
Abu Rudeis oilfield in the Sinai Desert. 

4 Reassessment period ’ 


Anderson left a ray of hope 
by talking of “suspending” 
the negotiations and stated 
I he need for “a period of 
reassessment," but Egypt de¬ 
clared bluntly that Kissinger's 
step-by-step approach to a 
peace settlement “is dead." 

Egypt called for an immedi¬ 
ate reconvening of the full- 
scale peace conference at 
Geneva, Switzerland, where 
the Soviet Union would have a 
say as co-chairman of the 
conference with the United 
States. 


Egypt said Israel’s demand 
for a renunication of the state 
of war was out of line for a 
purely "military" agreement 
and Israel's bringing it up 
was bargaining "in bad 
faith." 

An Israeli spokesman said, 
"From the early stages of the 
negotiations Israel stated its 
readiness to evacuate the 
passes and oilfields in return 
for a renunciation of the state 
of war by Egypt. Egypt re¬ 
fused to renounce the state of 
war and insisted it continue."

Harold Wilson has threatened

ADDIS ABABA (UPD • 
Residents of Omhajer, a town

CIA no longer 
to be trusted 


LONDON (UPI) British 
security officials are becom¬ 
ing increasingly reluctant to 
turn over confidential materi¬ 
al to the U.S. Central In¬ 
telligence Agency following 
the publication of books on 
the CIA by former agents, the 
London Times said today.

WE ARE WORKING less for more. The 
point is inescapable, the figures do not lie 
and through this less-for-more we are all con¬ 
tributing to the decline and fall of Canadian 
market strength. 

During the past couple of decades, manu¬ 
facturing wages have doubled relative to the 
increase in the consumer price index. In 1974 
wages went up by 14.2 per cent, whereas 
there was but a 12 per cent rise in the index 
and, the most important figure of all, show 
that worker production dropped 0.8 per cent 
below the level of the previous year. 

Take it in terms of our trade with other 
countries. We have gone from a trade deficit 
of S'2.3 billion in 1963 to a whopping S10 billion 
in 1974. 

IT DOESN’T TAKE any economic genius 
to digest the results of such a staggering 
increase in our trade deficit. It means we are 
not only pricing ourselves out of the world 
trade niarkei. but our own trade market as 
well. Last season our imports rose by nearly 
35 per cent to a $32 bllion figure, proving, ob¬ 
viously, that other countries can make goods 
cheaper than we can make them. It’s simple 

if Canadian manufacturers cannot control 
their costs, competitors from other countries 
will do the job for us by making our dollar 
worth less on the world rnarkel. 

In case you hadn’t noticed, our dollar has 
been falling for the past eight months. 

COMPARED with the Swiss franc we are 
down 24 per cent. We are down 15 per cent to 
die French franc and even five per cent 
against the British pound. 

These figures, however, seem to be lost on 
hath union and management in their never- 
rnding confrontations. Wage packages in the 
I nited States have been on the order of eight 
to nine per cent, while here in Canada they 
have been, in some instances, as high as 40 
and 50 per cent and anything less than 15 per 
cent is a miracle. And there has been talk 
of certain unions demanding 71 per cent. This 
is not only rampant inflation, it is rampant 
idiocy. 

IT BECOMES the old story df what good 
is two-fifths of nothing. It’s all well and good 
for Canadians to be running ahead of the rest 
of the world in wage settlements, but it 
doesn’t mean a thing if those wage settle¬ 
ments bring about layoffs, closures and loss 
of foreign market trading. 

It becomes even more tragic when the 
Government of our land aids and abets the 
whole race to the moon with it's own un¬ 


checked spending, indeed, by the govern¬ 
ment's vast increase in spending. 

It is shocking enough that government has 
allowed countless bureacracies to grow and 
grow, but doubly shocking that government 
can't even get work out of those bureaucra¬ 
cies. 

THE GOVERNMENT has admitted (and 
not shame-facedly either) that this year it. 
will spend one biHfion dollars on consultant 
work by agencies outside government — the 
private sector. 

This is 18.3 per cent above such spending 
Iasi year and 35.9 per cent greater than in 
1973. 

And, mind you. all this AFTER the gov¬ 
ernment work force had increased 10 per 
cent from 231,000 to 255,000. Literally thou¬ 
sands of them actually find it extremely dif¬ 
ficult to even look busy. They have long since 
given up on fiding things to do and now they 
don't even bother with the pretense of look¬ 
ing busy. 

AND WHAT DO these outside consulting 
people do for that $1 billion? 

Oh they perform many imperative duties 
such as counting trees, such as finding new 
way§ to keep hands warm up there in the 
Arctic, of testing army boots for traction. 

And, heaven help us, for analysing the 
contents of government garbage cans! Put¬ 
ting it bluntly, who-gives-a-danin .jobs, .jobs 
that could be conveniently scrapped without 
any noticeable difference in our way of life. 

But do we hear more than the initial howl 
from a scattered gaggle of opposiion 
members? No sir, they make with the origi¬ 
nal bombast and then sit back and watch the 
money filter away. 

KAY LIN FIS of our town has a petition 
circulating asking government, to do away 
with strikes by forcing labor-management 
antagonists to stay at the bargaining table 
until a contract is hammered out. I prefer 
the final offer system, but no matter, sorrte 
such system must be introduced. 

It is somewhat farcial, you must admit, 
that citizens should be forced into such peti¬ 
tioning positions. Surely those paid to govern 
should be leading the charge to more mean¬ 
ingful. peaceful negotiations, but there is noi 
one single piece of legislation on our books 
today dealing with the subject. Thousands of 
^*~laws, regulations, by-laws, but nothing to 
bring harmony to labor-management proce¬ 
dures. •

But said there was some 
friction now between the two 
agencies. 

"The SIS and, indeed, other- 
friendly intelligence services, 
are beginning to feel the CIA 
can no longer be trusted with 
secrets because defectors 
such as Marchetti and Agee 
are likely to publish them," 
the article said. 

Victor Marchetti and Philip 
Agee are both former CIA 
employees who have pub¬ 
lished books on the American 
agency. 

"There is-also some appre¬ 
hension that they (the se¬ 
crets) could be revealed dur¬ 
ing the course of impending 
congressional investigations 
into the CIA," the Times said.

CHOUMAN, Iraq (Reuteri 

In an atmosphere of de¬ 
spair. the Kurdish rebellion in 
the mountains of northern 
Iraq has effectively col¬ 
lapsed. 

Thousands of Kurdish irreg¬ 
ulars are surrendering their 
Czechoslovak-made rifles and 
Soviet sub-machine-guns at 
the frontier town of Ha.j 
Otnran before crossing into 
Iran. 

‘The fighting is over,” Kur¬ 
dish leader Mullah Mustafa 
Barzani has told the 
lisans: 

At his rapidly-emptying 
headquarters region in Chou¬ 
man Valley, the 72-year-old 
general told reporters: "We 
are alone with no friends. The 
Americans have not proved of 
any help or protection. I think 
dark times are coming." 

As he spoke, tens of thou¬ 
sands of refugees streamed 
northward by truck and jeep 
and on foot, across rain- 
swollen rivers and through 


par- 


the 6.000-foot snow-covered 
border passes. 

The Kurds have been strug¬ 
gling against Baghdad for 
more regional autonomy for 
the last 13 years. The latest 
bout of major fighting began 
a year ago this month, after a 
four-year truce, when the 
Kurds rejected a government 
offer of limited self-rule. 

Kurdish hopes of winning 
more concessions on the bat¬ 
tlefield were suddenly shat¬ 
tered March 6. when Iraq and 
Iran reached a subprise agree¬ 
ment in Algiers to settle their 
iiorder differences by negotia¬ 
tion. 

The Iranians had been giv¬ 
ing the Kurds weapons and 
heavy artillery support from 
across the border. The Bagh¬ 
dad government then offered 
an amnesty to all rebels who 
surrendered before April 1, 
pledging that those who held 
out would be crushed. 

Fighting continued despite a 
ceasefire declared by Bagh¬ 
dad on March 13. 


But the rebellion’s final col¬ 
lapse came last week when 
rumors swept the Chouman 
''alley that tlie Iranians h id 
threatened to help the Iraq 
authorities put down the re¬ 
volt. The decision to end fron¬ 
tal resistance against tlie 
Iraqi armed forces appeared 
to have been made Wednes¬ 
day. 

After the meeting of thf 
Kurdistan Democratic Party 
leadership at Barzani’s moun¬ 
tain headquarters, the Kur¬ 
dish 2nd Army commander, 


Rashid Sindi. told reporters: 
"Al the Pesh Merga (parti¬ 
sans! are going to Iran. 

"If we go to the mountains, 
we can only fight for two or 
three months. Then we have to 
finish. Then it would be worse v 
for our people."

Following a cabinet shuffle 
in Phnom Penh on Friday, 
Cambodian government lead¬ 
ers said their first priority 
was to seek negotiations with 
the rebels who have Ihe capi¬ 
tal surrounded. 

Sihanouk rejected that offer 
and boasted: "The day will 
come when the royal govern¬ 
ment of national union of 
Cambodia, with Samech Penn 
Nouth as prime minister and 
Khieu Samphan as deputy 
prime minister, will be in¬ 
stalled in Phnom Penh, but 
not at the invitation of these 
traitors.”

Senate got out 
of hand—house 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The senate “got out of hand” 
in voting to pump $33.1 billion 
into American pockets and 
cash registers (through tax 
cuts and bonuses, and the 
final bill must be chopped 
back into line, house leaders 
said Saturday. 

A high - ranking White 
House source, meanwhile, 
said President Ford might de¬ 
cide to veto the tax bill if U.S. 
congress sends it to him with 
many costly amendments at¬ 
tached. 

The senate’s bill provides a 
1975 tax break of $40 to $400 
for every taxpayer in the na¬ 
tion — and for some too poor 
to pay taxes — with the larg¬ 
est amounts going to middle 
and lower wage-earners. In 
addition, it calls for one-time 


1974 tax rebates up to $240 per 
taxpayer. 

House and senate negotia¬ 
tors meet Monday morning to 
seek compromise between 
the house’s $19.9 bill and the 
senate's much larger mea¬ 
sure. The senate finished 
work on its bill at 1:52 a.m. 
Saturday after an 18-hour 
marathon session. 

The White House source 
said Ford would await the 
work of the conference com¬ 
mittee before making a final 
decision, but warned: 

“If they are going to blow 
the roof off on spending and 
cut the bottom out on reve¬ 
nues, the president will have 
to consider whether he can ‘go 
for the tax cut bill.

The Popular Democrats’ 
youthful, bedridden leader, 
Francisco Cameiro, issued a 
statement: rejecting the mili¬ 
tary rulers’ plan to guide the 
country’s political future. 

Meanwhile, Communists 
and centre-leftists exchanged 
mutual recriminations over 


street violence in the northern 
city of Oporto Friday night. 
The Communists said the in¬ 
cidents had completely jus¬ 
tified their objections to the 
Popular Democrats remaining 
in the government coalition. 

In the toughest criticism of 
the armed forces’ growing su¬ 
premacy yet made by any 
Portuguese politician, the 
Popular Democrat leader said 
it is inconceivable that the 
constituent assembly to be 
elected next month should be 
subject to any kind of leader¬ 
ship not deriving from a pop¬ 
ular vote.

Ijy the Japanese firm that wishes 
to build a steel mill in the province. 

And T. C. Douglas, NDP mem- 
Iter of Parliament for Nanaimo- 
The Islands, wrote: . . it would 
seem that a decision on the location 
of the steel mill is still some dis¬ 
tance in the future and there 
would appear to be no cause for 
immediate concern."

Only two weeks ago at a 
public meeting conducted by 
the commissiQn, several 
groups involved in the use of 
Echo Centre, the city’s com¬ 
plex of meeting rooms, swim¬ 
ming pool, library and muse¬ 
um. voiced their objections to 
a projxtsed 20 per cent in¬ 
crease in the fees charged for 
use of the facility. 

Several groups in the arts 
and crafts claimed that the 
increase would make use of 
the building for they* * meet¬ 
ings and other functions vir¬ 
tually impossible. 

It was announced at the 
parks and recreation monthly 
meeting last week that while 
other fees for use of such 
huildings as the Community 
Area and Glcnwood Centre 
would be increased, user- 
groups at Echo will pay the 
same rates they do now or. in 
some cases, continue to use 
the building for free. 

Paul Squires, president of 
the Community Arts Council, 
the umbrella organization of 
the cultural groups, said he 
w.as "well satisfied” with the 
decision. 

“I think the commission 
ha* shown a very reasonable 
and understanding; attitude in 
the matter.” Squires said. 
We frankly couldn't have con¬ 
tinued at Echo with the 20 per 
cent increase and I think now 
that the groups who had al¬ 
ready abandoned use of the 
building because of the fee 
issue will very likely take a 
second look.” 

However, private rcn'tal 
rates will be increased. 

Rental of the swimming 
pool will, for instance, iump 
from $20 an hour lo $25 for 
private users. The sauna, 
fitness room and whirlpool will 
cost $1.50 a visit. 

.Minor sports. organizations 
will pay 25 per cent more for 
the use of the arena, and 
there will be increases in the 
individual admission prices 
charged at public skating, 
outdoor swimming and roller 
skating.

Rec group wants educational television 


Establishment of an eduta 
tional television service, and 
government management of 
resources on crown lands oc- 
upied by forest companies, 
were among the recommen¬ 
dations that came from a day¬ 
long conference on recrea¬ 
tional use of wildlands held at 
Camosun College Saturday. 

The conference, sponsored 
h\ B.C. outdtxu* recreation or¬ 
ganizations • in cooperation 
with the college, was one of 
six being held throughout the 
province as a prelude- to a 


major provincial conference 
at the B.C. Institute of Tech¬ 
nology April 12-13. 

Its 55 delegates discussed a 
variety of environmental and 
recreation concerns during 
workshop sessions and 
reached general agreement 
on several recommendations, 
including' the proposal that 
recreationists urge the federal 
government to establish an 
educational television service 
in Victoria. 

Educational television, a. - 
cording to a report presented 


at the conference, is a good 
way of "making the public 
more aware of environmental 
problems and issues and of 
showing recreation program¬ 
ming." 

Members of recreation or-' 
ganizations were urged to 
write the r Caijadian Radio- 
Television Commission urging 
that this service he made 
available. 

One of the workshop groups 
recommended that the provin¬ 
cial government assume the 
responsibility of managing re¬ 


sources on crown lands being 
used by the forest industry. 

The group’s re|x»rt slated: 

“When forest companies 
were originally given tenure 
over crown lands only the 
management of timber was 
considered. Now with the 
growing realization that other 
values such as fish, wildlife 
and recreation must also he 
considered, there is the ques¬ 
tion of who is responsible for 
this management. 

" . . Forest companies are 
tinstiiied to accept these new 


management problems since 
a basic conflict of interest is 
involved.” 

Rather than expect the in¬ 
dustry to spend money on 
management of these re- 
sou r c e s , the government 
should tax the companies an?i 
have a government agency 
perform that role, the group 
suggested. 

Other recommendations, 
which will he discussed fur¬ 
ther at the provincial cori- 
fcrcnce. were: 

• Increased advertising by 


recreation clubs of outdoor 
safety practices. 

• Support for regional col¬ 
lege outdoor education pro¬ 
grams and more outdoor ac¬ 
tivities in nublic school system 

• Establishment of a pro¬ 
vincial association of recrea¬ 
tion organizations. 

• Creation of an outdoor 
recreation branch of the pro¬ 
vincial department of recrea¬ 
tion and conservation.

Harbor tests to determine 
if shellfish can be taken 


The president of the United 
Fishermen and Allied 
Workers’ Union has blamed 
the federal government and 
fishing companies for the di¬ 
sasters which have struck 
B.C. fishing boats since the 
herring season opened a week 
ago. 

Homer Stevens said Satur¬ 
day that for 20 years fishing 
companies have fought the 
union’s attempts to get legis¬ 
lation providing more strin¬ 
gent safety regulations for 
fishing vessels. He also said 
there is inadequate enforce¬ 
ment of existing regulations 
and too many exemptions for 
fishing boats under the Cana¬ 
da Shipping Act. 

Stevens suggested one way 
to make fishing vessels more 
seaworthy is to install Vnore 
bulkheads. He said many re¬ 
cent capsizing* and sinkings 
were caused by the load of 
herring shifting, and addi¬ 
tional bulkheads would pre¬ 
vent this. 

A Vancouver fisherman, 
who said he did not want to 
be identified, said in a tele¬ 
phone interview Saturday that 
the blame for recent sinkings 
and capsizings cannot be put 
on the government or fishing 
companies. 

“We have some damn fine 
fishermen on this coast but 
accidents sometimes hap¬ 
pen.” 

He added that 1 ' an exception¬ 
al numlx-r of mishaps have 
occurred this season, proba¬ 
bly because fisherman are 
trying to make up for time 
lost during the strike by 
members of the United Fi¬ 
shermen’s and Allied Workers 
Union. 

Fishermen’s "eyes are big¬ 
ger than their boats." he said, 
claiming that it is when boats 


are overloaded or loads poor¬ 
ly stored that fish loads shift. 

There are always a certain 
number of sinkings in every 
fishing season, he said and 
this year's weather has been 
particularly poor, adding to 
the risk of accidents. 

At least nine fishing boats 
have sunk or capsized since 
the herring season opened be¬ 
latedly Sunday. 

The most recent sinking 
was the 129-foot Pacific Ven¬

LADYSMITH The first 
week of a six-week study >n 
ihe acceptability of shell¬ 
fishing in Ladysmith harbor is 
complete, and so for the re¬ 
sults look good. 

Bruce Kay. a bacteriologist 
for the federal Environmental 
Protection Branch in Van¬ 
couver. said Friday the bacte¬ 
rial contamination which 
• Josed the harbor to shell- 
fishing in 1970 has diminished. 

Shellfish closures, such as 
the one imposed in Ladysmith 
by the federal health depart¬ 
ment. are usually the result of 
bacterial contamination from 
domestic, municipal and in¬ 
dustrial sewage discharges. 

In 1970. when Ladysmith 
harbor was closed to shell- 
fishing. it was one of the main 
production areas of the com¬ 
mercial oyster industry in the 
province. 

There were about 10 oyster 
leases in the harbor and vicin¬ 
ity. covering a total of ap¬ 
proximately 200 acres. 

The main source of pollu¬ 
tion at that time was an es- 
timaied daily discharge into 
the inner harbor of 350.000 
gallons of raw sewage front 
the 2,400 persons living in 
Ladysmith. 

The town has since made 
improvements in its sewage 
treatment and a ehlorinator 
was added last June. 

Kay said this has most like¬ 
ly improved the waters on one 
side of the harbor. “Tbe jxts- 
sihility of an overflow into the 
harbor of raw sewage hasn’t 
been completely eliminated.” 
said Kay. who indicated the 
treatment plant is working at 
maximum capacity and a 
heavy rain could result in an 
overflow. 

The bacteriological stan¬ 
dards for shellfish-growing 
waters which Kay and his 
three associates are looking 
for is based on fecal coliform 
levels in the water. 

Fecal coliform organisms 
are normally found in the 
intestines and feces of man 
and warm-blooded animals 
and provide a convenient in¬ 
dicator of recent bacterial 
pollution. 

Their presence also 
suggests thal other harmful 
bacteria and viruses may be 
present in the water. 

'The danger is particularly'

acute in shellfish-growing 
waters because clams, 
oysters and mussels can con¬ 
centrate bacteria and oiher 
materials to high levels.” Kay 
said. 

"The concentration of fecal 
coliforms in oysters can be 10 
to 100 times grealer than that 
found in surrounding w aters.” 

The method Kay and lab 
technician Marvin Gaertner 
use % count the fecal coil- 
forms is a statistical proce¬ 
dure. 

Various amounts of sea¬ 
water samples are taken by- 


engineering technicians Don 
Arney and Ken Cooper from 
areas where there is a poten¬ 
tial pollution problem. 

These samples are added to 
lubes of bacteriological cul¬ 
ture, packed Iff ice. and taken 
back to the environment de¬ 
partment’s mobile lab at-the 
Sandy Beach Motel in Lady- 
smith, where they are in¬ 
cubated for 24 to 18 hours. 

Normally. 10 io IS water 
samples are collected at each 
sample station over a period 
of three or four weeks and the 
coliform count is determined. 


"If thfs exceeds a certain 
v alue, the area in the vicinity 
of the sample point is consid¬ 
ered unsafe for the harvesting 
of shellfish." said Kay. who 
remains optimistic that the 
results from the study will 
eventually open the harbor. 

The environment depart¬ 
ment crew will also conduct 
tests at nearby Boulder Bluff 
and Yellow Point while they 
are in the area. The provin¬ 
cial recreation department is 
trying to establish oyster beds 
in these locations for eventual, 
public consumption.

house project for low-income 
families. 

The project was the first of 
three which are planned for 
the same district in mid-town 
Port Albemi under the provin¬ 
cial government’s plan to in¬ 
crease rental units in the 
province. 

A second 16-unit develop¬ 
ment was planned across the 
street from the'site on which 
David Ross Developments 
was to begin construction, and 
a 10-unit project was planned 
for a site three blocks away. 

All were to be built by pri¬ 


vate contractors for the go¬ 
vernment-owned Dunhill Dev¬ 
elopment Corp. Ltd. and were 
to be rented by the B.C. Hous¬ 
ing Management Commission 
to “deserving tenants." 

The residents’ group had al¬ 
ready voiced objections to the 
plan, backed by a 75-name pe¬ 
tition, at a public hearing on 
the projects. City manager 
Jim Sawyer had assured them 
a hearing at council before 
work was begun. 

Group spokesman David 
Lowe outlined for council the 
objections listed in the peti¬ 
tion. 

These included hick of edu¬ 
cational facilities in the area 
for the 64 or more children es¬ 
timated to be coming into the 
two major projects. 

The Glenwood elementary 
school, which serves the area, 


is almost overcrowded now, 
he said, and such an influx 
would make necessary expan¬ 
sion of the school to maintain 
a reasonable teacher-pupil 
ratio and normal amenities. 

Roger Street, on which the 
new units were to be built, is 
a main thoroughfare and al¬ 
ready has a traffic problem, 
he said. It is not suitable for 
children or as a parking site 
for visitors or tenants of the 
proposed project. 

Since there is already a 
16-family housing develop¬ 
ment in the same area, the 
new projects would cause a 
“super-saturation" of this 
type of housing in the district 
and a “concentration and iso¬ 
lation” of low-income fami¬ 
lies, he said. 

The residents could see no 
reason why such projects 


could not be spread around 
the city. 

“We don’t want council to 
interpret this as an objection 
to such housing, or a denial of 
the need for it," Lowe said, 
"but bringing all such units 
and this type of tenant into 
one district brings about a 
clique situation and will 
change the whole tone of the 
community.” 

Other speakers in the dele¬ 
gation said the price per unit 
of the new plan seemed exor¬ 
bitant at $16,800, and the den¬ 
sity of the project seemed 
more appropriate for a city 
like Vancouver, where land 
Was at a premium. 

When the motion came <to 
pass the necessary rezoning 
bylaw to allow the construc¬ 
tion begin, council tabled it 
for further Investigation.

In the case of Rolfe, it could mean the end of a 
career because his ankle break was a serious one . . . 

B.C. LIONS haven't accomplished much of late but last 
year they did provide 65 per cent of the gross revenue the Pa¬ 
cific National Exhibition received for the use of Empire Sta¬ 
dium. The Lions paid $197,015 and helped the PNE show its 
biggest-ever profit — an impressive $1,423,610. Vancouver 
Canucks and Vancouver Blazers between them paid $590,653 
for use of Pacific Coliseum, butt the big item for the PNE 
was the net of $418,686 from monies received from the 
B.C. Jockey Club for the use of Exhibition Park . . . 
the London Metro team which won the B.C. junior 
men’s basketball championship and finished third in 
the Canadian playoff is sponsored by the London Boxing Club 
and the Metropolitan United Church, and not. as was report¬ 
ed, by an automobile company ... a junior hockey team for 
next season is possible for Courtenay-Comox, and there was 
mention of entry in the B.C. league . . .

Then 
there is an $800 elephant-hide club bag, and elephant-hide 
head covers, a fibre-glass umbrella, a cashmere sweater and 
vest and other expensive clothing.

There was universal agree¬ 
ment that the Capitals are 
bad enough to turn any stom¬ 
ach bad. They are a National 
League horror story which is 
getting worse with each ap¬ 
pearance. 

Sullivan got a victory out of 
his charges in his second 
game. B u t they lost the other 
16 and they certainly set a 
record likely never to be 


matched by equalling the 
NHL record of 15 consecutive 
defeats during the 17 games 
that Sullivan was their coach. 

The 15th in that string came 
Saturday night when Boston 
Bruins, led by Bobby Orr with 
three goals and an assist, 
handed out an 8-2 thumping. 
The record of 15 straight 
losses was set during the 
1930-31 season by the long- 
defcnct Philadelphia Quakers. 

But that’s not all the first- 


season Caps ahve to their 
record. They’ve lost more 
games in one season than any 
club before them ever did — 
the nember is 62 and there 
seven games left in which to 
add to that. 

They also have seven 
games to add to their record 
of allowing the most goals in 
one season. It stands at 403, 
and the closest to that was the 
347 goals New York Islanders 
allowed in their first season. 


And then there’s that record 
away from home. If anyone 
should think 6-26-5 on home 
ice isn’t much of a showing, 
it’s spectacular to what the 
Capitals have done away from 
home. They’ve played S6 
games on the road, and in a 
record-setting performance 
hae vlost every one of them, 
allowing 229 goals and scoring 
only 72. 

There could be other 


records, too. The Capitals 
have allowed 86 power-play 
go'als and have been scored 
on 15 times while on a power 
play. 

Sullivan is going back to 
scouting because, general 
manager Milt Schmidt says, 
it’s important to make good 
use of the first draft choice . 
their play has given the Capi¬ 
tals. It might have been easi¬ 
er to stay behind the bench. 


Imlach’s fondest hope 
given boost by Leafs 


Punch Imlach is closing in 
on the thing he wants most, 
and there is a delicious irony 
in the development that the 
team giving him the biggest 
helping hand is the Toronto 
Maple Leafs. 

Summarily fired from the 
team he coached to four Stan¬ 
ley Cups in six seasons, Im¬ 
lach has come all the way 
back with Buffalo Sabres, who 
this season have developed 
into a bona fide National 
Hockey League power. 

With a division cham¬ 
pionship locked up, Imlach, 
who relinquished coaching 
duties three seasons ago to 
concentrate on managing, 
wants nothing more than to 
finish the season with the most 
points. It’s not so much be¬ 
cause that would give his club 
home-ice advantage in every 
playoff series as it is the 
proof that he can succeed 
with a club built from youth. 

The club he has to beat out 
is Montreal Canadiens, and an 
advance was made Saturday 
night when the Sabres han¬ 
dled Kansas City Scouts, 4-2, 
while the Leafs took 6-4 care 
of Canadiens. 

That left the Sabres with 
105 points from 73 games and 
Canadiens two points behind 
with a game in hand. 

Leafs, who did a lot of 
stumbling before getting 
righted late in the season, 
continued their fine play 
against the Norris Division 
leaders. They stayed on top of 
their checks, for most of the 
game and alertly took advan¬ 
tage of many of the lapses 


their forcing play produced. 

A solid second period took 
the Leafs from 2-2 to 5-3, and 
they turned the game a sec¬ 
ond time with an opportunis¬ 
tic third-period goal just when 
it seemed Canadiens w*ere 
going to salvage at least a tie.

Levi tells society: 

B.C. not replacing 
Volunteer workers 


The provincial government 
has no intention of trying to 
remove the role of the volun¬ 
teer worker. Human Resource 
Minister Norman Levi told 
members of the Victoria and 
Vancouver Island Multiple 
Sclerosis Society Saturday. 

“A lot of impetus for 
change in human sendee ef¬ 
fort comes from the volun¬ 
teers,” said Levi. 

"We have no illusions as a 
government that we can take 
over and do the kind of work 
so many of you do. 

It is not something we 
ever want to see happen. 

"What we do w#mt to see is 
that when you have worked 


and proved out a scheme then 
you can come to us and we 
wiU^und you, because all of 
these programs become more 
expensive as they become 
more successful.” 

The government, said Levi, 
is committed to the concept 
that people should always be 
able to live within their home 
communities. 

"If they have to live in spe¬ 
cial types of accommodation 
that is fine, but we would like 
to reduce the amount of insti¬ 
tutionalization. 

“We are prepared to change 
rules so we can have people 
live outside the extensive care 
situation. 


UVic blood clinics 
best in 12 years 

Students and staff donors at the University of 
Victoria last week made a three-day campus blood 
donor clinic the best in 12 years. 

G. D. Savage, supervisor of Victoria blood 
donor panels, said 893 units were collected, a record 
exceeded only by a clinic held at the campus in 
1963. Total units collected for the month are 1,141, 
according to Savage, a safe margin as approximately 
30 units a day are needed by Victoria hospitals. 


"We are prepared to change 
regulations so people can 
function in group home situa¬ 
tions," he said. 

"But this is not based on 
any idea that there is some 
cost saving here, because 
there isn't. 

"It is far more expensive to 
go to the community i\>ute but 
that is tlie only route to go if 
we are going to reduce institu¬ 
tionalization in a whole range 
of fields. It is also more reli¬ 
able and more humane and it 
is the way people should have 
an opporunity to live.” 

The government has faced 
opposition to the changes, 
simply because people do not 
like to change their ways, and 
because changes are expen¬ 
sive since the old system has 
to be maintained while build¬ 
ing the new one. 

Levi defended his depart¬ 
ment’s growing budget, which 
this year is estimated at S516 
milliori, up from an estimated 
$284 million which grew to 
$384 million actual expendi¬ 
tures last year. 

The bulk of the money, he 
said, is spent on Mincome, 
Pharmacare, day care and 
special services for children, 
chronic care, and special pro¬ 
grams for the handicapped 
and retarded.

Time was when each lady and 
gentleman at a dance had a pro¬ 
gram, usually very fancy, with pic¬ 
tures of hearts and flowers, the 
name of the home or hall where 
the dance was held and the date. 

A gentleman asked a lady if he may have the 
honor of dancing with her, and, on her coy accep¬ 
tance, she handed her program to him. He filled 
in his name on her program, and wrote her 
name on his; sometimes it was impossible to 
match up the numbers—and that was looked upon 
fis a great disappointment, and promises were 
made that they wxxild get together well in ad¬ 
vance of the next dance. 

The lady who did not have a full program at 
least 10 minutes before the ball started was 
looked upon as a wallflower, and so was humiliat¬ 
ed. 

* ★ ★ 

If she had vacant numbers on her program 
she absented herself for the nonce in the powder 
room, pretending to feel faint, as, well, indeed, 
she might have been. 

And, so ’tis said, that if .a certain young lady 
wished to snub a certain young gentleman, she 
was nowhere to be found when that certain dance 
number came up. 

No one looked upon this as bad manners the 
young gentleman in question had to be taught a 
lesson—whatever that lesson may have been I do 
not know. 

I would often think he didn't know the reason 
tor the snub, only that he was, for some mysteri¬ 
ous female reason, persona non grata with that 
certain young lady. 

But—if a gentleman went missing, and left a 
young lady waiting, he was looked upon as a lout 
or a drunk, and he was not again invited into 
polite society.

One of these programs at Craigdarroch is 
from Holly bonk, and is dated Oct. If, 1890. 

Holly bank was on Humboldt Street, facing 
Beacon Hill Park, where the housing for the blind 
2 £ today. 

It was the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Paterson Rithet, he the 1885 Mayor of Victoria, 
and member of the legislature when the present 
legislative buildings were opened in 1898. 

Mrs. Rithet was Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alexander Munro, and a belle, of early 
Victoria, who lived at Hollybank 75 years, dying 
There in the early 1950s when she was more than 
100 . 

She outlived her daughter Gertrude, Mrs. 
Lawrence Fenge and sons Jack and Edward. 

Mrs. Rither's sisters were Mrs. Keith Wilson 
ami Mrs. John Waring.

Let's see what they danced that night at 
Hollybank, 85 years ago: 

The Lancers; waltz, Southern Breeze; waltz, 
The Old home; Polka—Hulton; waltz Sharp; 
waltz—Cynisca; Polka—P. and O.; waltz, Time 

Sunday, March 23, 1973 
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Alone; Schottische; Polka- Bella Boeca: waltz - 
Myosotis; waltz—Gloire de Dijon; Mazurka 
Liquid Gem; waltz-Dream Faces; Polka Black 
and Tan; waltz Mon Reve; Sir Roger de Cover- 
ley. 

The widowed Mrs. Robert Duns mu ir, then liv¬ 
ing at Craigdarroch, and her daughter-in-law, 
Mrs. James Dunsmuir, who was then at Burleith 
on the Craigflower Road, gave a ball Nov. 17, 
1892 at the Assembly Rooms on Port Street. 

TT)e program bore the name Craigdarroch 
and Burleith. 

One wonders why, with mansions like Craig¬ 
darroch and Burleith at their disposal, the Duns- 
muir ladies gave the ball in a hall. 

There must have ben a reason, but, alas, we 
shall never know now. Perhaps their maids re¬ 
fused to work overtime. 


Sept. 21 of 1897 there was a boll at Craigdar¬ 
roch, but no mention of it in the newspapers, 
which also is somewhat of a mystery, for it must 
have been a grand affair.

Tlie only ones I recognize are L’Estudiantina 
and After the Ball and—I didn’t like the racial 
overtones of some of those numbers mentioned 
above. 

There was a ball at Burleith Nov. 11, 18%. 
when among the tunes played were Shop Girl, 
Alamo, The Tin-Gee, Washington Post, Dancing 
in the Bam, King Cotton, Wine, Women and Song. 

There was another ball at Craigdarroch Aug. 
A, 1898. Yet another Craigdarroch program is 
dated Oct. 27—but no year is given. 

One of the programs now at Craigdarroch 
came from Ashnola, the home on Gorge waters of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nothing Pinckney Snowden, the lat¬ 
ter, Emily, a Robert Dunsmuir daughter. 

Ashnola was later Sissinghurat, the home for 
many years of Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Crow Baker, 
he a long time Vfctoria MP. 

It became the original wing of Gorge Hospi¬ 
tal, and was tom down a few years ago to make 
room for a new wing. 


The tower should have been preserved, but, 
of course, it was not, because of lack of imagina¬ 
tion and carelessness. 

There are two Fairview dance programs - 
Aug. 12,1887, and Aug. 12, 1888. 

Fairview was the James Bay residence of the 
Robert Dunsmuirs, where he died in April of 1889. 
and from where she moved to Craigdarroch in 
1890. 

There's a Government House program doled 
Sept. 23, 1892, to mark the end of the term of 


Lieutenant-Governor Hugh Nelson, who was fol¬ 
lowed by Edgar Dewdney. 

A nice custom—dance programs, a custom 
that had all but disappeared by the mid-1920s. It 

went out with the fan. 

“They’d certainly tic you down, those pro¬ 
grams," said one modem young lady as she 
looked at the dEince programs at Craigdarroch - 
fascinating bits and pieces of our history. 

Oh—I forgot to mention each program came 
equipped with a tiny pencil, tied to the program 

with a silken string. 


Another interesting souv enir now at Craigdar¬ 
roch is a parchment diploma awarded to Mary 
Jean Dunsmuir by Mills Seminary in California, 
rhe famous school for the daughters of the rich. 

It is dated 1881, and signed by J. E. Dvvinnel], 
president, Board of Directors and C. T. Mills, 
principal. 

The citation says: “This is to certify that 
Miss Mar Jean Dunsmuir has completed the 
course of study at Mills Seminary, and by her at¬ 
tainments and correct deportment is entitled to 
this Testimonial." 

Mary Jean Dunsmuir, fourth daughter of the 
Robert Dunsmuirs was married at Fail-view in 
1885 to Henry Croft, one erf her father's top aides 
in the coal mining business, and a member of the 
legislature; Crofton, up-Island, was named for 
him. 

The Crofts built Mount Adelaide, high on a 
bluff overlooking the harbor, just off the Esqui¬ 
mau Road. 


After Mrs. Croft's death in 1928 Mount Ade¬ 
laide became the home of Colonist proprietor J. 
S. H. Matson, and when his widow died in 1957 it 
went to the Salvation Army, a gift of the Matson 
family. 

The enormous house was tom down, and up 
went the Salvation Army's Matson Lodge of 
today. 

Ernestine Schumann-IIeink, the great Ger- 
man-bom American contralto, after a concert at 
the old Victoria Theatre, in 1910, went to Mount 
Adelaide for a midnight supper, and she sane 
there, and autographed the grand piano, which 
was sold at auction in 1957. 

One wonders where it Is now'. 

Those days make up a glamorous era in the 
history of Victoria’s high society -as these people 
were then called. 

★ ★ ★ 

For more than 50 years Dunsmuir invitations 
were eagerly sought and much prized. What with 
16 daughters, in two generations, die Dunsmuirs 
were leaders in Victoria’s society, fashion and 
what’s called culture—music and the arts and all 
that, with charity events and politics thrown in 
for good measure. 

That era capie to an end with the death in 
1938 of Mrs. James Dunsmuir at Hatley Park, the 
guest register of which is now in the Prov incial 
Archives. 

It contains the signature of Winston Churchill, 
1929. 

It was the custom, in that era, for distin¬ 
guished visitors to pay a call on Mrs. James at 
Hatley.

Palace to see the Queen.

This summer, with the help « t other*" .?<••»!•>- 
gists, he will offer western Canada’s first 10-week 
work-study” course in ec«Vo^crt1b^sound living 
and farming methods. v \ 

Recently I traveiled l the l2*Am;!es jiji t«* Den¬ 
man to see the site for mvselnand t*> tTftk-wotp 
►ne of the co-ordinators 

His name is Tom Lang. 1-651104 zoology gra-1- 
iate who could fine no reality in rat research or 
California corporate farming, two endeavors he 
r .ried after obtaining his degree. 

Perhaps that is why he spoke so enthus*- 
istically about what he hoped would become real- 
itv in a water-logged Denman Island field. 

The windmill will l*? built there, directly 
•ver the pump.” he said, .indicating an ancient 
hand pump in the middle of the 10-acre field 

He went on to explain that the windmill, 
designed by Jim Bohlen. who is also a meehani- 
al engineer, will be 40 feet high with a sail diam¬ 
eter of 25 feet large entxigh to catch even i 
hve-mile-an-hour wind, ft is to be a major protect 
for this year's summer course and will pump 
•water both for domestic use and to irrigate *he 
farm’s vegetable gardens during Denman's arid 
summer months. 

Eventually wind energy will also l>e used to 
trickle charge” 12-volt batteries *1 knew techno- 
logy wasn't all bad» for reading lights and may 
even run a saw to cut lumber

That is. a dome-like structure, framed with 
two by fours set at 45 degree angles to the floor 
instead of the conventional vertical framing rf a 
square house. . 

The wall framing tVaans 10 triangles, produc¬ 
ing a house which is roughly round with a 16-p»>t 
diameter. The roof is made up of five similar tri¬ 
angles. and the whole thing is covered w-ith 
»pruce pianks and tar paper 

That afternoon it was tteafed I>y i small metal 
stove to a temf-erature every' bit as comfortable 
as a city home. 

T!te impressive part is die d**me t--ok two men 
>nly two weeks to build and cost &500 for all ma¬ 
terials. 

Tom explains the dome will take an additional 
$400 to insulate, install glass instead of plastic, 
cod add a loft ami entranceway 

But Jim Eohlen is the expert in that field 
and he'll be teaching both dome building for hous¬ 
ing and small-scale natural energy utilization.” 

We went on t<> tu*k a 1 tout all the projects the 
will be involve l in vith six to 10 students in 


a program running from mid-June through 
August. 

For the sake c*f brevity I list the ones l have 
not already mentioned: 

Planning and care of an organic vegetable 
garden to provide For four people for L? months 

-Food preservation by dehydration, canning 
and smokmg. 

A greenhouse. 

—A parabolic cooker, a hot water hearer. 

- Bee keeping. 

- Proper use of tools. 

-Lectures on applied ecology, bask-, soil 
science, climatology, nutrition. 

Tom emphasized the students' needs and 
ideas could and would be worked inror the pro¬ 
gram . 

Ideally each student after the course should 
be able to create a near self-sufficient svstem 
which is in harmony with the environment. 

Finally, what must the student provide? 

Each must bring his own tent, as the only 


structures on the land are three small domes 
which can not accommodate everyone. 

The fee is $900 for the 10-week course. This 
goes towards food, a set of toils for. each student, 
text books, transportation (students are asked not 
to bring cars,, instructors' salaries, and project 
materials. 

Perhaps the farm organizers are naive in 
thinking the aveage person will be able to afford 
$900 for the sort of instruction they offer 

Also should a person desiring such knowledge 
have to pay that price? Is it a good deal? 

I suppose the first students in a new school 
are in a way the subsidizers: they are the patrons 
ot that school. 

It seems that without government or ether 
outside funding the Greenpeace Farm can not get 
off the ground without a hefty fee in its first yeVr. 

I think the cause is worths : the sacrifice is 
up to you.

Every Thursday afternoon, from 
September to the end of April each 
year, a gathering of gals, or ladies 
or women, 40 in number, meet 
without fail at Cush's Bowladrome 
in Esquimalt, for what has to be 
one of the most exciting inter¬ 
ludes in the weekly round of their 
Victorian lives. 

The gathering ,is made up of the hilarious 
members of The Better Halves, whose origin is 
steeped in the wild and fearful atmosphere of 
tragedy, disfigurement and loss of limb subse¬ 
quent fo the. Armistice following the First World 
War. 

Seeking a short period of relief from the daily 
household chores and the long strains of tending 
to the comforts of disabled husband amputees, a 
few wives finally got together, some years later, 
and — brave souls decided to go bowling. This 
was in the days when alley bowling was not con¬ 
sidered the thing to do in nice feminine circles. 

Looking around for a suitable title for their 
at that time unusual diversion, these ouigoing, 
forward looking wives of The stay-at-home soldier 
amputees decided that The Belter Halves would 
best suit their purpose. 

And so, in the fall of 1031, Hie new femi¬ 
nine Ixmling league eame Info being. It in 
now the longest continuous running U«die* 
bowling league in XV«**tcrw ftunadu. PianiMj’, 


too. in all 4 wnada. Mrs. Martha Prcvnst, of 
3100, Lkw Terre**-, Victoria is the president 
and long-time secretary of the Belter Halve* 
Howling -l^engHe. "t'all me. Mart,*’ slw 
laughed. “All the girls do.*’ 

At 70-plus, Mart, a smiling, abUd-ciifoen type 
with a no-nonsense outlook on life, is an energet¬ 
ic. invigorat^lg lady. She told me some ol ihe 
early h story of the* B-H B League, and the 
secret of their continuity. 

•'First off.'* she said, "we all Jove bowling **n 
our Thursday afternoons. For one thine, throwing 
a bowling ball down an alley is more tun than 
pushing a vacuum cleaner, over a living room 
carpet.”

When the Better Halves began their howling 
in 1931. they started off at ihe Arcade Bowling 
alleys in the basement of the Pemberton Building 
now called the Yarrow. The original members, of 
whom only five are around today, belonged to the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the War Amputees Associa¬ 
tion. 

There were only 20 bowlers in the begin¬ 
ning.” said Mart., ’made up of five teams of lour 
members each. Thai was because ihcre were only 
five lanes in the old Pemberton basement alley, 
li wasn't a fancy, bright or well-equipped place. 
I.Vtwn a few cement steps, and into a low cement 
walled basement with all sorts of clanging and 
gurgling hot .water pipes, crawling along the 
walls and hugging the ceiling. To the feminine 


eye, long wisps of hanging cobwebs, festooning 
the pipes. were u diffraction «r>ly t» lie overcome 
by keeping n level eye on the pins at the ends of 
the alleys." 

Hundred* of X b-torL’i women have bow led 
with the amputee* Hotter Halves, over the 
years. Dropouts have been numerous for In¬ 
numerable reason*. "Why,** said Marl, 
"when we first started bowl lag, there were 
women dropped out fo liave liable*. If you 
please. Then, they would return. But that 
«I<H-Nii't happen anymore," she finished with a 
laugh. Tile Belter Halves stayed with the 
Arcade alleys until 1W«, uhen lljey moved to 
Gibson's Bowladrome on late* Street. They 
remained there until a couple of years ago 
when tile alb*vs were done away with. The 
lining nvvay with, was a. surprise to most. 
When Mart Prevost returned from a visit to 
Talm Springs, and heard of the knocking 
down, she erupted; "No howling allev. 
Heaven* to Betsy! where are we going to 
ImiwI now." 

The Gibson Bowladrome was a vast improve¬ 
ment over the Arcade. Extremely popular in itf 
day, too. 

Mart remembers Thai when the Better Halves 
began their long association with Gibson’s, the 
bowladrome had 74) alleys up. 10 alloys down, 
letter, it beenmc extended 1o 20 up. 20 down 
"And now. it's nothing." She shook her head 
sadly. 

Every business place in town, from thv 
legislative buildings down, had a bowling league 
in those days," she continued. 'Our league, the 
Belter Halves, got a retaliation of being a snooty 
bunch, because it wasn’t easy to get into. But 
membership was all done by word of mouth. One 
of our girls would quit. She'd mention a friend of 
hers who wished to tom And that was it. We 
weren’t snooty: we weren’t unfriendly. We just 
stuck together." 

Originally. the Belter Halve* had five 
ten mi* of four bowlers. A readjustment wax in 
order when 1 hey moved to Gibson’s and 
bowled under the new rule* which called for 
live bowlers on e:i«4» team. The Better Halve* 
expanded to eight" teams of five each. Total 
membership. 10. It lias remained steadfast at 
that number to tbi* present day. 

Some wet. windy «-i just cold Victoria Thi»v‘- 
dav nfiernoons. tlx odd old fellow, with nothin. 
dse to do but find a warm place to pass an hour, 
would wander in and watch the lady bowlers, 
much to tlie discomfort of some of them. "Th is 
used to hut her some • the more self-conscious 
ones." smiled Mart. "They would mutter among 
themselves What arc they doing, standing there 
watching us for.’ " 

Two years ago, on ihe demise of Gibson s 
Bowladrome, the Belter Halves moved to Cush's 
Rowl-A-Golf Lanes. at 1225 Esquimalt, a friendly 
homey spot, very suitable for the activities of 
these gregarious ladies. 

The rules of the Better Halves are quite sini-. 
pie. The entrance fee is 57, and 52 is collected 
from each bowler before the weekly games start 
Mart Provost remembers when the price was 
cents a game. 

Martha Pievost is the king-pin of thi* 
league. For many .tears novr, she ha* ar¬ 
ranged the make-up of the eight teams at the 
loginning of each sen non, no that the bowling 
average of each team is alike, give or take a 
lev* pins. This makes for even scoring, com¬ 
petitive games, and prevents the stacking of 
any team with above everage bowlers. Thu*, 
no (IKneushut. 

"Every Thursday ahernoon, without fail, rair 
or shine,” Mart explained, the girls find the r 
way 1o Cush's. They just keep that afternoon as 
h day apart. If anyone asks one of them to attend 
a tea party or any function, they say they can 
oumo any day but a Thuj-sday. I’ve done it myself 
fv*r all of 4-1 years."’ 

The age group «*f the Better Halve* 
ranges from 4* through the. 70s. Grand 
mothers are in it. anti there is at least one 
g rea f • g r andmothe r. 

The fun in infectious among these women 
Martha tells <»f one wonderful old dear, a liny lit¬ 
tle thing who didn’t weigh more than fXbpoumL 
Instead of lifting the bowling hall back and 
throwing *t. she used to practically put it on the 
tdley line and then stand and watch ttifc wavei-y 
progress, hoping thai it would reach the other end 
asxk perhaps, knock a pin down. 

This whs in the days of the pin-boys. Thi* 
particular afternoon, she put the ball down, and 
everyone stood around waiting, hoping it would 
pet to the other end ri the alley. To the amaae- 



average* of the club at C’u***l»’** Esquimalt Bowladrome. . 
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ment of them all, the ball rolled straight and 
true, and the old grandmother got a strike. Jok¬ 
ingly, the pin-boy fell over and lay writhing on 
the alley. Oh! dear,” wailed the grandmother, 
“I think I’ve hurt him.” 

Martha Prevost runs the R-H League with a 
strong, but fair hand “We get on well together,” 
she said. “In all my 44 years, I’ve never run into 
any complaints. The members know they are 
down here to bowl, not fight. We stick to our val¬ 
ues. If anyone stays away, without being sick, she 
is fined 50 cents. This makes them think twice 
about staying home or goling to a tea party. We 
put the 50-cent piece into a separate fund and use 
it as a reserve to send flowers to sick members. 

Some Thursdays, Martha feels like staying 
at home herself. But when she mentions to her 
daughter that her legs ache, the daughter tells 
her that her legs would be aching whether she is 
at liome or down at the bowling alley. So, Martha 
just jumps into her slacks, and goes. ‘‘Slacks.” 
she said, “are much more comfortable to bowl in 
than skirts.” 

At flie end of each bowling season, the 
Better Halves get dolled up in their regalias, 
long dresses, diamonds and bracelets, and 
have a real banquet.

Then on to Brunch Easter Eggs made with a 
combination of fresh mushrooms, diced ham and 
baid cooked eggs simmered together in a delicate 
‘-auee. Fresh orange juice along with chopped 
• *nkn and herbs gives the sauce its lovely flavor. 


Festive Easter Breads 


This can be served over toast or toasted muffin 
halves. Coffee of course and Orange Bishop's 
Bread. And I’ll give you the recipes for this and 
two other Easter breads which can be made 
ahead. 

BRUNCH EASTER EGGS . . . two tftWe- 
vpoons butter or margarine, one-quarter cup 
EACH onion and parsley, one-half pc*.ind 
mushrooms diced, two tablespoons flour, one-and 
a-half cup milk, one cup fresh orange juice, one- 
quarter teaspoon EACH salt and dried tarragon, 
dash pepper, one-and-a-half cups chopped cooked 
ham, six hard cooked eggs quartered and teas: or 
muffins. Serves six. 

In a large skillet melt the butter, add the 
onion and parsley, Cook until the onion is soft.

Stir in milk, orange juice and 
seasoning. Place over low heat and cook stirring 
constantly until sauce comes to a boil. Stir in 
Gam and eggs. Heat just until hot Spoon over 
buttered toast or split and buttered muffins.

ORANGE BISHOP S 
BREAD . . one cup soft butter or margarine, 
(*ie-ahd-a-half cups of sugar, one tablespoon grat¬ 
ed orange rind, four eggs, one-half cup wheat 
germ, five cups all purpose flour, six teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon salt, two cups 
orange juice, one cup mixed glace fruit, two- 
Thirds cup chopped nuts, one package (six 
ounce * chocolate bits and two-thirds cyp raisins.

EASTER RAISIN POTFK A . . . one-half cup 
seedless raisins, one package or one tablespoon 
bulk yeast, two tablespoons warm water, one 
teaspoon sugar, three-quarters cup scalded milk, 
one-third cup BACH butter or margarine and 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, one beaten egg, three- 
and-a-half cups sifted all-purpo6e flour, raisin-nut 
lilting, melted butter and frosting. 

Chop raisins. Dissolve yeast in the warm 
water with the teaspoon sugar in a small bowl. 
I.et stand 10 minutes. Combine hot milk, butter, 
sugar and salt. Stir and cool to luke warm. Add 
beaten egg and half the flour. Beat until smooth. 
Add yeast, raisins and balance of flour. Mix to 
soft dough. The exact amount of flour depends on 
size of egg. f Turn out on floured board, knead 
lightly a few times. Place in warm, greased bowl. 
Pat a little salad oil on top to keep from crust¬ 
ing. I.<et rise in warm place until doubled in bulk, 
one to one-and-a-half hour. Turn out on floured 
board. Punch down. 

Roll out to rectangle about 25 x 14 inches. (It 
will roll easier if allowed to rest for 10 minutes

EASTER COFFEE CAKE ... one cup dark 
seedless raisins, one cup pecans, one-half cup 
shortening, three-quarters cup sugar, one tea¬ 
spoon cinnamon, one-half teaspoon nutmeg, mo 
tablespoons baking powder, one teaspoon salt, 
three-quarters cup milk and powdered sugar 
frosting. 

Chop raisins and nuts. Blend together short¬ 
ening, sugar and spices until light ami fluffy. 
Beat in molasses and egg. Resift flour with bak¬ 


ing powder and salt. Add to the creamed mixture 
alternately with the milk. Stir m raisins and nuts. 
Spoon into greased one-and-a-half quart mold. 
Bake in a preheated 350 degree F. wen for 35 to 
40 minutes. 

POWDERED SUGAR FROSTING . . mix 

one cup sifted icing sugar with two tablespoons 
hot water and one-half leasjxxm almond or van¬ 
illa flavoring to make a glaze consistency. Tint 
a pastel color if desired. Dribble over coffee c*ke{ 
or the fruitloaf. 

After the Easter dinner what happens to the 
leftover ham? Well, there are always lovely ham 
sandwishes, ham salad, more sandwiches and 
perhaps a casserole . . . combine a couple of cup6 
of chopped cooked ham with a can of asparagus 
pieces. Add about a quarter cup grated onion, one 
teaspoon dry mustard and a can of cream c# 
mushroom soup. Taste for seasoning. Pour into a 
casserole and lop with grated cheese mixed w$th 
an equal quantity of crisp corn flakes.

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FRASER RIVER . . . gp^nc of British Columbia's first major gold rush . . . 


B.C.’s OLDEST MINER 


The oldest pioneer miner in 
British Columbia, they said of 
James Moore "of Cariboo," 65 
years ago. 

It was a claim that the wizened prospector 
made with justifiable pride. For his had been a 
life of adventure and history-making; a record of 
earlyday mining and exploration with which he 
enthralled a Victoria audience in the winter of 
1909. 

Addressing the Young People's Society at St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian Church, Moore said that 
he welcomed the opportunity to address "this 
young generation ... and those old pioneers, the 
bone and sinew of this great province.” 

For it was the prospector of old, he said, who 
"made this province what it is today, the greatest 
province in the Dominion of Canada.” He then 
reached half a century into the past to paint a 
vivid portrait of the British Columbia of the mid 
and late 1800s; this, despite the fact that, as he 
admitted, 50 years was a long time, and he had to 
rely upon memory. 

"It may be interesting to know,” he began, 
"what led up to the first discoveries of miners in 
the province. The question is still in doubt (as to) 
when the first gold was found in the province. 
But, sir, I am speaking now from my own recol¬ 
lections. In speaking with Donald McLean, chief 
trader of the H. B. Co. of Fort Kamloops in 1861, 
he told me the first gold he received was in 1856 
and 1857, from Indians on the Thompson River. 

"This gold he sent down to Fort Victoria, and 
in February, 1858, tht H.B. Co. steamer Otter left 
Victoria for San Francisco. The purser, having 
this gold dust, took it to the U.S. mint in San 
FraAcisco, and had it coined as the first gold 
found in New Caledonia . . 

Sunday, March 28, 1975 
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It was in the Bay City, as a result <>f this in¬ 
cident, that B.C.’s first gold rush began. For, in 
those days, it was incumbent upon good citizens 
t*> belong to their volunteer fire department. 
Shortly after, the superintendent of the mint was 
attending a drill, when the conversation drifted to 
"gold excitements." With great foresight, that 
worthy exclaimed: “Boys, the next excitement 
will be on Fraser River.” 

Upon his explaining the first, small shipment 
of dust from "New Caledonia,” a small party of 
adventures, including James Moore, resolved to 
"explore ami report” on the distant Fraser, 

Sailing from San Francisco on Alar. I?. 
1858. the prospectors reached the mouth of 
the Fraser on Mar. 20. Three days later, they 
“discovered and located the first mines on 
the mainland of British Columbia . . And 
the rush was on. 

The significance of their discovery did not es¬ 
cape Moore; particularly some 50 years after, 
when he beamed: "When we located this mine 
we laid the foundation stone of mining in B.C.. as 
this was practically the commencement of mining 
in the province. 

"I may go a little further, ami say we laid 
the foundation stone of British Columbia, ami I 
am i>rotid to have the honor of stating here to¬ 
night that I helped to lay that foundation stone. 
But. sir. I am sorry to say I am the only one left 
of that little party that discovered those mines on 
Hill’s Bar. as all my associates have crossed die 
great divide. I trust they have struck it rich ami 
have a claim staked for their old partner . . 

The historic discovery was made purely 
by chance. While working their way upriver, 
they camped on a sandbar for lunch, when an 
eagle eyel member of the expedition spotted 
the winking of yellow in moss growing on the 
nocks. Intrigued, he washed a pan of the moss 
and "got a prospect," when all traded their 
dinner plates for gold pans. 

Minutes later. It was apparent to all that 
they had struck it rich, Mill's Bar. m they 
named it after their observant partner, yield- 


lug the richest treasure on the Fraser and its 
tributaries. Over the years. Hill’s Bar was to 
produce an astounding $2 million — and 
change the course of Canadian history. 

When their small stock of supplies ran low. 
the prospectors dispatched several men to Fort 
I -angley to restock. The Hudson’s Bay Co. trading 
post had little to offer in the way of provisions, 
hut listened to, and relayed, word of the activity 
(tn Hill’s Bar, "the news of which soon spread 
across tlve Sound. We were not left long in posses¬ 
sion. as the whole tribe of Yale Indians, alxrnt 30) 
men. women and children, moved down the river 
and camped on our bar. They soon tumbled to our 
game of mining, and they .ilLso commenced wash¬ 
ing for gold.” 

Next to arrive at the laistling camp was a 
Capt. Taylor, with a lx>atload of tanglefoot 
whisky: Moore marvelling that "the first supplies 
most always to arrive in a new mining camp 
take the form of liquor." With an unerring in¬ 
stinct for easy riches, Taylor landed on tite bar 
almost immediately after the Yale tribesmen, 
selling rotgut whisky for $5 a bottle, which was 
payable in gold dust. 

As the Indians were not aware of the min¬ 
eral's true worth, his actual charge must have 
been considerably higher. 

Whatever, the natives purchased enough to . 
hav e an all-night celebration, when Moore and his 
partners collared Taylor and offered to buy out 
his remaining stock. Worried that the Indians 
might become hostile, tlie miners planned to de¬ 
stroy the captain's inventory. 

But Taylor, convinced that this was Mi* 
chance of a lifetime to get riel* — by robbing 
hw customers of their gold when incapaci¬ 
tated — refused to sell. The miners then con¬ 
fiscated his load, knocking the head off each 
and every barrel with an axe and pouring the 
^-ontento onto the ground. Chuckled Moore: 
"We had christened the baby Hill’s Bar a few 
days before. We now baptized the infant." 

As for Capt. Taylor, he was cordially invit¬ 
ed to move on or die pt\*»peetors would ' make

They were still waiting when the Yale chief- 
tain decided to give his men a pep talk. Mounting 
a stump, he addressed his followers at length, 
when, suddenly (and much to the miners’ joy a 
barge of the gunboat HMS Satellite appeared 
around a bend in the rive!-. Aboard were Gov. 
James Douglas, the captain of the Satellite, and a 
dozen armed bluejackets. 

"If ever visitors were welcome.” grinned 
Moore, "Gov. Douglas and his barge load of mari- 
Tif-i's wore welcome to this little party of oors. 
whom they saved from annihilation. When the 
governor landed on the bar we fired a salute in 
his honor. We then staled our grievances to him. 
and he persuaded the Indians to leave the l>ar 
and go to Fort Yale, where a small Hudson’s Bay 
trading post was established, and pacilied the In¬ 
dians by giving them a "blow out” of hardtack 
and molasse«. We had no trouble with the Indians 
after that on Hill's £ar. About six weeks laier 
<k>\\ Douglas apjvented the first justice of ti>e 
pence on the mainland. George Perrier.” 

Their next visitor on the bar was tlu- 
fabled Hilly Ruiloii, of express fame, the 
miners loading him d*>un with letters and 
samples of cit’d •> .i*ii for their relatives and 
friends in the outside world. This was in April 
of IXiVt. Word of their fabulous strike elec- 
trified tin- entire west coast, particularly Cali- 
loruia. IU t ic fo!l<iv. lug month, eager pr»*s- 
»4*ccU»rs lined the river bank* from its mouth 
to Fort I nk- — a distance of 100 miles. 

Yet. curiously, the fabulous diggings could 
not hold the n'ehard prospector for long. Unable 
m remain l«>ng in nn« spot, regardless of reward, 
many, of them soon riWr.ed on in search of fresh 
strikes. For the miners *f old, as Moore explained, 
were fickle, ami ryj sies at heart. 

"In those days no matter how rich n camp 
was discovered, we could not remain long in it. 
As we were of a roving disposition we had to 
explore. 1 am still of Tire same disposition, sir. 
and will not remain long in one camp tonight, bin 
will proceed to tlx interior. 

But before I do so I would like to say in 
those days we had no laihoads. wagon roads, or 
pa. k trails. We had only an Indian trail along the 
great canyon .4 the Fraser, and the large chasms 
were spanned by p.les tied with twisted willows 
from which we could look down several hundred 
feet to (he mighty Fraser rushing below. We had 
to cross these bridges with our packs or turn 
back, but J assure you, sir, we did not know what 
ihat word meant. Our motto was ‘onwards and up¬ 
wards’.” 

In the fall and early spring, when the river 
was at its Icvvest stage, they were able to take 
(»»ats, loaded with supplies, through the canyons 
of the Fraser from Yale to Lytton. Once beyond 
I.ytton. the original party split up. some sticking 
t»* the river and discovering new bars. Moore and 
several others (.brained horses and headed inland, 
locating, in due course, the celebrated Blue I^ead 
mine on the Horsefly River, in Cariboo. 

I Forty years after. Moore revisited the 

old Discovery claim of 1890, and was *ur- 
prised to find it still in operation. He was 
even more a maxed when the foreman allowed 
Mm to wa».h a pan of gravel. **It looked to me 
to be a* much gold a* gravel in that |H»n:” 

A further source of intrigue was the method 
>y which ihese modern-day miners did their 
work. Instead of the gold pans and sluiceboxes of 
old, they employed hydraulic monitors, the camp 
being illuminated by electricity. Four decades 
before, only the miners' campfires had braved 
the wilderness night, although Moore smUgly 
noted that he and his patners had enjoyed the sat¬ 
isfaction of ”de Tarring) a div idend every night of 
1100 per man.” 

It was in 1839 that one nf Moore's com- 
I tat riot*, (hurley Snider, led a three-man ex- 
(million to the t{uesne| River. On one luu- 
alone they earned $1,',0© a day for almost a 
week! 

With i860. Moore and others worked further 
inland. discovering Duck, Keighley, Goose. Har¬ 
vey wml Snow-shoe Creeks. The following year. 


they made the richest e-trike* in Gnriho: 
Antler, Williams, Lightning, Lovvbee .and Grouse 
Creeks. "Some otf the claims on those civeks were 
fabulously rich,” Moore recalled. “For example. 
J will state (that) the Diller doom on William's' 
Creek, where two men were working ih tJte face «*f 
the drift with picks, took out in 24 hours' work 202 
pounds of gold, the dayshift recovering 102 
pounds and the night shift 100 pounds. 

Other claims on the creek paid in the fol¬ 
lowing order: 50 feet of the Diller claim paid 
.$240,000, or $4,900 per foot of channel: 50 feet of 
the Moffat claim paid $90,000, or $1,800 per foot: 
9ti feet of the Bums claim paid $140,000. or $1,750 
per foot; 80 feet of the Steele paid $120,000. <»r 
$1,500 per foot; 120 feet of the Canadian claim 
paid $180,000, or $1,500 per foot; 100 feet of the 
Watty claim paid $130,000, or $1,300 per fo< 
• »f channel. — 

“Thow are oaly sonic of the claim* on 
William* Creek that paid. There were h 
number of other claims that paid equally a* 
well. A* regards pan prospect* on- Williams 
C reek, the biggest prospect I now remember 
was *>.350 to one pan. I also remember $6.5(41 
to five pans on the same creek.”

Williams Oeek, during these painty day* 
of 1862 and 1863, was a lively place. There were 
<>n order of Moore’s recollection) theatres, dance 
halls, hurdy-gurdy girls, saloonkeepers, and gam¬ 
blers. All lived off the hard-working, hard-drink¬ 
ing miner who, having struck it rich, was sura 
ih t his supply - f gold would never fail him. 
One miner, named Long Abbott, gathered $40,00 
In gold only to squander it ■ *\ champagne and 
girls. His mosi memorable feat of this period 
was the- tume he smashed a bar-ronn mirror by 
using it as a target for $20 nuggets. Tber. ne 
v.es hr«ke. 

Others who deserved a belter fate arid 
were instrumental through their discoveries r> 
mailing large fortunes died poorer than the very 
latest arrivals in the diggings. Witness Jim 1> j- 
inp. whs. had a third interest in the _ Diller •Jp’m

It was a dank evening in March, 7 920, when the taxi 
let us off near the Union Steamship dock at the foot of 
Carral Street, Vancouver. We, the J. B. Howes family 
from Victoria, walked along the dingy wharf, dad lead¬ 
ing the way, laden with suitcases, mother carrying her 
caged canary, I with our dog on a leash and my brother 
Ivan following with more baggage. 


X few people were gathered at 
the gangway of the small coastal 
steamer Cheakamus, which was 
about to sail for northern parts. We 
hurried to board her. 

Loud voices and snatches of song 
heralded the arrival of others. We 
turned to see three men weaving un¬ 
certainly in our direction, duffle 
bags and blanket roffls impeding 

their progress. Ivan grinned, re¬ 
marking that they’d been having a 
List Cling before leaving the bright 
lights. 

Dad attended to the tickets and 
then led us up to the forward deck 
where we were obliged to pick our 
way through and’ over men and 

gear. I had never seen so- many 
rough and rugged individuals be¬ 
fore. They were loggers, returning 

to up-coast camps after the winter 

layoff. 

The noisy trio on the wharf creat¬ 
ed amusement as two of them fum¬ 
bled Cor tickets. The third man de¬ 
cided to retrace his steps while his 
companions were busy- with the of¬ 
ficer on duty; he was away to a fair 
start before his buddies were alert¬ 
ed. Off they charged after him amid 
shouts and laughter from those 
Looking on. The unwilling drunk was 
lugged back, protesting loudly. 

We followed dad into the crowded 
space before the pursers’ office; the 
air was thick with smoke and 
fumes., I felt uncomfortable and kept 
close to my parents. A steward 
showed mother and me our cabin 
while Ivan took our dog down to the 
freight deck, where the old fellow 
was made secure for the journey to 
Salmon River, our destination. 

After the First World War men 
returning from overseas, and not 
being able to find suitable employ¬ 
ment. were av ailing themselves of a 
hance to take up land under the 
. Soldier Settlement Board. Dad 
thought this might be a good idea 
and brother and I had been all for 
it. Mother went along with the idea, 
picturing a farm silimar to those 
around Victoria. 

It so happened that a J. E. Ar- 
mishavv had si*oken at a returned 
men's meeting in the Menzies Street 
Armory in Victoria. Dad and Ivan 
were there. They heard an eloquent 
description of the Salmon River Val¬ 
ley in the Say ward forest region, 
some 50 miles north of Campbell 
River, the end of the Island highway 
at that time. 
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Armishaw said there was plenty 
of fine land in the valley’, and told 
of a road which was scheduled to 
link the place with the lower Island 
in the near future. Dad thought it 
worth looking into. 

Dad went to the legislative build¬ 
ings to find out about the proposed 
road and on being assured it would 
go through in a year cm* two — 
definitely before five years at the 
latest — he made up his mind to see 
the valley for himself. 

Dad had visions of building auto 
courts, ready for tourists and hunt¬ 
ers, who, he felt sure, would flock 
into the place. A good ideas, but it 
took a Second World War to bring 
the highway into the district, and 
that to service the Yorke Island for¬ 
tifications off the tip of Hardwiehe 
Island, which is across the strait 
from Salmon River. 

Ivan had accompanied dad up to 
the valley in February and on re¬ 
turning waxed lyrical about the 
place. 

During their stay the weather 
had been sunny and warm. They put 
up at Joe (Irondin’s farm-oome-ho- 
tel. where Mrs. C.rondin fed them on 
venison, duck, salmon, trout, ho-

memade bread and pies, pickles ami 
preserves. “AIL off the land!” dad 
said. 

The outcome of the trip was that 
a farm had been chosen, all neces¬ 
sary business attended to and now 
we were on our way to make a new 
life for ourselves. 

Mother and I were glad of the 
privacy of our cabin. The steward 
told us there were two other ladies 
on board but we didn’t see them. 
Ttiey disembarked during tJie night, 
leaving mother and me the only fe¬ 
males aboard a ship laden with log¬ 
gers. 

The next morning, as I came out 
of our cabin, I nearly felfl over a 
prostate form lying asleep, hat tilted 
over unshaven face. The entire pas¬ 
sageway was taken up by sleeping 
men. I stepped gingerly to the ladies’ 
room, and there, too, I found men 
spread out cm benches around the 
walls. It was embarrassing for a 
teen-ager to use the facilities. 

We had breakfast in the little din¬ 
ing salon, then went upstairs to find 
die revellers of the day before in 
trouble. Two had sobered up but the 
third was in a wild frame of mind, 
threshing about and trying to shake 
off the restraining hands of his 
buddies while the irate captain laid 
down the law. 

“If you don't control that man. I'll 
put him off at the next stop!” he 
thundered. The worried men pro¬ 
mised to keep their friend quiet, and 
as we watched, they pulled the 
struggling fellow backward into a

cabin and slammed the door shut. 

The Cheakamus I Hilled alongside 
small wharves and floats where men 
waited to catch the lines, and one 
could see by their pleased expres¬ 
sions that boat day was a big event. 

There were logging camps com¬ 
prising a group of rough buildings, 
and others just a huddtie of shacks 
In one little bay the captain 
brought his ship up to a boom and a 
nimble-footed logger ran along a 
boomstick t receive mail and par¬ 
cels handed down by an officer. At 
another spot where no habitation 
was visible, the boat tooted and 
came to a standstill, then out from a 
small inlet there emerged two men 
in a rowboat who drew alongside tive 
Cheakamus to rective supplies and 
mail. More people lived along the 
coast at that time than do now’. 

Johnstone Stiratt presented a 
deary scene. A cold wind whipped 
up waves which beat against rocky 
shores and mountains seemed to 
drop straight down into the sea, 
their peaks hidden by swirling 
clouds. My brother and I tried going 
out on deck but the biting wind 
drove us in. 

Some time in the afternoon Ivan 
beckoned mother and me to join him 
at a front w’indow. He pointed to¬ 
ward dark mountains. “That's 
where we get off,” he said, seeming 
quite pleased. We couldn’t make out 
a tiling. When we got to the mouth 
Of tiie river you'll see tiie flats and 
the Indian rancherie,” he added. 

Dad came to warn us to be ready 
as we would be landing soon. 

Mother and I peered from the 
kxinge window and presently a 
small wharf came into view, stand¬ 
ing forlorn and unoccupied, there 
being no sign of habitation. The only 
building other than a little shed at 
the end of the pitr was dilapidat¬ 
ed freight shed standing on a rise 
above the beginning of a rock-cut 
leading into the valley beyond. 

The whistle blew and the Chea¬ 
kamus eased up to the dock. Now a 
lone pedestrian appeared on Hie ap¬ 
proach. He was a big man, with coat 
collar turned up against snow which 
had begun falling. Catching the line 
thrown from the boat he made it 
fast, then looked up and seeing dad 
with us. his face creased in a wel¬ 
coming smile. 

“That's Nobby Clark, another 
vet.” dad said. 

The sight of Nobby cheered 
mother considerably. She admitted 
later that had our home in Victoria 
not been sold she would have turned 
around anl gone right back. 

The gangplank was pushed out 
and w’e stepped onto the wharf. This 
was it. We had arrived. 

The many years we were des¬ 
tined to live in this isolated commu¬ 
nity would enrich us, broaden us, 
and give us both joy and sorrow. 
But that 5s another story. 



. . . AFTER CARS came Into the valley in early 1920*.

We hear a lot about this and 
that getting a "new look" but the 
little pioneer church atop Mission 
Hill is being restored to an old 
look, a century old look if you must 
know. 

It is confusing to strangers or newcomers 
that we boast two St. Andrew’s churches in Sand- 
wick, both on Mission Hill. The one just where the 
hill begins to rise is St. Andrew’s Anglican, the 
one at the top of the hill built the same year was 
originally St Andrew’s Presbyterian. It’s the one 
at tiie top that I'm talking about. Both churches 
were built with volunteer labor and dedication of 
purpose, and they came into use in 1877. 

The Pierey family reunion commemo¬ 
rating the centenary of the arrival of Mr. and 
Mrs. Matthew Pierey and family in the 
Comox T alley hack in 1874 kindled the flame. 
Now a fire of enthusiasm is activating the 
restoration of the beloved old building. 

Because part of the observance was the un¬ 
veiling of a memorial cairn, and that was appro¬ 
priately located under the trees alongside the old 
church. Mr. Matthew Pierey and his neighbor, 



THE CHURCH 20 YEARS A(iO when still in regular use. 
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Samuel Crawford, both staunch Presbyterians, 
donated an acre of land each qfr a church and 
cemetery. 

These family reunions, the 1974 one was the 
third, are massive affairs. Don’t quote me, but I 
think they announced there were more than 700 
descendants living up and down the west coast, 
both sides of the border. 

Of course that many didn’t come, but several 
hundred did and they had a gala affair on Satur¬ 
day on a farm at Royston. 

Then on Sunday, July 7, they had an open-air 
sen ice beside the church, w ith the Reverend Ray 
Brandon of St. George’s United, Courtenay, of¬ 
ficiating. The memorial was unveiled by Lt.-Cov. 
Walter Owen. 

The service was necessarily outdoors, not 
only because of the huge crowd — the puhlie 
was Invited — but because the interior of the 
chureh was scarcely tit as It is some years 
since it has been used. 

We were each given a leaflet with the order 
of sen ice and the words of the hymns, "com¬ 
memorating the dedication of Christian Pioneers 
and their Presbyterian Heritage." It was all very 
.moving and somehow gratifying. 

In the days that the two St. Andrew’s of Sand- 
wick were built the churches were social centres 
as well as religious ones. The rugged pioneers 
took church-going seriously ami tried to live i* to 
their religious beliefs. 

Both churches suffered some fall off in mom- 
l>ership when St. George's Presbyterian was Innlt 
in Courtenay in 1913, and St. John's Anglican a 
few years later. Nevertheless both churches re¬ 
mained active. 

In 1925 St. Andrew’s Presbyterian became St. 
Andrew’s United when church union took place 
and it carried on for another 25 years or so. Then 
with improved mads and increased yge of ears 
more and * more people started attending St. 
George’s and its was finally decided to close St. 
Andrew’s. 

There was a large influx' of population to the 
area aftc-r the war. and a group of Lutherans 
Ijegan to consider establishing a church of their 
own. Until it was built, they rented St. Andrew’s. 

After that it was sometimes used for meet¬ 
ings. I remember going there to meetings of the 
Sandwick water lward. But for tlie last few years 
it hasn't been used at all, antr vandalism has 
reared its ugly bead. 

Somewhere along the line, the City of Cour- . 
tenny acquired the properly for a civic cemetery' 
and lite ownership of the church went along with 
the land. There has been sporadic talk about hav¬ 
ing it restored but nothing definite was done until 
the committee which handled the Pierey reunion 
began to push. 

Though they didn’t start work until after the 
summer, they prepared the way by a notice on 
the Service Leaflet.

"Donations would be welcomed for fhc jmr- 
I*ose of restoring this historic structure in pre¬ 
paration for its centennial observance and as a 
future roadside chapel. Kindly pass along your 
contribution to Mr. Archie Pierey. Receipts will 
be issued for tax exemptions." A donation box 
was provided and over $30Q deposited in it. 

Archie Pierey, who is retired and has time to 
devote, w’as the chairman of the reunion commit¬ 
tee. In September he called a meeting of the old 
committee and other interested people to see 
what could be done towards getting the church 
restored. Representatives from the city attended. 

The suggestion w as made that a UP 
grunt be applied for to finance the work 
required. This was put Into effect and the 
request granted. 

So in November the group met again ami an 
over-all committee was struck as well as sub¬ 
committees to attend to the various details of the 
work. Pierey was elected chairman of the over-all 
committee and Mrs. Rose McKenzie, who had 
been the secretary of the Reunion committee, 
consented to serve again. 




F.xamination of the church slanved a good deal 
of new material was going to be required to 
restore that old look. The LIP grant was for 
$12,000 but only 10 per cent is allocated for 
materials, which means that fund-raising activ¬ 
ities w'ould have to ensue. — 

There has been a grout deal of interest 
show u, not only among oldtimers who re¬ 
member the church as an important part of 
tlieir lives, but younger people, and mn 
those wlto have no church affiliations. Many 
of us who are of different faiths are nexer- 
the less keenly interested in this attempt to 
preserve & part of our heritage. The Oty 
has been very co-operative, too. 

A logging company donated cedar logs which 
were trucked from Brown’s River to Willis 
Piercy s place at Union Bay by a member of the 
committee. Tl>ere they were made into shakes for 
the roof. 

The foundations of notched sleepers was in 
very bad condition indeed and work began there.

All of these make 
pleasant subjects, and they’re far 
easier to organise into a good ar¬ 
rangement than a shot of the entire 
countryside. 

Once you have found your sub- 
ieet, remember to use a bit of imag¬ 
ination with arrangement and light¬ 
ing. Certainly you can't rearrange a 
stream or a log barn, but you can do 
the next best thing by changing your 
camera angle. You can angle to the 
left or right to bring foreground ob¬ 
jects into better perspective or shoot 


from a higher or lower position to 
get a more favorable viewpoint. 

In just about every scenic view 
you shoot, you should try to include 
some object m the foreground ... a 
person looking at the scene, a frame 
of overhanging branches, a shadow, 
fence post or similar object. Fore¬ 
ground material will lend perspec¬ 
tive to your photo, making it even 
more interesting and attractive. 

Shadows are important to good 
landscape photography, too. Try a 
variation on ovcr-the-shoulder light¬ 
ing by looking for material that is 
side or back-lighted. In these situa¬ 
tions, the shadows fall across the 
scene or toward the camera. If the 
sun shines directly into the camera 
lens, use a lens hood or block the 
sun with your hand while shooting. 

When you include people in your 
springtime pic ture-talong, be sure 
they look natural. If you are taking 
photos of your family or friends, 
don't have them lined up staring at 
the camera . . . rather have them 
turned looking at the scene you are 
shooting or catch them candidly. 

Perhaps you are planning a trip to 
the lake to open the cottage or the 
whole family «is helping to dig the 
garden. Candid pfcture-taking is a 
must here. With everyone getting an 
the act and having fun, you can take 
pictures without them even knowing 
it, and you’ll be pleased with the 
results. 

So no matter where the call of 
spring leads you, be sure to take 
along your camera and plenty of . 
color film, and caphire the magic of 
Mother Nature's most welcome sea¬ 
son. #

that paid $500,000 in 300 feet of ground. He died in 
Victoria without a dollar. I may mention here the 
fate of two other explorers, .John Rose and his 
partner Johnson,' who was «sie) murdered for 
their grub by Indians on Rear River. Their flesh 
was burned from their bones, and their bones 
buried under the comp fire . . . The fate of 
another prospector, whose name I cannot recall, 
is magic. He wrote his name and scratched a few 
broken worths on his tin cup, being afterwards 
found by Sam Kycs and party, dead, in his 
blankets, at the head of Bear River. They buried 
him where they found him, and brought the tin 
• up to Richfield and gave it to Judge O'Riley 

Moore particularly recalled some of the 
more memorable i hata«*ters who made their way 
to the wilds of Fraser River in search of fame 
;.nd fortune. Some, such as the notorious Neil 
McGowan, found it easier by far to "mine'' the 


miners. Others, such as the eccentric Gold Com¬ 
missioner Cox, brought law and order - - of sorts 
to the diggings. Although few argued with his 
decisions, they must have marvelled at the way 
in which he arrived at his verdicts. Usually, Cox 
preferred those involved in civil suits to settle out 
of his courtroom. Once, when they insisted upon 
his hearing their case, involving a claim-jumping 
suit, he ordered both plaintiff and defendant to 
settle the issue by racing each other the two 
miles to the disputed claim. Starting point was 
the < oiu*thouse and first to drive in his stake was 
the winner. 

Such hail been the beginning of mining 
in British Columbia. As for the future, James 
Moore, veteran of 51 years’ active prospect¬ 
ing in the province, was sure that B.C., par- 
th-ulurly Its Cassia r region, remained an as 
vet untapped treasure house of valuable 
minerals. “If capital once gets interested In 
this northern section of B.O. sad opens up 
this section with railroad communications. 


they will o|>en up the richest mineral district 
known in the Province. There are millions 
here to be made by the. first enterprising 
financiers who will stretch out their hand 
to receive it . . 

The remarkable pioneer concluded his lec¬ 
ture w ith a plea for all oldtime prospectors to 
hold a reunion, that their reminiscences might be 
gathered in book form. "There arc a great many 
instances occurred in those days which has 
slipped our memory, but one speaking may then 
refresh the memory of the other; by that way. 
and having a shorthand reporter present to take 
down notes, we may then get some very interest¬ 
ing reading. If this is not done soon there will be 
no one left to tell the tale.” 

His fear, alas, was all too soon realized. 
Fortunately, however, a reporter, adept at short¬ 
hand. was present at that Young People’s Society 
meeting, 65 years ago, and James Moore’s re¬ 
markable recollections of B.C.’s first gold rush 
were recorded for posterity.

The city sent a backhoe to dig a trench around 
the building to make access possible. The chim¬ 
neys there were two have been pulled down 
and the bricks are being cleaned for re-use. The 
original chimneys were built on brackets which is 
no longer permitted, but a plan to camouflage 
the floor based brickwork has been made. 

David Vance, who had such spectacular suc¬ 
cess in antiquing a former residence into a most 
jopular dining place known as The Old House, 
has been generous with his advice. He counsels 
reversion to authenticity. 

The winter of 1889-90 has gone down in Valley 
history as the year of the big snow, During that 
unprecedented and long lasting accumulation of 
snow the church was weakened, and iron bars 
were inserted to repair the damage. These ‘‘iron 
beams” are as much a part of the church as the 
pews and will certainly be retained. 

Tlie pews are being shipped down for re- 
finishing. One of the committee members re¬ 
marked : 


■'Whenever the Ladies' Aid had nothing else 
to do they must have put a fresh coat of varnish 
on them.” He forgets what a long tinie*n hundred 
years is. 

The fund-raising committee held an oldtime 
“bean supper” in the tradition of the popular 
ones which used to be part of the social life of the 
church. Only this one was held at St. George's 
c-hureh hall on March 7. Oldlimers were invited 
and speakers explained just what has been 
done and what is planned for the restoration. The 
need for donations was mentioned diplomatically. 
Older people enjoyed this reminder of old times 
and younger ones found it a revelation. 

In these days of erosion of family and reli¬ 
gious life, a fid doubts regarding the survival of 
mankind, this project is most heartening nnd 
deserves the support which I’m sure w ill be forth¬ 
coming. 

The restoration of the fruits of honest, dedi¬ 
cated labor, and ‘ One Hundred Years of Faith 
remembered” as the leaflet put it, shine like a 
beacon to light a path out of this murky present.
